MASTER'S ADDRESS. 

THE WORTHY MASTEB S ANNUAL BEPORT TO THE TWENTY-FIRST 

SESSION OF THE NATIONAL ORANGE OF THE 

PATRONS OF HUSBANDRY. 

Brothers and Sisters of the National Orange : 

In compliance with an established custom, I submit this my 
•annual report with some suggestions and recommendations 
for your consideration. 

The progress made in the work of our Order since we last 
met in annual session, is commendable and gratifying. Suc- 
cess has attended the efforts of our lecturers, as shown by the 



large number of dormant granges that have been revived and 
by the establishment of 174 new granges — an increase unusual^ 
if not unparalleled in an institution as old and well established 
as the Grange. The iSUite GiaDge of Nebraska has been re-es- 
tablished and we have the pleasure on this occasion of welcom- 
ing brother O. E. Hall, her worthy representative, to our 
meeting. We also have the pleasure of extending fratern^ 
Greetings through Brother Peckham, the Worthy Master, 
W) Patrons in Rhode Island who have recently fallen into 
line with this farmers' movement, thus completing the 
circle of states, and making the Granges ** in deed and in truth " 
a grand national organization. 
In several localities there have been established 

FARMERS' ORGANIZATIONS 

with objects and principles very similar touthose of the Grange. 
In some instances their estabUshment has been so rapid and 
enthusiastic as to overshadow the Grange and retard its work. 
This, however, in my opinion, is only temporary, for in those 
localities where first organized the re-action has already set in, 
and our members now regard their coming as an advan- 
tage*, as it has aroused them from their lethargy and set them 
to work. We -do not antagonize these orders— on the contrary 
we welcome them as laborers in the great work of ameliorating 
the condition of American agriculturists, and wish them suc- 
cess in every good undertaking. 

With proper understanding of the methods to be pursued and 
the objects to be attained, 1 think much good for our class might 
be accomplished from the successful establishment of other agri- 
cultural organizations. There is plenty of room and a suffi- 
ciency of good material to maintain a number >of them. Though 
we have a large number of religious denominations begging 
for members, we know that only a few of our people belong 
to the church. Though we have a number of charitable insti- 
tutions seeking members, we know that only a small propor- 
tion of our people unite with them. The Grange has been 
established for years appealing to farmers to join in advancing 
and protecting their class rights and interests, and, while we 
are aware that it is the largest and strongest agricultural 
organization, numerically or otherwise, ever established in the 
history of civilization, and wielding a very great influence, 
more through the power of its organization than through its 
numerical strength, yet we know that we have a small pro- 
portion of our seven millions of farmers as members. History 
and our experience teach us that we cannot organize the 
greater portion of our farmers into any one organization, but 
we may secure a working majority in different organizations, 
and with wise direction work in accordance with the methods 
preferred to achieve the same ends. 
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THB QBANQB IS THE PIONEER 



in the work of organization for the advancement and protec- 
tion of agriculture, and as such it to-day occupies commanding 
ground. Through its regard for the rights and interests of 
others and its conservatism in all things, it commands the re- 
spect of all classes, and its petitions are treated respectfully by 
the law-making bodies of the land. To it the farmers of 
America look for a wise and statesmanlike leadership that will, 
by and by, relieve agriculture of the hindering causes to 
prosperity. 

l^e eyes of the country are watching this meeting. And, 
while the thoughtless and overzealous may expect every sys- 
tem of error to be destroyed by the passage of high-sounding 
resolutions, making demands which invite scorn and ridicule, 
the more thoughtful \H11 expect of this meeting conservative 
action and wise direction. 

By pursuing a wise and firm, but patriotic and progressive 
course, it has reached its present high x)osition in the estima- 
tion of the people, and I feel sure that vou, its present leaders, 
realizing your respjonsibilities, will nobly press on to the accom- 
plishment of the aims of the Order as published in our ** Pec- 
laration of Purposes.'' 

We cannot reasonably expect to extend the order or increase 
its membership in any other way, than by sending out 

LECTUBEBS AMONG THE PEOPLE 

to explain its principles and purposes. It is encouraging to 
know that success has attended every effort of the kind that 
has been made. All reports in my possession from the National, 
State, County and subordinate lecturers, show that wherever 
they have made an effort, the order has been rgvived and 
strengthened. I would therefore recommend that you adopt 
a system by which our order can be kept as prominently before 
the people as possible, consistent with our ability to pay. In 
this connection I woiild earnestly suggest that 

STATE GBANGES 

devise a system for having lecture work done in their respec- 
tive jurisdictions, and not depend upon the National Grange, 
as its financial ability is not equal to the task of furnishing the 
requisite number of lecturers for all the work. 

THE GRANGE PRESS 

has done, and is still doing, splendid and noble service in sus- 
taining the order. It is needless to say had it not been for the 
assistimce of the Grange Press, the order could not have mam- 
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tained its high standard of efficiency and usefulness, and that 
without their continued help our future existence would be of 
doubtful duration. While we are proud of tiie ability, fidelity 
and excellency of our press, yet we cannot expect it to extend 
the Order or increase its members. The living lecture must 
first get the people interested and enlisted in the Order before 
they will suoscribe for our papers. I would, therefore, urge 
upon State Granges the fact that a system whereby lecturers 
of the Order may be kept continually at work is indispensably 
necessary to the future growth of the Orange. We have com- 

Setent and qualified lecturers in every State, if we would only 
evise the ways and means to keep them at work. 

• 

THE BDITOBIAL DBPABTMENT 

of the Lecturer's office cost, during the past year, about one 
thousand dollars. This is a matter worthy of your considera- 
tion. Would this amount spent in the lecture field do more 
good is a question for your decision. It occurs to me that 
Uie best policy to be pursued in this connection is for the 
National Grange to give such assistance as it is able to those 
weak jurisdictions where our Grange papers are not taken, 
and where only the lecturers can do good, and leave for the 
strong jurisdictions to devise such ways and means for the 
work as they may think best. If the plan suggested is the 
better one, then the money expended in the editorial work of 
the Lecturer's ofi^ce could be more advantageously expended 
in the lecture field. 

With three months' active work in each congressional dis- 
trict in the country, by an earnest efficient lecturer, we would 
add fifty per cent to our membership in the next twelve months. 

CONDITION OF AMERICAN FARMERS. 

An anomalous condition confronts the American farmers. 
Producing, as they do, immense crops, which constitute the 
greater part of the wealth of the country, they ought to be 
prosperous, and they would be if the wealth they produced 
were properly distributed. The fact that they are not is evi- 
dence of great wrong and injustice. What is the matter ? By 
what means are farmers deprived of the rewards of their 
labors ? Disguise the fact as you may, cover it up with sophis- 
try and ingenious technicalities, apologize for it bv pleading 
for other industries and the necessity for internal improve- 
ments, etc., still the fact will remain that through Class Legis- 
lation other interests in the distribution of the wealth of the 
land are enabled to absorb an undue and unjust amount of the 

2 
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products of the farmers. Every other important interest in the 
land is protected by helpful legislation, while farmers are dis- 
criminated against in trade, travel and taxes. The products 
of their farms are priced for them by others, as also the 
articles consumed by them. So studiously prepared and well 
arranged is this legislation that it is quite difficult. to trace it 
up and show just how it operates to sap the prosperity of 
farmers. One says the farmers are not prosperous because 
railroads are allowed to charge "all the article will bear." 
Another says it is because farmers are required to pay more 
than their just share of the State and county taxes. One 
thinks it is due to the financial policy of the government. 
Another thinks it is due to the protection given to our manu- 
factures. Some think it is due to over production, while others 
attribute it to a want of diversity in agricultural productions, 
etc. , etc. Now, if there is any truth in any, or all of these rea- 
sons, it certainly is the fault of the farmers, as they have the 
power in their own hands to correct any of the alleged griev- 
ances, whether they be in the management of the government 
or in the management of their farms. If the government has 
failed to give equal protection to our industry, we should not 
complain, nor should we attempt reform by making demands 
through resolutions on paper, but we should use the power now 
in our hands and practice what we have been preaching 
for the last twenty-one years, and elect with our ballots Repre- 
sentatives who will legislate in the interest of agriculture, and 
not against it. 

But, before we adopt this policy, we should be certain: 1st, 
That we are right; M, That we are agreed; 3d, That it is 
practicable for us to cooperate in securing the proposed reform. 
Years ago, when the Grange first demanded that railroads 
should be restrained by law, we were sure that right was on 
our side, and the National Grange and all the State, County 
and subordinate granges were agreed as to the justice of the 
cause, and the necessity for action, and with a united front 
they entered the contest, and so far success has attended every 
effort. 

If, as some think, our imsatisf actory condition is due to the 
unfair proportion of taxes we pay to support our State and 
county governments, then>our State, county and subordinate 
Oranges should look into the matter fearlessl^r and without 
delay, and correct the injustice with the only instrument in 
their hajids, viz: a freeman^s balloU 

If, as others think, it is due to errors in the financial policy 
of the government, we should use the means at our command 
to change the present system, and have the public debt 
extinguished, and the national banking system repealed, and 
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'legal tender treasury notes substituted for the issues of the 
national banks. 

Or, if it be true, as contended by some, that farmers are kept 
poor by protective taxation that manufacturers may keep rich, 
-then we, as the only national body of organized farmers should 
:«ee to it that this wrong be corrected, and that *' equal and just 
taxation" continue the leading principle of our free govern- 
ment. But we Patrons are not agreed upon this question. Yet 
its importance demands the fullest and freest investigation 
•possible. We should, and do, throw open wide the door to dis- 
cussion and let in all the light possible that we may see and 
know how to act. I fully believe the time has come in our 
; history and education when we can dispassionately discuss 
this or any other question from a non-partisan but patriotic 
standpoint, and I think the past history of the Grange will 
endorse the assertion, that when Patrons are convinced, they 
have the courage of their convictions and rmll act together for 
Ttheir mutual benefit, protection and advancement. 

It sounds unreasonable to say that over-production is the 
•cause of our trouble— bringing failures and bankruptcies and 
producing millions of tramps. It would rather appear more 
reasonable to say it is for the want of a sufficiency of money 
-and just legislation to distribute our productions properly and 
justly. 

One of the greatest of the many victories of the Grange was 
vthe establishment of the 

INTEB-STATB COMMBBCB COMMISSION. 

In the language of a distinguished Congressman: *^ Had the 
Grange done nothing more than create the public sentiment 
which forced the enactment of laws to restrain the injus- 
tice of railroad corporations, it has amply repaid every enort 
^nd sacrifice made and for all time and money spent in its 
maintenance." While this ft true, yet these corporations are 
not restrained from trespassing upon the rights of the people 
^s they should be. Only a good beginning has been made, oy 
^establishing the principle that they are creatures of the law 
and therefore subject to the law. It is not claimed that the 
law establishing the Inter-State Commerce Commission is per- 
fect by any means. On the contrary, it is admitted to be very 
defective, especially in that feature which gives to the Com- 
mission authority, under certain circumstances, to suspend the 
operations of the fourth section, which forbids railroad com- 
panies from charging more for a short than a long haul. This is 
a great injustice complained of and every effort should be 
made to have the law so amended as to take away from the 
•Commission the right to suspend the operations of section 
four. 
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Senator Edmunds, in his great speech before the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, as attorney representing the State 
Grange of Vermont, sounded the key note for our future 
guidance and action when he said: * 'I think it wHl turn out to 
be so in the next ten years — not upon any supposed construc- 
tion of this law that you may make, or upon any too extended 
construction of it, but as a fact in the social economies of this 
country, resting upon justice which gives to every man his 
due, and fair play to all, that every service that a railroad or 
anybody else, does for another under regulations, and of which 
he is not the master (as every man has the right to receive 
profit from his labor T^hich he can sell at any price he chooses 
to take or not) will be regulated according to the value of the 
services performed, not according to the particular circum- 
stances of the person, or the corporation, who has to perform it." 
Again in the same speech the Senator said : **In less than ten 
years, unless the peoi)le of the United States have lost their 
reason, this matter will be dealt with bv congress, so far as 
they have the power, and you will not be troubled with any 
question about considerations as to competition. You will only 
be troubled with the question of what is reasonable accordine^ 
to the value of the service performed, because that stands and 
can only stand upon principles that are beyond the reach of any 
contrivances that men may ma^e." 

In addition to the above I will venture to express the opinion 
that the time is not far distant when railroad!^ companies will 
be allowed by law to charge only a specified amount per hund- 
red pounds per mile, just as some of them are now permitted 
to cnarge only a specified amount per mile for passenger 
travel. 

For a number of years the Grange has been agitating the 
necessity of having agriculture represented in the cabinet of 
the President. The idea met with much opposition and ridi* 
icule, which has delayed longer than was expected the con- 
sununation of our wishes. While our progress ui creating 
favorable sentiment has been slow, it has been sure, ana 
now I think I may with certainty congratulate you upon the 
prosx)ect of success in the near future. The importance of 
this matter deserves more than a passing notice. 

Hon. Henry L. Muldrow, of Mississippi, now First Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior, during a debate in the House of 
Representatives, in May, 1882, aeclared that '* If I have a. 
hobby it is the creation of a Department of Agriculture, with 
a cabinet minister at its head. At the first session of the 45th 
Congress I offered the first WW, the object of which was to 
elevate this Department (agriculture), and make its chief an 
executive officer, with a right to a place in the cabinet of the^ 
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President. The measure was critiqised by some and ridiculed, 
by others. The New York Tribune asserted that it emanated 
from a member who hailed from a State where shot-guns were 
the principal implements of husbandry, but I am glad to know 
that it had the effect of drawing attention to this subject, and 
was supported by some of the best men and leading journals 
of the country. The ranks of its advocates have bedn steadily 
augmented until we find to-day but few politicians represent- 
ing agricultural districts disposed to run counter to the all 
prevading sentiment of the people.*' 

Mr. Middrow, in subsequent Congresses during his public 
service, renewed this measure and ably' supported its passage. 
Other bills for the enlargement oi the powers and duties of 
this department were also introduced or supported by members 
in both Houses, in the Senate by Messrs. Miller, of New York, 
Jones, of Arkansas, George, of Mississippi, and Windom, of 
Minnesota; and in the House by Messrs. Aiken, Match, Ander- 
son, Updegraff, and others. In the meantime the Granges 
in nearly every State in the Union continued to pour in on 
Ck>ngress petitions praying the estabhshment of this depart- 
ment. In both Houses the measure was attacked chiefly upon 
the ground that it was unconstitutional and unnecessary. It 
was claimed that it would not advance the great cause of 
agriculture, that it would only benefit the leading officers by 
increasing their salaries and individual importance and infiu- 
ence, and ultimately injure agriculture by degenerating into a 
were political machine. 

But the friends of the measure, embracing some of the most 
eminent members of both Houses, with great power defended 
it upon grounds of its absolute necessity, its manifest justice, 
and as a substantial recognition of the importance of Agricul- 
ture. They had no doubts as to its constitutionality. They 
exhausted our legislative history, and the history of civilized 
States, in multiplying precedents and arguments in its support. 
Every government in Europe had an Agricultural Department 
fostered and protected by the State. Even Mexico and the 
South and Central American republics had such departments. 
The most illustrious men of ancient and modem times had borne 
evidence of its inestimable importance to the people. Among 
others in modem times. Gibbon has esteemed agriculture as the 
foundation and support of manufactories. Dr. Samuel Johnson 
maintained that ** Agriculture not only gives riches to a nation, 
but the only riches which it can call its own." And the great 
Napoleon had described it **as the soul and body of the 
Empire." In our own country, experienced statesmen and 
scholars etjually eminent for learning and ability have added 
their testimony to its importance. Washington, in his first 
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fpeech before Congress, urged " the advancement of Agricult- 
ure as an interest of primary importance," and in his last- 
speech advocated the establishment of a board organized by 
law for its promotion. He regarded it as a proper •* object of 
public patronage." He knew of no **obiect" to which **the 
public purse" could " be dedicated with greater propriety." 

In 1839 ^n appropriation of ^1,000 was made to be disbursed 
under the Commissioner of Patents for the collection and dis- 
tribution of seeds, and small annual appropriations were sub* 
sequently made for the same purpose, until 1862 when Agri- 
culture was separated from the latent Office and made an 
independent Department as it now exists. 

Brother D. Wyatt Aiken, from his seat in Congress on May 
the 8th, 1882, said: **Sir: Fostering Agriculture is no class legis- 
lation — much less is it centralizing power in defiance of the 
Constitution, for it is the people's cause as well as the nation's 
life. You may scuttle every American vessel and rase to the 
ground all our manufacturing establishments, this peopla 
would remain as proud and independent and as self-supportmg 
as any people on earth. But should the vengeful power of an 
offended Deity destroy but for a single season all our agricult- 
ural products annihilation, both individual and national, would 
be our inevitable doom. No, sir ; Agriculture is a service too 
vast in its extent, too powerful in its bearing upon the welfare 
of the people to be considered in the same legislative category 
with our other manifold industries." 

Agriculture has outgrown its primitive state. All the- 
material conditions of the country have advanced a thousand 
fold ; great cities and towns have grown up ; population has. 
increased very greatlv. Manufactures and commerce, under 
the fostering care of the Federal government, have proportion- 
ately advanced, and now, agriculture, no longer a passive inter- 
est, but organized throughout the Union in the National, State,. 
County, and Subordinate Granges, has assumed the aggressive 
in the maintenance of its just rights and acknowledged grand 
importance to ajil the manifold occupations and interests of our 
whole people. „' 

After the presentation and failure of a number of bills in 
different Congresses, a bill was offered at the last Congress,, 
and passed both Houses, but having been amended in the Sen- 
ate, and, not reaching a conference committee, it failed. But 
the establishment by the Fiftieth ('ongress of an executive Ag- 
ricultural Department may be confidently anticipated. Let us- 
not relax our efforts, however, "to make assurance doubly 
sure." 
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THB DBIVEN WELL PATENT, 

At former sessioiis of this body measures have been consid- 
ered whereby the iniquities of a tyrannical law, as shown In 
enforced exactions of royalties on patents, might be alleviated 
or mitigated without depriving inventors of that protection to 
which they are justly entitled as pioneers in mechanical prog- 
ress. Our Order has always gladly contributed, by its support 
and encouraging influence to lighten labors and increase 
rewards of all who serve usefully in every field of science and 
art. But we have been compelled again and again to meet the 
drafts of swindlers for whom the law supplied convenient 
machinery, and we have gone to the courts with the plea that 
robberv of which we are made the victims was also a disgrace 
when it had the sanction of government. 

This has been most conspicuously illustrated in what has 
been aptly termed the '* driven well fraud,'' a scheme of plun* 
der against which our protests have been ineffectual until 
within the past week, when b^ a righteous decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, the iniquity is stripped of author- 
ity and has now no semblance of support. Yet we cannot 
forget that during the life of a patent founded in fraud, 
thousands of our people have been compelled to pay tribute to 
thieves who visited them with demands that left no recourse 
except through the slow process of law, that in the present 
instance has uttered its voice too late to afford relief, except 
for those who are brave enough to resist, while warfare might 
be protracted through weary years. Still we rejoice in a tri- 
umph embodied in the righteous decision which stamps with 
shame a villainy that has drawn from honest industry , vast 
sums of money, as the price of protection against wrong, of 
even greater magnitude. Let us hope that our representatives 
in congress may now see the necessity of so modifying the 
patent system that frauds can not invoke successfully its pro- 
tection. 

There are other subjects^ to which your attention might 
De called, but as it would be anticipating the reports of our 
s&nding committees, I will desist. 

For the business operations and the financial condition of 
the order I refer you to the reports to be made by the Execu- 
tive Committee, the Worthy »Bcretary and the Worthy Treas- 
urer. 

Willing obedience on the part of oar members to our laws 
and ready acquisnence in all decisions, and the fraternal regard 
manifested in all the mutual and reciprocal duties of patrons, 
prompts me to saj that the discipline in oar Order is as per* 
feet as could be desired. 
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THE WORK AND SUCCESS OF THE ORANGE 

has been phenomenal and its accomplishments wonderful. 
• Beginning: twenty-one years ago with a class unused to organ- 
ization and unaccustomed to discipline, it has continued to ad- 
vance until now it has a membership roll in every State in the 
union, and *' binds us in mutual fraternity as with a band of 
iron ; but, although its influence is so powerful, its application 
is as gentle as that of the silken thread that binds a wreath of 
flowers." Under such circumstances, with its membership 
segregated and scattered over such a wide extent of territory, 
with erroneous views of the do-called independence of farm 
life, ignorant of the laws of commerce and the problems of 
political economy, progress has necessarily been slow in the 
accomplishment of the many objects of the organization. Yet 
this "slow progress" has proven our safety, for the organiza- 
«tion has stood the crucial test of time, criticism and opposition, 
and now all those who are posted will endorse the assertion 
that, in all the essential elements of strength, permanency and 
efficiency, the Orange, the only truly national farmers' organi- 
zation in the country, is stronger than ever before. 

Its establishment has been so triumphant, having as yet 
made very few mistakes, with nearly every object undertaken 
in fair way of accomplishment, and the further fact that so 
few failures have been made impress one with the idea that 
an unseen hand is directing its destiny. 

There is injury, however, to be apprehended from the rest- 
less and impatient spirit manifested by some of our members 
in demanding radical changes in our Constitution and By-Laws, 
and in our beautiful ritual. An idea seems to prevail in some 
quart«rs that if our fees and dues are reducea to very small 
amounts, and all the degrees consolidated into one short degree, 
that our numbers would increase to such aji extent as to 
secure the accomplishment of all our purposes at once. 
Upon sober reflection it will be seen that we have undertaken 
an immense work, that of elevating t^e farmer and preparing^ 
him to co-operate intelligently with his neighbors for the pro- 
tection and advancement of his own rights and interest|f, and 
that it will take time and patience. 

The Orange is not a temporary organization, gotten up to 
secure some revolutionary purpose. It is to agriculture what 
masonry is to charity. Founded as it is upon the great prin- 
ciples of truth, j'ustice and equality, it is destined to live oa 
and on, progressing with the march of improvement the grand 
conservator of farmers' rights,. promoting the general interests 
of all people. Since it has triumphantly battled through the 
experimental age, and been successfully and permanently^ 
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established under the workings of our laws and constitution, 
and the teachings of our ritual, I would suggest that only 
those changes be made where experience has proven them to 
be absolutely required. 

While we arecontemplating with so much pride and pleasure 
the growth and prosperity of the Order, our hearts are sad- 
den^ as we pause to pay a tribute of respect and honor to the 
memory of 

BROTHER DAVID WYATT AIKEN, 

whom we all loved and venerated as a father in the Grange. 
We use no idle expression in saying we feel the want of his 
presence, his counsel and wisdom, for he never missed a rep- 
resentative meeting of the National Grange until prevented by 
sickness, and the history of the Order bears the impress of his 
ability, zeal and fidelity. Language is inadequate to express 
the emotions experienced in reporting to the National Grange 
the death of one so thoroughly identified with all its workings 
and so universally esteemed by the entire membership. His 
able pen and eloquent voice were ever used to advocate the 
rights and interests of farmers. He displayed the same cour- 
age and earnestness in favor of farmers rights before the Con- 
gress of the United 8tates that he did in the secret meetings 
of the Grange. He was truly an able, faithful advocate and 
friend of the farmer. Last spring I heard that he was pros- 
trated by disease beyond the hope of recovery, and knowing 
the great distance to his home would prevent the attendance 
at his funeral of any of the officers of the National Grange, 
and being assured that it would meet with your approval, I 
wrote in advance to Brother Lipscomb, the Worthy Master of 
the South Carolina State Grange, to make his arrangements to 
be present as a representative of the National Grange and give 
testimony of the high esteem in which Brother Aiken was 
held by the Patrons of Husbandry. 

After I had received from Brother Lipscomb the sad news 
that Brother Aiken was dead, I wrote Brother Trimble, our 
worthy secretary, and requested him as "one of the founders 
of the order, well acquainted with his valuable services, to 
perform the sad duty of wtiting a tribute to his memory to be 
officially promulgated. " I include this very appropriate tribute 
and make it a part of this report that you may see how 
promptly and feelingly these Brothers performed *^the duties 
assigned them, as follows :

With emotions of the deepest sorrow I address myself to the 
sad duty of aimouncisg to you the recent death of our bedoved 
brother, Hon. D, Wyatt Aiken, which occurred at his home in 
Cokesbury, S. C, April 6, 1887, after a long and painful illness, 
which was borne by him with manly fortitude and Christian 
patience. 

Anticipating his death, and fearing that time and distance 
would not permit me*or any other officer of the National Grange 
to attend nis funeral, I requested Brother Jas. N. Lipscomb, 
Master of the State Grange, of S. 0., to do so as a representative 
of the National Grange. 

His report and the following communications are herewith 
published as a part of this announcement :

Hon, Put Darden, Master National Orange : 

Dear Sir and Brother : — In accordance with your request 
I attended the burial of Bro. D. Wyatt Aiken, on the 7th of 
April, 1887. I had it understood that I was present at your 
request and authority as a representative of the National Grange, 
ana that had time permitted a much larger number would 
have been in attendance. 

I had arranged with the Secretary and other officers of the 
State Grange to be present in regalia, but they were unable to 
arrive in time for the funeral. I was the only one who suc- 
ceeded in arriving in time to take pcurt in the services. I was 
from home when I received the telegram, and took the next 
train from where I was. I send you by this mail a newspaper 
containingresolutions and an account of the f uneraL 
V ery respectfully and fraternally,

I soon after addressed the following letter to the Worthy Sec- 
retiury of the Nationsd Grange :

Dear Brother Trimble :— Brother D. Wyatt Aiken is dead. 
He whom Patrons everywhere loved for his fidelity and devotion 
to the Order of the Patrons of Husbandry, honored for his 
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integrity, ability and zeal, and revered for the sincerity and 
purity of his Christian character, now rests in eternity. 

It is right and proper that his distinguished services in behalf 
of our order should oe officially recognized. 

I therefore request you, and I am confident Patrons every- 
where will endorse the request, as one of the founders of the 
order, well acquainted with his valuable services, to perform 
the sad duty of writing a tribute to his memory to be officially 
promulgated.

Hon, Put Darden, Master National Orange : 

Deab Sir and Brother, — Although iuadequate to the task, 
I take a meloncholy pleasure in complying with your request 
to lay a tribute of our respect upon the tomb of our lamented 
Brother Aiken, for few men knew him better or loved him 
more. For fourteen years I was in almost daily personal inter- 
course or in frequent friendly or official correspondence with 
him. We were bound together by the strongest ties of friend- 
ship, fraternity, and religion. 

The obligations of the Order of the Patrons of Husbandry to 
his early advocacy of its principles, and his subsequent and 
continuous devotion to its interests, can never be overestimated 
or sufficiently expressed. 

To quote from the pen of another of the founders of the 
Order : 

"His early conceptions of the possible achievements of the 
Order were very advanced, and he saw beyond most others its 
vast and comprehensive educational features. He proved the 
sincerity of his convictions by his earnest and lon^ continued 
labors in introducing the Order throughout his native State as 
well as in other States, and many thousands of Patrons first 
heard of the Order from his eloquent lips or from his able pen. 
For a period of fourteen years he was a prominent member of 
the Executive Committee of the National Grange, and no 
higher praise can be accorded than his continued election to 
this important and responsible position." 

In 1873, when the Order was in its infancy, obscure and un- 
known except to a few earnest thinkers and workers, before 
the first representative session of the National Grange had 
been called together. Col. Aiken came to Washington as a del- 
egate from h£ State to an agricultural convention called by 
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the Commissioner of Agriculture, and to satisfy himself as to 
the merits and claims of the new Order that had been brought 
to his attention. 

Finding that the convention was going to prove a failure, so 
far as it was proposed to benefit the farmers, he made a short, 
emphatic speech, in which he was called to order bj the chair- 
mah. Brother Aiken, however, held the floor, and, in ringing^ 
tones, startled and astonished the politicians and theoreticid 
agriculturalists composing the convention by the following 
prophetic language : 

**This is an agricultural convention ; but I have not heard 
the word agriculture spoken since it convened. We seem to 
be gathered here in the interests of commerce and education. 
The interests of the farmers appear to be entirely ignored. 
This will not always be the case, for there is now springing up 
among the farmers of our country an organization that wiU 
teach them their rights, and, knowing them, they will dare to 
maintain them. I mean the organization known as the Order 
of the Patrons of Husbandry." 

At a similar convention called by the Department of Agri- 
culture a few years later, Brother Aiken read an address upon 
** The Grange ; Its Origin, Progress and Educational Piu-poses,'* 
that soprof oundV impressed the convention that it was printed 
and widely circulated by the Department. More than twenty 
thousand copies of this famous address, which has become one 
classics of tiie Order, has since been distributed by the National 
Grange. 

During his many years of service in Congress he was ever 
vigilant and active, in committees and on the floor, whenever 
the interests of the farmer were affected by proposed leofisla- 
tion. 

When a change of national administration rendered the 
appointment of a new Commissioner of Agriculture probable, 
Brother Aiken's name was promptly and earnestly presented 
to the President for that important office. His feelings in the 
premises are best explained by quoting from a private letter to 
the writer, under date of March 25th, 1885 : 

** It was delightful to experience the relief I felt on Saturday 
when I saw that Brother Colman was made Commissioner of 
Agriculture. I did not want the office ; it would have been a 
serious sacriflce to have taken it. My every earthly investment 
is in my farm and home, and to have sacrificed them for four 
years would have been trying. My wife seldom alluded to the 
possibility of my success without'tears. My home, my church, 
my children all lamented it. and I myself almost prayed 
against it. The National Grange most kindly presented my 
name, and this compliment I could not have ignored, for I 
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cannot realize to what extent I would not make sacrifices for 
the Patrons of Husbandry, and for this reason alone I con- 
sented to the use of my name. 

** 1 would rather, to-day, be Master of the National Grange 
than to be Commissioner of Agriculture, even if I were out of 
Congress, for there I think I could find my field of useful- 
ness." 

Verily in the death of Brother Aiken the Order of the Pat- 
rons of Husbandry has lost one of the strongest pillars of i1» 
support. 

I cannot close this brief and imperfect tribute to the mem- 
ory of Brother Aiken without bearing my personal testimony 
to his moral worth and his exalted Christian character. ThQ 
teachings of our religion had often been the subject of. our seri- 
ous consideration. 

Just before leaving Baltimore, where he had been for med- 
ical treatment, I spent a Simday with him. 

Mrs. Aiken, taking advantage of my presence, had gone to 
church, and we were alone together. He had been informed 
of the hopelessly incurable nature of his disease and believed 
death to be near and inevitable. Our conversation natursdly 
turned upon religion and the future life. In response to my 
inquiries, in the most earnest and solemn manner, he declared 
his belief in ( ^hrist and in the efficacy of His atonement, and 
that through Him his redemption and salvation were assured. 
It was the sublimity of Christian faith. In every relation of 
life his character stands as a shining exemplar, worthy of all 
imitation. In conclusion, allow me to quote from an editorial 
in the Charleston News and Courier, whose columns had been 
so often enriched by Brother Aiken's pen : 

** Faithful and fearless, tried and true, honest and honorable, 
independent and incorruptible, fearing God and guided in all 
the walks of life by the one unvarying rule of right, D. Wyatt 
Aiken was a son of whom~ South Carolina had more than rea- 
son to be proud, and a citizen whose loss she has every reason 
to mourn sincerely and long."

Patrons, as your representative, I desire to endorse, empha- 
size, and repeat every expression contained in the above ; and, 
turning to the bereaved family of our deceased brother, in your 
name, beg permission to reverently approach the sacred pre- 
cinct of their grief, to mingle our sympathizing tears with 
theirs, and to assure them that the hallowed grave of D. Wyatt 
Aiken will ever be to us, as Patrons, holy ground. 
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GEORGE DEXTER HINCKLEY. 

Soon after the last annual session many of the members 
who attended our meetings in the formative period of our 
Order, were pained by the sad intelligence that one of its 
most valued workers had been called hence, his earthly labors 
closed, a useful life ended. There are members now present 
who remember with ajffection this good Brother George 
Dexter Hinckley, the first Master of the New York State 
Grange, who gave that body the commanding influence 
that has made it since an able coadjutor in our work, 
and a living monument to the memory of our departed 
brother, whose wise counsels have from the earliest for- 
mation of our Order exerted such beneficial influence. 
In this presence I may be permitted to say that every 
member of every subordinate Grange in our land, when 
impressed by the beauties of our ritualistic service, has felt 
the silent influence of thought that had its origin in the 
mind of our departed brother George D. Hinckley, for 
to him we owe some of the most delightful lessons of 
our ritual that have survived without change all the 
years since they were first considered by the few brothers 
and sisters who were pioneers in a work that has ite latest ex- 
emplification in this twenty-first annual session of the National 
Grange, in a State upon whose rolls are the honored names of 
its Governor, its distinguished statesmen, jurists, teachers and 
thousands of Patrons to whom the life of George D. Hinckley 
was the benison that virtue gives to all who seek to pro- 
mote the good of their fellows and the welfare of mankind.

But two 
short years since you who attended the nineteenth 
annual session of this Grange gave glad welcome to Sister 
Lipscomb, who in the session but one year before had brought 
within our circle a new charm, but whose days, now num- 
bered, have been too short, and whose life closed ere its 
noon day radiance had reached its full, has left sad remem- 
brance of departed joy. To our sister belonged the dignity 
of exalted womanhoocl, with all its powers of useful influence, 
against which the harsh decree of inexorable fate inter- 
posed, while life was yet in the bloom of rich promise, has 
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not been wholly effeotoa}, for its charm is still left as a sweet 
reminder of virtues that in their exemplification bj those who

The Worthy Overseer, Bro. Draper, read his annual 
report, as follows, which on motion of J. H. Brigham, 
Ohio, was received and ordered printed with the pro- 
ceedings : 
Worthy Master, Offlcera arid Members of the National Orange : 

The duties of the Overseer, as laid down in our Ritual, 
are ''to see that the orders of the Master are faithfully 
transmitted to the laborers/' and again, that ''the 
laborers come to him for instruction in their wprk; 
and, as he is brought in contact with them, his influence 
being direct, he is admonished to exert that influence 
with due care.'* 
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Assaming that these instraotions to the Overseer of 
the National Grange were of a wider scope in their 
intent than the duties devolving upon the Master of a 
State Grange in his care of the Grange field under his 
immediate jurisdiction^ I have naturally been on the 
alert for "the laborers who were to come to me for 
instruction," that I might *^ exert such influence" as I 
might possess '^with due care/* 

The first call in this direction came in March last 
from our sister State Bhode Island, when Brother J. 
G. Peckham, of Kingston, wrote me for information 
concerning the Grange. 

This call was first met by forwarding a liberal supply of 
Grange literature gathered from State and National sup- 
plies, which was to bd followed by the living voice as 
soon as plans for a meeting could be arranged. That we 
might invade Bhode Island soil for the first time to 
proclaim the gospel of the Grange fully armed and 
equipped for any emergency that might arise, I re- 
ceived full authority which came in the form of a com- 
mission as Deputy of the National Grange, from the 
Master, and at a later date a further aommunication 
placing the State of Bhode Island under the careful 
protection and guidance of the State Grange of Mass- 
achusetts. 

Thus armed for the confiict, a meeting was held, and 
after some stirring addresses explanatory of the work 
of the Order by Brother Mortimer Whitehead, Lec- 
turer of this National Grange, and Brother Arthur A. 
Brigham, Secretary of the Massachusetts State Grange, 
I had the pleasure of perfecting the organization of 
Narragansett Grange, No. 1 of Bhode Island, in accord- 
ance with the prescribed rules and regulations of the 
Order of Patrons of Husbandry. 

Other Grange organizations soon followed and plans 
matured for a vigorous fall campaign, which was to be 
inaugurated by a grand rally of farmers and their fam- 
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ilies, at some sea shore resort and in which Oonnectieut 
and Massachusetts Patrons were to participate. 

This field day was held at Oakland Beach^ on 
August 20th and addresses were made by His Ezcel- 
lenoy, Gov. J. W. Dayis, of Rhode Island, Lecturer 
Whitehead, of the National Grange, Prof. H. B. Alvord, 
of the Massachusetts Agricultural College, Brother J. 
H. Hale, Master of the Connecticut State Grange, and 
also by some of the officers of the Massachusetts State 
Grange. 

This meeting, which was attended by some fifteen 
hundred persons, was a decided success and a most fit- 
ting initiative step for the work to follow. 

This work has been systematically planned and car- 
ried forward, very largely under the personal supervis- 
ion and direction of Brother Arthur A. Brigham, 
Deputy and Secretary of the Massachusetts State 
Grange, the Master assisting whenever needed in dif- 
ferent sections of the State. 

Very much of the preliminary work has been arranged 
by the members of the Granges, organized in Majrch 
last, in which Bro. J. G. Peckham has taken a most 
conspicuous part, 'and to whose untiring and persistent 
efforts, is largely due the completion of the work that 
enables Rhode Island to be represented in your council 
to-day for the first time. 

This work has been done carefully, thoroughly and 
with a correct understanding by the Patrons of the true 
aims and objects of the Order in advancing the educa- 
tional, social and material interests of the American 
farmer. On the tenth day of November the Rhode 
Island State Grange was duly organized, each of the fif- 
teen subordinate Granges being represented by its Mas- 
ter. The officers were elected and installed, and, with 
the best wishes and fraternal regard of the patrons of 
her Sister State of Massachusetts, she sets forth on the 
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noble work of laboring for the good of our Order, our 
Oouatry and Mankind. 

Worthy Master, Officers and Members of the National 
Orange : This cherished and much loved child of ours, 
we now place under your fostering care. She repre- 
sents the smallest of the great sisterhood of States, but 
I can assure you she has a large heart, a firm devotion 
to the noblest principles of the Order and a determined 
purpose to labor ever with you all, for the upbuilding 
and maintaining of this, the grandest organization 
ever given to the farmers of America or the world.

The Worthy Assistant Steward, Bro. W. H. Stinson, 
N. Hv, read the following, which was received and 
ordered printed in the Journal: 

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT STEWARD. 

Wwfhy Master and Members of the National Chrange : 

It can hardly be expected that more than mere con- 
formity to the requirements and usages of the Order 
will be expected of my office, hence a brief report will 
disappoint no one. 

Those familiar with the service of installation in the 
Grange will recall that the incumbent of the office of 
Assistant Steward is earnestly enjoined to preserve 
peace in the Grange — a most noble duty — following the 
example of the meek and lowly Christ, the prince of 
peacemakers. 

It is most certainly a matter of hearty congratulation 
that the preservation of peace within our borders has 
not been at issue in the National Grange, but rather 
the benediction ''Blessed are the peacemakers'' has 
rested and hovered over the work of the Order during 
the year with a noted significance. 
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The unity and fraternity of the Grange has been ap- 
parent everywhere, whether knocking at the doors of 
Congress or of State Legislatures for the enactment 
of righteous and honest laws, or more quietly in its 
social and educational work at our frequent meetings, 
or at our homes and around the fireside circles.

From the hills and valleys of old New England west- 
ward to the Golden Gate, through the Sunny South- 
land to the famed Northwest, come the proofs of the 
Order^s ennobling, elevating and educational work.

Bro. J. D. Clardy, Ky., offered a resolution in refer- 
ence to authorizing State Oranges to regulate the fees 
and dues of Subordinate Granges under certain 
restrictions within their several jurisdictions, and 
moved that it be referred to Committee on Constitution 
and By-Laws with instructions to prepare and submit 
an amendment in accordance therewith. 

After considerable discussion the motion prevailed.

Luce^ Mich.^ call of roll of States 
for reports of Masters of State Granges, the following 
were presented : 

ALABAMA. 
HIRAM HAWKIKS, MASTER. 

Worthy Master: 

Oar l^ational existence as an organization is depend- 
ent npon the life of the Grange in the States which 
compose it. It is therefore an important feature in 
our Order, at the opening of each annual session, to 
'^require a written report of the general standing and 
need of the Order in each State.*' 

In submitting the report for the State which I have 
the honor to represent, all will join with me in the re- 
gret that the general standing of the Order in Alabama 
now is not what it once was. The records show that 
more than seven hundred charters have been issued to 
subordinate Granges in the State. 

In the first ' few years of its existence the wild rush 
to organize new Granges opened the gates, so that every 
class, trade, and profession, even the demagogue and 
the politicians found their way into our Order. 

It was not long, however, before it was demonstrated 
that what was deemed its greatest strength contained 
the elements of its greatest weakness. 

The great desire to multiply Granges caused many 
to be organized that should never have had an exist- 
ence, for the reason that they possessed none of the 
elements of permanency or success. The only re- 
deeming feature of all this hasty action was thalt it 
brought hundreds of dollars to the Grange treasury. 
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Dliis f and, however^ was unfortunately used to augment 
ihe ends which hastened the great collapse which fol- 
;Owed« The Granges went down as fast as they had 
risen^ until nearly all the Granges in the State became 
dormant. 

A few, however^ in central Alabama remained true 
and steadfast, and to-day are living monuments to the 
undying principles of the noble Order we have niet tp 
perpetuate. They have passed through the^ trying 
ordeal incident to sudden inflation and reaction, and, 
as the saying goes, "struck bottom.'* The time 
has seemed long, but we have passed our days of despond- 
ency and gloom, and I am happy to be able to report 
that with brighter hopes than for many years in the 
past, we have commenced to rebuild the Grange tem- 
ple in Alabama, and this time on a solid foundation. 
Our work is progressing not rapidly but steadily, as is 
evidenced by. the fact that we are thirteen Granges 
stronger now than we were one year ago. 

At our annual State meeting in December of last 
year, it was deemed advisable to change the time of 
holding our annual sessions from December to August. 
The grand success of our meeting in August last has 
shown the change to have been a wise one. On that 
occasion we had a grand reunion, reminding one of the 
palmiest days of Ihe Grange. 

The country turned out en masse, coming from miles 
around in wagons and buggies, loadedr with provisions 
—not less than 800 Grangers and their friends to give us 
a cordial welcomct 

Since then five new Granges have been organized in 
that section and the adjoining counties. 

The 7th and 8th of next month has been appointed 
for a two days' meeting of these Granges, for the pur- 
pose of organizing a Pomona Grange. A dozen or more 
Granges will participate in the meeting and not less 
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than one hnndred, or more members^ will be present 
expecting to reoeiye the benefits of the fifth degree. 

The State Depaty and myself are booked for the 
occasion. 

I deem it bat an act of justice in this connection to 
state that Brother Doughety^ our worthy State Lec- 
turer, who lives in this growing section, is entitled 
to the credit^ more than any one else, of working 
ujp this interest and organizing these Granges. 
He informs me that the few old Granges in 
this section since our last annual meeting have increas- 
ed in menibership at least fifty per cent. 

This leads me to, consider briefly the 

NEEDS OF THE OBDEB^ 

which are many and pressing in every portion of the 
State. 

I have alluded particularly to southeast Alabama be- 
cause in this section are manifested the unmistakable 
evidences of growth and progress of the Order. Here, 
too is a section of country comparatively new, which is 
being developed into one of the most important and 
desirable agricultural sections of the South. It is occu- 
pied, so far as settled, almost exclusively by white set- 
tlers, who are mostly of the small farmer class, and 
consequently do their own work. The face of the 
<50tintry is comparatively level, well timbered and well 
watered, and produces abundant crops, giving as good' 
if not better results in the use of commercial fertilizers 
than any other section. This is, therefore, a growing 
section. Having as yet no railroad facilities, severiJ 
hsCVe been located and one is being rapidly pushed into 
the' interior of this belt. This great belt extends from 
the Chattahoochee river — the eastern boundary of the 
State — one hundred miles west, and from the Florida 
line, fifty miles north. Our Order has the confidence

the people of this great jsection. Twelve new 
uiges have been organized in it since the last meet- 
; of the National Grange. 

Che members of our Order are availing themselves of 
) advantages of co-operation with good results. They 
ve a committee which contracts with a merchant at 
air commercial center to buy for the members of the 
der on commission at 5 per cent cash and 20 per cent 
. time to those who can not command the cash. Their 
tton^ under this system^ is handled at a nominal f ee^ 
38 than half the usual charges. By this means a large 
>r cent is saved, and hence every farmer in the country 
ready to join in with the Order when these J^nd other 
ivantages are explained. This field is. therefore ripe 
)r the. harvest. It is desirable because of its present 
3 well as its promises for the future. 

We should remember that there is a "tide in the 
Saifs *' of the Grange as well as of men, which, if taken 
n time, will lead to good results. Perhaps no more 
nviting field is within the jurisdictioif of this iN'ational 
)ody. The harvest is ready, and you are invited to 
reap with the assurance if you do not others will. They 
ire now upon our border. 

The State Grange has not the means to give the 
required aid, and fiie National Grange is appealed to 
to supply this great ^^need." But one dormant Grange 
has been revived in Alabama during the year. I am 
of the opinion that if proper and eflBcient measures 
were adopted at least fifty Granges could be added to 
our list during the coming year. 

CALIFORNIAr 

W. L. OVERmSBB, MASTER. 

Worthy Master, Officers and Members of the National Ghranqe : 

In sabmitting my report it is my purpose to state as 
6 
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correctly as possible the condition of our Order m 
Oalifornia. 

There are in our State fifty-four subordinate Granges^ 
with a membership of about 3,000^ all having paid their 
dues to the State Orange to July 1, 1887. Forty- six 
haye paid to October 1, 1887, leaving eight Granges in^ 
arrears for the last quarter, ending October 1. 

We have, also, in California three Pomona Granges,, 
in Sonoma, Sacramento and San Joaquin counties, all 
doing good work, and, as I have recently been informed,, 
there are now in Sutter County a sufficient number of 
members . ready to form another, only waiting to be 
organized. 

Some five years since Sonoma County Grange No. 1 
made an exhibit of the agricultural products of thai 
county at the State Fair and was awarded a special 
premium. 

At the session of the State Grange, held soon after,, 
the following resolution was adopted : 

Eesolvedf Thattfte State Grange of California, through a. 
committee to be appointed, request the State Board of Agricul^ 
ture, to appropriate at least $5,000 for the purpose of encourag- 
ing agricultural exhibits at the next State Fair, and that- 
gambling be prohibited on the Fair grounds. 

This resolution was presented in due time, and tho 
board of directors of the State Agricultural Society 
appropriated $500 for premiums, to be awarded: for 
county exhibits; $250 for the first prize, $150 for the 
second, $100 for the third. The exhibits to be made 
by the Granges of the different counties, and the money 
turned over to them. 

Sonoma, Sacramento, San Joaquin and several other* 
counties entered for the prizes, which added a new and 
interesting feature to the fair. 

In 1886 and 1877 the Agricultural Society appro- 
priated $2,000 each year for county exhibits to ba 
awarded as follows: $500 dollars for the first prize>. 
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$300 for the second, 1200 for the third and $100 for 
the fonrth. 

This brought out eleven competitors at our fair this 
year. 

The Mechanics' Association in San Francisco^ holding 
their exhibition at about the same time as the State 
Fair, also offered premiums to the counties of the State, 
as follows: $1,000 for the best, $750 for the second, 
$600 for the third, and $250 for the fourth. There 
were six counties which placed exhibits in the Mechanics* 
Fair, making in all 17 counties in our State competing 
for supremacy. 

Sonoma, Sacramento and San Joaquin counties were 
represented through their Pomona Granges this year. 

But this competition of the counties of our State was 
only a small part bt the good accomplished by the reso- 
lution passed at the State Grange session of 1884. 
These county exhibits created a new and healthier 
interest in our Agricultural Fairs and were the means 
of calling the attention of our people, both young and 
old, to the true objects of Agricultural Fairs, the study 
of ^1 the products of the farm, and away, in a measure, 
from racing and gambling. 

We hope that in the near future gambling and the 
use of intoxicating liquors will be banished from our 
Fair grounds, and if so desirable a result is obtained, 
we will have every reason to believe that it has been 
brought about through the moral influence of our 
Order. During the past year four new Granges have 
been added to the list and three dormant ones revived. 

Believing that more means were required to carry on 

the revival work commenced last year, at the last State 

Grange meeting the dues were increased, so that we 

-might be better able to keep the State Lecturer and 

deputies in the field. 

The lectures and suggestions of Brother Whitehead, 
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National Lecturer, as published in our Orange organ. 
The California Patron, have been the means of great 
good in oar State, bat could he in addition '^ come over 
and help us/' and let as who are beyond the Sierras, 
hear his yoice in our halls, I believe the number of 
Granges in Oalifornia might be doubled daring the 
next year. 

In conclusion, I desire to call your attention to some 
of the products of California, its golden gheayes and 
ripened fruits. These were sent by the people of our 
State, that you may see what our varied climate and 
fertile soil will produce. 

Worthy Master and members of the National Grange, 
I will now extend to you a renewed invitation to hold 
your next annual session in California. 

CONNECTICUT. 
J. H. HALE, MASTSB. 

Worthy Master and Patrons: 

Grange matters are not "booming'' in Connecticut, 
yet by careful, systematic work we are making some 
progress. Yet there is room for so much more that we 
oaght not to feel satisfied with what we have done. 
Holding our membership in all Granges in the State 
and making moJerate gains in most of them, and with 
the organization of 21 new Granges, we have added 
more than 1,000 members to the Order within the past 
year, a gain of about 60 per cent; three Pomona 
Granges with a large membership in each. The organi- 
zation of a State Eire Insurance Company, marvelous 
exhibits at State, county and town fairs tell to some 
extent the story of our work in Connecticut, and this 
has been done without excitement, but by simply follow- 
ing Grange principles, especially the first plank in our 
Grange platform. 

That of trying ''to develop a higher standard of 
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manhood and womanhood among oarselyes" in the 
older Oranges has so elevated the standard of the for- 
mer in that immediate vicinity that it has become in- 
fectious; and the Grange in Gonnecticat is sure to 
grow^ as it has become such a power for good that 
doubting ones are fast coming over to us^ and more will 
follow^ just as long as we continue to make the educa- 
tional and social feature the leading part in all our 
work; not; of course; omitting any part of the secret or 
ritualistic work. 

And I am most happy to report that the annual in- 
gpeotion begun a month ago and now going on shows 
that all of our Granges are very complete in all the 
details of the work; assuring us that we have a well 
organized band that can be relied on to act together in 
any emergency affecting not only the farmer and his 
family but tjie State or the Kation. 

Our business relations are much the same as last 
year; new contracts having been made and former ones 
continued under the individual order system. 

Our relations with all other Agricultural organiza- 
tions are of the most cordial character and we are 
working together in every possible way for the advance- 
ment of the cause of Agriculture; in fact so close are 
our relations that we are to cooperate with the State 
Board of Agriculture next month and hold a joint 
meeting for a week in the city of Hartf ord> the Grange 
to occupy the first two days for its closed meetings and 
the rest to be open meetings in charge of the State 
^oard. 

'* Onward March'* is the motto in Connecticut, and I 
donbt not but that my successor will be able to make a 
more favorable report next year. 
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DELAWARE. 
A. K. BROWK, MASTEH. 

Worthy Master: 

Parsaant to the requirements of this body^ I respect- 
fnlly submit a brief report of the condition of the 
Grange in Delaware. Returns from the subordinate 
Granges indicate an increase of 10 per cent in mem- 
bership during the year. No new Granges have been 
organized^ hence this increase indicates at least a pros- 
perous condition of the organizations already estab- 
lished. One Pomona Grange has been established dur- 
ing the year, making our present status^ a State Grange, 
three Pomona Granges and twenty-fiye subordinate 
Granges in good standing, with a membership of 963; 
an average per Grange of 26|. We have several semi- 
dormant and several actual dormant Gra^ges^ all of 
which we hope to re-organize, consolidate or form new 
Granges in their places, during the coming winter. 
The Grange' membership in my State represents 1-18 
of the whole number of our citizens engaged in agri- 
culture. 

These figures may strike you at first as being extremely 
small, but it must be remembered that the State of 
Delaware only comprises an area of 2,120 square miles, 
or 1,356,800 acres, of which there are only 746,958 acres 
of improved land, comprising 34,307 farms, with 
17,849 actual tillers of the eame (this does not include 
agricultural laborers). I question whether the propor- 
tion of members of the Order in Delaware to the num-^ 
ber of those actually engaged in agriculture, and the 
total number of farms tilled, will not compare very 
favorably with, if it does not exceed, that of any State 
in the Union. To the Patrons of Delaware, however, it 
represents the extent of the work before them in the 
way of gaining accessions to our membership. 
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"So changes have been made in our business arrange^ 
ments, and where, members haye ayailed themselves of 
dealing through authorized Grange channels they have 
been greatly benefited. The increasing interest in 
this feature of our work as a positive element of 
present and future prosperity is clearly manifest. 

No one factor in our jtJrange work has given us such 

material aid during the year as the wise and aggressive 

policy adopted at the last session of the National 

Grange in the Lecturer^s department, and so ably carried 

forward by our Worthy Lecturer Whitehead. Through 

an arrangement perfected with him I have been enabled 

to furnish weekly to the entire press of the State the 

weekly doucuments issuing from the Lecturer^s office, 

with the request that they publish wholly or in part, or 

make such.ex^acts for publication from time to time as 

they saw proper. In no way have we been able to dis- 

seminater Grange literature so easily or more surely or 

effectually, than by the method thus adopted. I regard 

it simply as an advertisement of the Grange, setting 

forth her aims and purposes, informing those who have 

no knowledge of our organization, and without which 

how can we ever hope to attract thinking men and 

women to oar Order. I have found it to be a wise, 

judicious and economical method by which to obtain 

practical results. 

We have also established in our State an annual pic- 
nic, held under the ausp ices of the State Grange. Our 
place of meeting is at the sea-shore, during the month 
of July, continuing in session three days. We care- 
fully arrange the progr am for public exercises for each 
afternoon and evening of the session. We aim to have 
these meetings partake of the character of Farmers'^ 
Institutes as far as possible; the discussions coiner a 
wide range of subjects, emlH^acing the foremost ques- 
tions of National and State policy, a more profitable 
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cnltivation of our farms^ by the most approved meth- 
ods known to modern agricaltare, as well as all ques- 
tions that pertain to our moral, social and mental 
advancement. The movement has scarcely yet emerged 
out of its initial state. Yet so far as we have gone^ it> 
has heen productive of much good, as leading citizens^, 
business men^ State officials^ etc.^ are attracted to 
these gatherings and have expressed their high appreci- 
ation of the power and influence of our Order in pro- 
moting the general prosperity of the commonweidth. 
Another fact which demonstrates the work of the 
Grange with us was the vote polled upon the question 
of constitutional convention, at a special election for 
this purpose called at the last session of our general 
assembly which took place the first Tuesday of the 
present month. 

Our present State Constitution was adopted fifty- 
three years ago^ and at that time and for a score of 
years thereafter met the requirements of the people of 
those times; but to our people of the present, with 
modern ideas, it bears only the fossil marks of age, and 
its provisions are wholly inadequate to meet their re- 
quirements. Although the vote polled failed to be the 
requisite number to authorize the calling of such con- 
vention, four-fifths of the vote actually polled repre- 
sented the rural districts, clearly indicating the hand of 
the Grange in creating public sentiment in the rural 
districts in favor of progressive measures to keep pace 
with this progressive age. The fruit and vegetable pro- 
ducts of our State and Peninsula, which exceed that of 
any other section of our country of equal area, and for 
which our climate and soil are especially adapted, have 
been so severely threatened by the outrageous and unjust 
railroad discriminations forced upon us by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Co., that our business is ruined and 
the producers have been almost driven out of the busi- 
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ness. That the people, unwilling longer to snbmit to 
these wrongSy haye through the State Grange (it being 
the only organized body of farmers in the Peninsula) 
petitioned the Inter-State Gomerce Gommi^sion for re- 
lief. The P. £. B. Go. controlling as it does the transpor- 
tation facilities of the Peninsula^ has been and still is 
discriminating against the shippers of Delaware and 
the eastern shore of Maryland and Virginia in favor 
of those of Norfolk and points south, in direct viola- 
tion of the first four sections of the Inter-State Gom- 
merce laws. These violations have been so gross, so 
glaring in the face of all common decency, the rights 
of our people have been so wholly disregarded that the 
documentary evidence to establish the claims or griev- 
ances that we have presented will be so overwhelming 
that we fear not the results of the findings of the com- 
mission. And the people of the whole Peninsula are 
standing by the State Grange in their suit against the 
largest corporation in this country for redress of the 
wrongs they are complaining of. 

These brief sketches of a portion of the work that is 
being accomplished by the Grange in Delaware will 
suMce to show our true condition. Practical results, 
in my opinion, representing such evidence of prosperity 
are of infinitely greater valae to our Order, exemplify- 
ing the necessity and influence of the Grange, than the 
highest degree of strength numerically we could wish 
for. 

GEORGIA. 

T. H. EIMBBOUGH, MASTEB. 

W. M, and Members N. Grange : 

Wishing to learn the true status of our subordinate 
Granges, and being anxious to render such assistance 
as I might Be able, I began to visit and lecture in S. 
W. Ga., 12th of July, and in every section met with

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much encouragement. Here we saw the different or- 
ganizations greatly reviyed and their numerical strength 
fully doubled. P. M. Gillis and myself arranged to 
visit every section of our State, but as we were getting 
our work well under way, heavy rains began and 
materially interfered with our programme. Owing to 
these continuous rains (the most destructive ever visited 
upon oar State), after much expense to myself, I was 
forced to give up and get home the best I could, to find 
my crops and other property greatly damaged. This 
state of affairs lasted from 27th of July until about the 
26th of September, when a most terrific storm visited 
many sections, which so demoralized and embarrassed 
our people I felt unwilling to continue the work, nor 
was I able to proceed. 

If we could have carried out our programme I feel 
confident the numerical strength throughout the State 
would have been increased from 50 to 75 per cent. 

We have been well aware of the fact for the past six 
or eight years that one of the great diflScultiesin our own 
State was that we needed, leaders in our order of State 
notoriety and reputation, who could give us more than 
a local influence. In this we have been disappointed, 
for our leaders have all come directly from the corn and 
cotton fields, and were not able to do what they felt to 
be a duty, and were willing and anxious to do. 

We were therefore in a condition to highly appreci- 
ate the fact that the STational Grange had secured the 
services of our esteemed Bro. J. N. Lipscomb to help 
us in our section, ajid would here take the privilege of 
tendering our thanks to the Executive Committee who 
80 kindly considered our necessities and manifested a 
willingness to render us assistance. 

We highly appreciate our Lecture documents by Bro. 

Whitehead as the means of accomplishing hiuch good. 

While we of Georgia have not made the progress we 
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desired or expected^ yet we are nevertheless very thank- 
ful for every expression of sympathy, brotherly love 
or encouragement we have received from Bros* through- 
out the Union, whether they be of a private or ofl&cial 
character. 

-We are anxiously trusting that we will in the near 
future be privileged to exhibit to you a mark of Geor- 
gia hospitality. Will greet any of you as brothers and 
sisters, and welcome you as a National organization. 
Our membership is composed* of a brotherhood who 
stood by our Order under more discourging circumstan- 
ces, and to-day stand pledged to its principles ; are bid- 
ding God speed to our fraternity, and are under prom- 
ise to work on and work ever until our people be free, 
independent, prosperous and happy. 

AS SUMMABY. 

Five Granges reorganized in western and south- 
western portions of the State, and in this same sec- 
tion the subordinate lodges have increased their 
numerical strength, are reaping the benefits of our 
Order. In other sections I fear a lack of interest. 

ILLINOIS. 

E. A. GILLEB, HASTEB. 

Worthy Master and Fellow Patrons: 

I again have to sing the same old song for the great 
Agricultural State of Illinois as Oorse did at Altatoona 
Pass, — we are "holding the fort" with a slight gain in 
membership, our increase the past year, according to 
the secretary's books, being 271 and our losses 213, 
showing a net gain of 58 members. True His not 
many, but it shows that the tide has turned in old fogy 
Illinois. And that is not all ; at this time last vear we 
had a debt of near $1,500 hanging over us, but the 
sterling men and women of our Order went down into 
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their pockets and wiped it out, and to-day we are free 
from debt and have a surplus in the treasury of several 
hundred dollars which we intend to use for lecture 
work, and are willing to use the same in paying some of 
these grand men and women who nave done so much 
for our grand cause in the field during the past year; 
that is, as soon as they can be spared from more 
promising fields. I am sorry to say that there is a 
scarcity of good talkers willing to take the field in our 
State. Again, to show that our people are in earnest and 
mean business. I will state that, owing to the de- 
pleted condition of our treasury, our members hare 
received no pay for attending the State Grange meet- 
ings, footing their own bills, and yet, strange to relate, 
our meetings have been better attended than before, 
and more enthusiasm has been manifested, and next 
month, should the weather be propitious, I look for a 
grand gathering of our members at Springfield, the 
capital of the State, at which meeting I hope to see 
plans laid that will start our State on the up grade and 
place her where she of right belongs, in the foremost 
ranks of the Grange column. Those of you who have 
read the Grange News are aware that we have a live, 
wide-awake organ, and the editors inform me that 
although no expense to the State Grange, it is paying 
its way. In conclusion I will say that the signs of the 
times indicate that the Grange in Illinois is a perma- 
nent fixture.

We 
have several fire insurance companies, which have saved 
thousand of dollars to the farmers. What we need is a 
series of public lectures, such as the few given us by

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papers^ and then followed up with a reorganizer. We 
are not as strong as we haye been, batmnch richer in 
experience. I am not able to make a fall report of the 
Order in Indiana^ from the fact that many of the^ 
county deputies have failed to report to me the condi- 
tion of the Order in their respective counties. 

KENTUCKY. 
J. D. CLABDY, MASTBB. 

Worthy Master : 

It is a sad reflection on human frailties and the uncer- 
tainties of man's calculations, to realize the facts as 
they exist at the end of the year, instead of the rosy 
promises of its beginning. So it is in reference to the 
Grange in jKy. The full fruition of our expectations 
has not been realized. And instead of being able to 
make a very favorable report as we had hoped, we can 
only say we are about holding our own, with some favor- 
able signs of improvement. Our reports from the sub- 
ordinate Granges do not show any increase in member- 
ship. Pour Granges have been reorganized during the 
year, and some other work done from which we expect 
good results. Under the auspices of the Lecture 
department of the National Grange Bro. J. H. Brig- 
ham has twice visited our State and delivered a number 
of lectures, greatly to the satisfaction and we trust to 
the lasting benefit of our people. In most instances the 
lectures were well attended and the people deeply 
interested. 

I have visited many parts of the State during the 
past year, and find one of the greatest hindrances to an. 
increase of membership in the Order is the high fees. 
Where only one member of a family joins now at three 
dollars, the whole family would join at one dollar. 
Other farmers' organizations are spreading rapidly in 
some parts of our State, with very small fees or none at 
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all. Farmers are induced to join, and thos estranged 
from the Grange, the only organization which can do 
them real and lasting good. Lete us '^ be wise and 
redeem the time,"

IOWA.

Worthy Master : 

In accordance with custom^ as well as with a resolu- 
tion of the National Grange, I submit the following 
report of the state of the Order in Iowa. 

In common with the earnest members^ of the Order in 
the State, I regret exceedingly that I cannot report it in 
such condition as we could wish, but we are glad that we 
are able to report an advance. We have made a slight 
increase, both in the number of Granges and in member- 
ship. I belieye we have reorganized twelve subordinate 
Granges since the last meeting of this body, and meas- 
ures are now being taken that we hope will result in the 
reorganization of two or three more before the meeting 
of the State Grange next month. 

We also feel encouraged by the fact that in one of 
our counties a Pomona Grange was asked for and 
organized, it being the only one in the State, all former 
ones having become dormant years ago. 

Prom the iQ^ager reports I receive from the subordi- 
nate Granges 1 should infer that they are reasonably 
prosperons. Some of them I know are increasing in 
membership and all the attributes that go to make 
strong and efficient* Granges. 

There seems to be a general feeling among the farm- 
ers of our State that they ought to organize^ and whilo 
the Order of the P. of H. is making this slow advance 
the Farmers' Alliance is being rapidly organized. 

Though the objects of both organizations are sub* 
stantially the same, I think every one acquainted with 
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the farm would give the preference to that of the 
Grange^ hut the Alliance is much the cheaper of the 
two^ and for thatt reason has the preference among 
farmers who have suffered from two successive years of 
drouth, as well as from low prices for their products. 

We were fortunate that our State was one of those 
included in our Worthy Lecturer^s *'Raid on the 
West." 

We hope that Bro. Whitehead's hurried visit will re- 
sult in lasting good. We must helieve the thousand 
truths he tells, and tells in his inimitahU way, will he 
as good seed sown, that some of it at least will grow 
and bear fruit. . 

What we need most is that the National Grange shall 
so change the work of our Order that its government 
shall be more democratic. That it shall recognize the 
right of subordinate Granges to regulate all matters per- 
taining exclusively to their own welfare in their own 
way. And more important still, that the ritualistic 
work of the first four degrees be simplified and largely 
abridged. 

And the most important of all, that the cost of 
membership be reduced, so that the poor may enjoy its 
benefits. In the language of our lamented Bro. Aiken, 
'' Our iniation fee never kept out a corrupt man, but it 
has excluded many a poor but worthy ^^^nJ' In the 
hope that these reforms may be speedily inaugurated, 
we will labor on in faith and with fidelity. 

MAINE. 
FBEDBBICE ROBIE, MASTER. 

The condition of the Order of P. of H. in the State 
of Maine continues to move along on an upward grade* 
There have been eight new Granges organized, and 
several dormant Granges have been reinstated, and one 
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Pomona Grange has been organized during the past 
year. From the best information that I can get from 
onr State Secretary, and other sources, I find we have 
in each and every county in the State a flourishing and 
efScient Pomona Orange, and that there are 209 active 
subordinate Granges, most of them doing good work, 
and our actual active membership exceeds 15,000. 
I think our membership may reach 15,500 before the 
annual meeting in December. 

There has hem a growing interest in Grange work 
during the year, and our Grange accessions of late come 
from the younger members of the farmers' families. 
There have been twelve new Grange halls built and 
dedicated during the ^ast year, and as many more are 
in. the process of construction. The Grange halls in 
Maine are very numerous, costing from one to five 
thousand dollars, and •it is a strong element of our 
-success. 

Our Worthy National Lecturer lectured in our State, 
^t the expense of the State Grange, for the space of 
two weeks, and was able to address daily4wo or more 
large audiences in widely separated districts. I had the 
satisfaction of being with him, and can testify to his 
^flSciency and power for good work, and am able to 
record the practical results which have followed his 
labors. Tho key-note to Grange sut^cess is the education 
and development of the brain power of the farmers of 
this nation, discussions on all questions which interest 
the farmer, comparing views, literary exercises, declama- 
tions, readings, social conversation, and the introduc- 
tion of the benefits of the Ghatauquian methods and 
active cooperation have done much for the Grange of 
Maine. Our mutual fire insurance companies, mutual aid 
associations, and the State cooperative store have been 
well sustained and are upon a strong financial basis 
The elevation of our Order, a just personal estimation

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and exercise of our industrial claims for religious, 
political and social recognition when aggregated consti- 
tute the power and means of our success and triumpha 
as an agricultural people. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 
JAMES DBAPSB^ HASTEB. 

Worthy Master, Officers and Members of the National Orange: 

In presenting this my eighth annual report to the 
National Grange, upon the condition of the Order in 
Massachusetts, it is gratifying to state that the pros- 
perity we have enjoyed during all these years still con- 
tinues, and the year eighteen huifdred and eighty-seven 
may justly be called a red letter year in the history of 
the Order in our State. 

Our meetings, both local and district, have been well 
attended and full of interest and profit to the member- 
ship; there is hardly a Grange that has not added new 
members the past year, and in the work of covering new 
fields with Grange organizations we have been equally 
successful. 

Prom the Secretary's books I find that we have organ- 
ized^nine new Granges and reorganized one, the aggre- 
gate^gain in membership being 705. Added, to this, the 
fifteen new Granges we have organized in Rhode Island,, 
with a membership of 535, a detailed account of which 
is given in my report as overseer, we find that the Order 
has been increased by twenty-five Granges and 1,240 
members. 

The Deputies Inspection Service continues to grow in 
favor and is resulting in a marked improvement in our 
ritualistic work, and greater earnestness on the part of 
the officers of the Grange to conform to all laws and 
usages in conducting the afifairs of their several Granges. 
We believe that this service should be adopted in all the 
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States and that the National Orange shonld perfect the 
same and snpply all necessary printed matter at cost* 

We have perfected the organization of a Patrons' 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company on a solid basis and 
have placed 473 policies, representing f 563,000 insur- 
ance on the property of Patrons, confining our risks 
exclusively to members of the Order. 

In matters of legislation our organization has been 
recognized as never before^ and we have secured the pas- 
sage of all measures presented that affect the farming 
interests of the State, with the exception of the oleo- 
margarine question which we have to deal with a^ain 
the coming winter. 

We have had the pleasure of dedicating another 
Grange Hall this year, which is one of the best indi- 
cations we have of the faith of the members in the 
perpetuity of the Order. 

THE LECTUBE FIELD. 

The wojrk of the National Grange Lecturer, Bro. 
Mortimer Whitehead, in February and March last, and 
that of Bro. D. H. Thing, Deputy National Lecturer, 
in May, making a series of twenty-five or more lectures, 
has been productive of much good. 

This lecture work has been practically self-sustain- 
ing, each Grange paying the cost of the same, so that 
therejiasbeen no draught made on the National Grange 
lecture fund on account of the work done in Massa- 
chusetts. The line of Grange literature prepared by 
the lecture department of the National Grange has been 
liberally purchased and a large additional supply pre- 
pared by our own State Grange. These have been freely 
used with results so encouraging that we shall make 
greater use of this the coming year, as the best meaus 
of distributing information to the Grangeless towns of 
the State. 
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In a word, the prosperity we are enjoying as an Order 
lias not been brought about by sitting with folded 
hands, waiting for the *^ year of jubilee " to come, but 
by earnest, devoted work and personal sacrifice on the 
part of the otfioers and deputies of the State Grange, 
and which has been encouraged by a like devotion on 
the part of the Masters and officers of the subordinate 
Granges, who have. given of their time, talent and 
n^ans te maintain an interest in the Order, and striv- 
ing to reap the greatest benefits that can accrue 
to the members through a greater sincerity and devo- 
tionr to its objects and principles. 

All of which is fraternally presented. 

MICHIGAN. 
C. G. LUCE, MASTER. 

. The Order in Michigan is in a healthy condition. 
Have organized six subordinate Granges and one 
Pomona Grange during the year. The educational 
work is slowly but surely advancing. 

The social improvement of the membership is an im- 
portant feature of our work, and we have abundant 
evidence that our efforts in. this directionrhave been 
crownc d with success. In many of the most flourish- 
ing: Granges in the State earnest efforts have been 
made to enlist the young men and maidens. This has 
added to the interest of young and old. 

The general management has been such as to disarm 
prejudice, and the Order in the State enjoys the confi- 
dence and good will of the public to a great extent. 

The impression at one time entertained by some that 
the Grange had come to accomplish some one single 
purpose and then cease to live has been eradicated 
fr^m the minds of all. • 

The greatest difficulty encountered here is a ten-

dency to carelessness and apathy. If the lethargy that 
at times and places settles down upon the members can 
be overcome progress is assured. Much ingenuity iff 
required to do this. We resort to not one but to many 
things in our efforts to accomplish it. Many have 
adopted what is known in this State as the contest 
jplan: A scale of points is arranged^ captains ap* 
pointed; by these the members are chosen. Thus a 
generous rivalry is stimulated. Men and w<^nen, boy& 
and girls become public readers^ writers, snd speakers 
who scarcely knew they could utter a word before. In 
this way many new members have been secured and 
the faith of the old ones renewed. In only one or two 
instances has the strife become so heated as to engender 
unpleasant feelings among the membership. 

The Pomona Grange does much to strengthen the 
Order. 

Tbe Grange Visitor is still filling well its place. 

Our Worthy Lecturer, Jason Woodman, and Sister 
Mayo have worthily occupied the platform during the 
last year. 

While we have some things to discourage, there is 
much in the outlook to strengthen our faith and stim- 
ulate our hopes for the future of an Order that came 
as a necessity, and exists to promote the welfare of the 
tillers of the soil of this State and country. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE 

CHABLES m'dANIEL, MASTER. 

Worthy Master and Patrons : 

The Old^ Granite State during the past year has con- 
tinued to advance with a steady and healthy growth in 
Grange work. Nine new Granges have been organized, 
five re-organized and one Pomona Grange formed, 
making four active working Pomona Granges. We 
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have made a net gain of more tban 800 members^ which 
is about the same as last jear^ while the number of new 
Granges is the same. Our State and Orange continue 
the observance of ^^ Arbor day,'^ and the Grange gener- 
ally observed •' Children's day " in June, agreeably to a 
proclamation issued by the State Master, with the ad- 
vice of the Executive Committee. 

W.e have^ formally dedicated one new Grange Hall^ 
and another is ready for the same ceremony as soon as 
we return. Patrons' trade cards have been continued 
as per arrangement of last year. The "Fire Insur- 
ance Company," so wisely planned in 1886, is not doing 
business, but there is an increasing confidence among 
our Patrons for its practical work. 

The systems ef annual Grange inspection of the State 
Master and Deputies has been continued, in which all 
books, accounts, care of "regalia," and proficiency in 
work are examined and reported, at the annual State 
meeting, as to correctness and proficiency. 

Our three Pomona Granges held public meetings and 
-festivals in August which were well attended and 
addressed by Hon. D. H. Thing of Maine, and other 
Patrons of our own State. 

Our second annual State Grange Fair was holden 
at Tilton upon same site as last year, although large 
additions had been made by Hon. Charles £. Tilton's 
generosity. The first and second days were dark and 
dreary, yet full, 20,000 people were in attendance, 
including our State Legislature in a body, and Congress- 
men McKinney and Gallinger and other prominent 
men and Patrons addressed tli^ multitude. 

The exhibit was confined to members of the Grange, 
except manufacturers and dealers in agricultural imple- 
ments and fertilizers. 

No gambling, pool selling or horse racing being 
allowed, and temperance was fully demonstrated. 
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There remains some 1600 in treasury above expenses. 

Hon. Mortimer Whitehead, National Grange Lec- 
turer, delivered a series of forty-three lectures in 
twenty-three days, public and private, which consid- 
ering the inclemency of the weather, were well at- 
tended and highly appreciated, and have resulted in 
much good to the Order. The expense of these were 
paid by the several Granges where he lectttred. These 
lectures being supplemented by his circulars and leaf- 
lets, which we have received weekly, have been a 
source of pleasure- and profit to our subordinate 
Granges. Our State Secretary, Bro. N. J. Bachelder, 
who has served as Assistant Secretary for the past two. 
years at the l!f ational Grange, has been elected Secre« 
tary of our State Board of Agriculture, and is doing 
much to increase the interest in agriculture. Also sev- 
eral of our Patrons have been appointed by the Gov- 
ernor and council upon the State board, which is very 
gratifiying to our organization. 

It is but just and proper that I should state that we 

^ere obliged to accept the resignation of Bro. Wm. H. 

Stinson, your present Assistant Steward, from his 

office-as State Master at our last annual meeting, which 

resignation was accepted with great reluctance by our 

State Grange, as he had been educating himself and 

practicing Grange work for the past twelve years with 

that zeal and perseverance best known to those who 

know him best. We have endeavored to carry out the 

'Work he had so wisely and jpidiciously planned, and had 

lie continued to guide the ship we have no doubt he 

oonld have set forth more satisfactory results, yet. we 

liave no reason to complain but many causes to be 

tbankf ul for the continued prosperity of the Grange in 

otir native Granite State. 
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. NEW JERSEY. 

BIGHMAN COLES. 

Worthy Master: 

' The numerical strength of the Grange in our State 
has not increased to any great extent during the past 
year. The strong Granges are growing stronger it is 
true, and the'weak ones are holding their own except 
losses hy death or K^hange of home ; with now and then 
a new recruit added to their list of membership. 

It is not then the increasing strength in numbers of 
which we are proud, but of the amount of its good work 
and the increased confidence it is gaining with the 
people. 

The Farmers* Beliance, a Grange fire insurance com- 
pany, organized and conducted within the Order alone, 
has given it much strength ; at the same time giving 
it a high standing with those who are not members of 
the organization. The people of each the northern 
and southern sections of the State, learning of the 
advantages derived by the peach growers of the little 
State of Delaware, by co-operating together have .organ- 
ized a Peach Exchange in each section, wheie the 
products of their orchards may be sold to the highest 
bidder for cash and therefore avoid the uncertainty of 
returns if sent to the commission houses, in distant 
markets, while it is not confined strictly to the mem- 
bers of the Order, yet it is acknowledged as the out- 
growth of the Grange and has given, much strength 
thereto in those sections. 

The State Grange Executive Committee have estab 
lished business relations with firms of Philadelphia for 
the purchase for cash of almost all of the necessities of 
the household and farm at a reduced price, but the pe- 
culiar situation of our State, lying as it does directly 
between the two largest cities of the Union, wi^h almost 
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hondy communication thereto^ our members do not 
avail themselves of the opportunities as much as would 
make it a great success. 

However^ to those who do not have the time to spend 
in visiting the cities, it is a degree of satisfaction that 
we have those relations established^ where they can send 
under the seal of the Grange, for their necessities, with 
some assurance that their orders will be promptly and 
satisfactorily filled. 

The State Board of Agriculture and the Patrons of . 
Husbandry are working entirely in harmony with and 
are giving much strength to each other ; the member- 
ship of the county boards are composed chiefly of the 
members of the Grange, and it is to those members that 
both the county and State Boards receive their greatest 
support, but it at the same time does not interfere with 
the Grange work. 

. The State Agricultural OoUege and Experimental 
Station, with Professor George H. Cook at its head, 
acknowledge'the members of the Grange as his most 
efficient helpers and workers in carrying on his expe- 
riments in agriculture. 

Brother Thing, of Maine, Assistant Lecturer of the 
National Grange, gave us a course of 23 lectures dur- 
ing the month of March in this year, nearly all of 
which were well attended by members and others, from 
which good results have followed. 

While we would not wish to undervalue the import- 
.ance and usefulness of Grange lectures, yet we must 
acknowledge the Grange press as a most efficient aid in 
building up and maintaining the Order, and making 
it a grand success ; and the National and State Granges 
would do well to give them all the encouragement and 
support possible. 

A good Grange Lecturer will do much to arouse the 
dnll members of the Order, or to awaken a train of

% needs a weekly visitor in the shape of a good Grange 

^ paper to keep him constantly reminded of the duty he

NORTH CAROLmA.

Worthy Master : 

I have the pleasure of reporting that the Grange in 
-^ North Carolina has been on the upward grade for the last 

year ; but within the last three months a real boom has 
set in. We only had representation by the liberal con- 
struction of the excellent treasurer at our last National 
meeting; jast did get in, that was all. And then I 
thought that some of the brethren looked at me as- 
kance with a kind of dubious uncertainty that made 
ine feel a little sensitive. Now we have two new 
Granges to report, and 55 re-organized during the year, 
making 70, and at least 1,000 more members than at 
last year.

RHODE ISLAND 

J. 0. PEOEHAM, MASTEB. 

W(yrthy Master and Members of the National Orange : 

Some time during the winter of 1886-7 inquiries from 
Bhode Island were made of Brother James Draper, 
Master of the Massachusetts State Grange, in regard to 
the Order of Patrons of 'Husbandry, seeking informa- 
tion about the objects of, the steps to be taken in organ- 
izing* and the ultimate benefits aimed at. Brother 
Draper immediately had a large quantity of literature 
sent fpr distribution. Soon after Brother Arthur A. 
Brigh^m, Massachusetts State Secretary and National 
Deputy for Bhode Island, addressed a meeting of farm- 
ers, and on March 18, after a careful and lucid expla- ' 
nation of the principles of the Order by Brother Draper, 
which was supplemented by one of Brother Whitehead's 
thrilling addresses. Brother Draper organized Narra- 
gansett Grange No. 1, with forty-seven charter mem- 
bers. Soon after Brother Brigham organized Cumber- 
land and Border Granges in the north part of the State. 
On the 20th day of August a field day was held 
under the joint auspices of the Patrons of Massachu- 
aetts, Connecticut and Bhode Island^at Oakland Beach, 
^ shore resort on Narragansett Bay, where a large num- 
ber of farmers were addressed by Governor Davis, of 
Bhode Island, Brother Whitehead, National Lecturer, 
and Professor Alvoid, of the Massacnusetts Agricul- 
i^ural College, and by Brothers Draper, Hale, of Con- 
necticut and Brigham. At this time there was inaugur- 
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ated an active dnd aggressive Grange campaign. Head- 
quarters were established on the State and Washington 
county fair grounds, and the State was literally flooded 
with literature, much of which was prepared especially 
for Bhode Island. Shortly after this twelve more 
Oranges were formed ; three by Brother Draper and 
eight by Brother Brigham, which resulted in the organ- 
ization by Brother Draper of the Washington County 
Grange October 4, and the State Grange October 10^ 
with an aggregate charter membership of 535, and 
which has since been increased, so that to-day there 
are probably 600 members of the Order in Bhode 
Island. Too much praise cannot be accorded to 
Brothers Draper and Brigham for their active and 
efficient Grange work in Bhode Island, and to them 
belongs the credit of her being represented in the 
National Grange to-dayt 

The people of Bhode Island have ever been noted for 
their conservatism. She was the last of the oKginal 
thirteen States to sign the articles of confederation, 
• and she is the last to receive the Grange. 

The farmers of Bhode Island are composed of a 
sturdy yeomanry, and the Grange has already upon its 
rolls the names of many of these staunch and repre- 
sentative men and women, with a good prospect of a 
largely increased membership in the near future. We 
find from present appearances, Bhode Island is good 
Grange soil, the seed has taken root, the whole lump 
feels the effects of the leaven, and doubtless she will 
perform her part towards elevating the noble Order of ] 
Patrons of Husbandry commensurate with her popula- 
tion and extent of territory. 
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' TENNESSEE. 
W. H. NELSON, MASTBB. 

Worthy Master : — We regret to report that the inter- 
ests of our Order in Tennessee' are not so satisfactory 
as we could wish. Owing to a combination of circum- 
stances but little progress has been made during the 
present year. Formerly we had eleven hundred 
•Granges, now we have about twenty only. The causes 
which led to these results are too complicated and too 
numerous to be given in this report. 

TEXAS. 

A. J BOSE, MASTER. 

ItVorthy Master and Members of the National Orange : 

I regret to say that I am not able to report as large a 
membership on our rolls as we hadijwelve months ago. 
There are a number of things thai have for the time im- 
peded our progress. The prevailing drought for the 
past two years has forced many from their homes to 
more favored sections to enable them to secure the nec- 
essaries of life. Destitution was so great in 1886 that 
our legislature appropriated one hundred thousand dol- 
lars for their relief. In addition to this, Patrons of 
Husbandry and citizens throughout the State and in 
others aided in this work. 1 wish here to state in be- 
half of our brothers and sisters, that these contribu- 
tions were thankfully received and highly appreciated. 
While we have many obstacles to meet, yet we have 
great faith in believing that we will finally be able to 
overcome them. 

You will learn from the Secretary's report that we 
have. organized but few Granges the past year. Sev- 
eral halls have been dedicated. 

Our cooperative business has suffered from a depart- 
ure from a well established principle, that of buying 
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and selling for cash. Onr wholesale and purchasing- 
Agency^ the Texas Godperative Association Patrons 
of Husbandry has done remarkably well, returning a 
net profit of over twenty thousand dollars the past 
year. This association has established a purchasing 
agency in the city of New York. This has brought u& 
to the door of the manufacturers, thus accomplishing 
one of our declared purposes. This is an important 
step, one in which every State should unite in order to 
secure the best results. In failing to unite and carry 
out our principles is the great hindering cause to our 
progress. The key to our present and future success 
will be found in the means that will unite us in carry- 
ing out our declaration of purposes. 

Our Fire Insurance Association has been more than* 
self-sustaining the past year. Our paper, the Texas 
Farmer, is extending its usefulness each year. 

It will be remembered that two years ago I advo- 
cated: 1st, that the minimum fee for membership be 
placed at II; 2d, that the National Grange fix its 
quarterly dues from the State Grange^; 3d, that tho 
State Granges be permitted to regulate their fees and 
dues within their respective jurisdictions. I am still of 
the opinion that this change would prove beneficial in 
our State. 

Our Agricultural and Mechanical College is stilt 
growing more in favor with the people in spite of the 
opposition it has met with from the managers of the 
university. At our last legislature there was mustered 
all the forces that could be brought to bear by the 
Regents to take it from under the management of the 
board of directors and pllice it under their own manage- 
?; ment. They also bitterly opposed the use of any por- 

tion of the university fund by the college ; they failed 
^^^. in these attempts and the college obtained a sufficient 
|Jy amount to meet its present needs. The college opened 
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iv^ith a much larger attendance than heretofore. The 
next session of our State Grange will be held at the 
college. 

In connection with the college I may be permitted 
to state that I am a member of the Board of Directors^ 
and we have the management of what is known as the 
Prairie View Normal School. That is a State institu- 
tion to prepare the colored people for teachers. These all 
get their tuition free^ and one from each senatorial dis- 
trict, recommended by the Senator, and fifteen appointed 
by the Board of Directors for the State at large, get their 
board and tuition free. Perhaps there is no State 
doing more for the education of the colored people than 
Texas, with her free school-houses all over the State, 
and a public fund that maintains the schools from four 
to six months in the year. 

Now, Worthy Master, in conclusion we wish to say 
that we haye no cause for alarm, although many of our 
members are scattered, thus bringing dormancy for the 
time of a number of our Oranges, yet they are patrons 
nevertheless, and will with returning seasons return to 
the Grange. We entertain a strong hope that with 
good crops the coming year, and with proper effort, we 
will be able to make a more favorable report at the 
next session of the National Grange. 

VERMONT. 

A. MESSEB^ HASTEB. 

Worthy Master : 

In presenting a brief and condensed report of the 
work of the Grange in the Green Mountain State dur- 
ing the past year, it gives me pleasure to state that 
much real progress has been made, and that the Order 
in Vermont is upon a stronger and better foundation 
than for many years. The gain in membership has not 
been large, but the gain in public sentiment and tan- 
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giMe results has been as mnch as -could reasonably be 
expected. The following agencies have each contrib- 
uted to this desired result. Vermont being the 
weakest of the New England States in eflfective Grange 
work, the National Grange through its Executive Com- 
mittee, and the National Lecturer generously gave us 
much needed help in the field by sending Deputy 
National Lecturer, Hon. D. H. Thing of Maine, to 
assist in stemming the tide of adversity and turning it 
in the right direction. Bro. Thing gave a series of 
lectures in the State in February and another in Septem- 
ber. The first lecture which was given resulted in the 
formation of a new Grange; this was followed by 
several reorganizations and additions to the member- 
ship of existing Granges. Immediately following these 
lectures in February, Hon. Mortimer Whitehead, Lec- 
turer of the National Grange, gave four days to the ' 
work of the Order in different parts of the State which 
resulted in much good. 

In September the National Lecturer again visited 
Vermont, and spoke in seven difEerent towns, with most 
excellent results. Bro. Thing immediately followed 
with his second series of lectures, mostly in the north- 
ern portion, of the State. It is due to each of these 
workers in the Grange cause to say that they labored 
earnestly and efficiently while in the State, and the 
Patrons of Vermont are truly grateful for their valuable 
services. Another powerful agency in the work has 
been the press. While I would not rely wholly on the 
printed page for complete results, yet I am fully satis- 
fied that the newspaper, as a forerunner and an educator 
as well, is absolutely indispensable for the continued 
prosperity and stability of our Order. The Rural Ver- 
monter is the only farmers' paper published in Vermont, 
and it is the fearless and outspoken champion of the 
Grange and farmers' interests generally. Its wide cir- 
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ouktiou outside the Order enables it to reach a class of 
farmers who formerly knew little or nothing of the 
<Jrange and the practical work of our grand organiza- 
tion. The fruits of this silent but powerful agency are 
flo seen on every hand. 

Still another agency has been the personal work of 
the officers and members of the Grange. This work 
has been continued throughout the year, and its results 
haye been gratifying indeed, the moirt noticeable of 
which is the victory over railroad monopoly which was 
gained at the hearing before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission at Rutland in September, by which the 
farmers of the State vindicated their rights and se- 
cured a reduction in freight rates, amounting to nearly 
33i per cent. 

Under the existing statutes of the State the Gov- 
ernor has the right to appoint counsel for the people 
when their interests * are at stake, and much credit is 
4ue Gov. E. J. Ormsbee for the appointment of Ex-U. S. 
Attorney Kittridge Haskins^ of Brattleboro, as counsel 
for the Grange to prepare the case, and great honor is 
^Iso due Senator Geo. P. Edmunds for his able argu- 
ment of the case for the Grange before the commission. 
His valuable services to the farmers of the State and 
J!fation in this connection will not soon be forgotten. 

During the year a system of deputy work and Grange 
inspection has been established, which has already re- 
43iilted in much good to the Order, and which promises 
abundant results in the future. I do not expect a large 
increase in membership the coming year, but I do ex- 
pect a steady and healthy growth, because I believe 
that the intelligent farmers of the Green Mountains 
are beginning to realize the practical benefits of organi- 
zation.

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VIRGINIA. 

X. X. CHARTTERS, MASTER, 

Worthy Master: 

The Order in the State of Virginia has not made 
such progress as I had liked to report at this meeting. 

In my State ^e have a large area of territory which 
is not settled and many farmers live at too great a dis- 
tance to attend. We hope for better days in the near, 
future, but since your last meeting an organization 
known as the Farmers' Assembly has been started in 
my State, and from the fact that there is no initiation 
fee required in that, and simply a monthly dues of ten 
cents, our farmers have rallied under that standard, 
but without organization it cannot stand and but com- 
paratively few of the Assemblies meet at this day. I 
think they will eventually do us good. During Brother 
Whitehead's visit and in one of his intellectual and 
persuasive lectures^ one whole Assembly came into the 
Grange. Could we have had him longer in our State, 
he would have added largely tc our numbers, his 
speeches and slips which are circulated throughout the 
State have done great good and put our people to 
thinking. The press is glad to get his weekly slips,, 
and they have been spread before the people, and by 
this means our people are becoming educated. I think 
it a wise expenditure of money. 

Brother J. H. Brigham, of Ohio, gave us as much of 
his time as he could, and did a vast amount of good. 
I was sick during his visit to us, and could not be with 
him, but good reports are coming into my office daily 
of his work. Virginia needs a lecturer, and I hope the 
National Grange will do the best it can for us this 
year, and I will promise it a better report. We have 
reorganized some one or two dormant Granges since we 
last met, and others are asking to come back to their 
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first loye. We have inangnrated a Fire and Life Insar^ 
aaice Company in our State for the benefit of our Order^. 
and they promise to do well and become a great lever 
in pushing the Order forward. 

The Grange Camp Association held its third annual 
exhibition last August^ which proved a success. Our 
business system of co-operation under the " ordering 
system'* has worked splendidly and to the generrf^ 
satisfaction of our members. We have arranged with; 
business houses in Philadelphia and all are well pleased. 

We find some diflSculty in getting our Granges to 
report and send in dues regularly to the Secretary. 
Most of our Granges are in a prosperous condition. 

We have three Pomona Granges in the State. All 
are active and doing a good work. 

WISCONSIN. 
S. G. OABB^ MASTER. 

We have been unfortunate in Wisconsin. Our State 
Lecturer has not done any work in two years. 

Our Grange Bulletin was merged into the Western 
Farmer three years ago, for all time, ^he contract read. 
Last December the editors of the Farmer failed, tho 
assignee dropped our Grange Bulletin from the mast 
head and we w«re left out. 

The Grange News, printed at Belleville, HI., invited 
us to step aboard their ship, and we are now sailing 
with them into a Grange harbor. 

Bro. C. L. Whitney of Michigan, for five weeks, has 
been preaching good Grange doctrine among our peo- 
ple and* we expect good results will follow. 

Bi*o. Mortimer Whitehead, Lecturer of the National 
Grange, gave us four lectures in October which nearly 
electrified his audiences. Five hundred people heard 
him at Milton Junction, and the expression we hear^ 
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on every hand was : '' He is the best speaker we ever 
heard.'' If he should ever come to Wisconsin again, 
we Lave no halk that would hold the people. 
; ' Brother Norman J. Golman^ OommiasiQjier of Agri- 

culture^ being present^ the Worthy Master invited him 
to address the Grange^ which he did in a very accepta- 
ble manner.

The Grange assembled in accordance with the order 
of the preyious day. Present, officers and members as 
on former days.

The Grange in New York has made progress in the 
past year as in each of the half dozen years immediate- 
ly preceding, its course having in that period increased 
uninterruptedly by gains in membership. It is grati- 
fying, however, to observe that gains in the past year 
have been greater than before. New fields have been, 
occupied, new organizations effected in localities from 
which radiating influence extending into still .wider 
^ fields gives promise of a larger harvest awaiting only 

the process of time. As a proof of interest in the 
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Order, it is worthy of note that several offioers of the 
New York State Orange attend this session as visitors, 
moved by desire to know more of the Order in which 
they have rendered useful service. '"In the State of 
New York all signs are encouraging. There is that 
confidence which is begotten of strength. There are 
no jealousies, but everywhere good will abounds and 
hope is buoyant. 

PENNSYLYANIA. 
LEONABD BHOITE, MASTER. 

Worthy Master: In compliance with the usages of 
the National Orange I have the honor of herewith sub- 
mitting the report of the Pennsylvania State Orange 
for 1887. It is a source of great pleasure to note an im- 
proved condition of the order in the State since my 
last report. 

There were admitted to membership by initiations, 
during the December quarter, 1886, 260 ; during March 
quarter, 1887, 476 ; during June quarter, 1887, 429, and 
during September quarter, 1887, 266. 

We have organized 27 new Oranges, with an aggre* 
gate charter membership of 648, and re-organized 9 
dormant Oranges, with an aggregate membership of 
145, making a total increase of 2,160 members. 

We have lost but two Oranges during the year by 
suspension for non-payment of dues and we have hopes 
of resuscitating both of these before the meeting of our 
State Orange in December next. 

Quarterly reports and payment of dues have been 
more prompt than heretofore and our income from this 
source will show an increase of $500 above that of 1886, 
and $700 above that of 1885. 

This improved condition has only been secured by the 
persistent hard labor of years to make the Order in the

I ^ A Pennsylvania farmer is not easily moved by any 

I new or novel scheme of excitement that promises a 

;/ great revolution in his condition as a farmer. In pub- 

Uc affairs, as in individual business, he is methodical 
r and plodding; relying more on well tried and estab- 

lished methods to better his condition, than on great 
inducements or promises of the " new way" There- 
fore, we are compelled to make our Order in Pennsyl- 
vania eminently practical so as to address it to his 
methodical judgment. 

With these characteristics he naturally looks upon 
organization to be of any practical use to his class that 
it must do for him what the corn exchange, the board 
of trade or the chamber of commerce does for other 
classes— namely, to increase the profits of his business 
by methods pf law, methods of trade, and methods of 
commerce. 

To the task of making the Order in the State as 
beneficial and useful to our class as other organizations 
are to other classes, we have addressed ourselves for . 
more than a decade and established a business system 
at once simple in its methods — which now probably 
saves to our membership $50,000 annually. 

IlAler this system it is not necessary to draw from 
the farmer his bard earned money to form combinations 
of capital, but every member is his own capitalist, trans- 
acts his own business, without the intervention of 
^ third parties or conceited agents to tell the farmer 
what he needs in order to scoop a profit out of each 
transaction. 

Under the system of contracts made by our State 

Executive Committee, with wholesale dealers, importers 

k and [manufacturers, the individual Patron can buy in 

broken packages direct in his home, or he can sell his 
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com, oat? and wheat '^on change'^ the same as the 
grain dealer, before delivery, or his wool to the man- 
ufacturers, or his. produce to the consumer, without 
risk, our house being under bond to the alnount of 
|i60,000. 

Through this system the Patron can buy his books 
for 30 or 40 per cent less than in the retail store — 
newspapers and magazines at 25 per cent less. Where 
the outside farmer pays 190 for a complete grain drill 
the Patron can get at t6:^, saving in the transaction $28 ; 
and by contract with manufacturers of wind engines 
the Patron can buy for $35 which other\trise would cost 
him 160, and by recent contracts other implements at 
the same proportioned reduction. Importers and whole- 
sale dealers,' by special contracts, sell to our people at 
the same prices they do to retail merchants. So that a 
farmer who is a member of our order may save from 150 
to $100 annually in his purchases and sales, so that his 
tired wife and children could join a Grange and take 
an occasional pleasure trip instead of giving these 
savings to conceited oily-tongued agents and over-bear- 
ing merchants to heap luxuries upon their families that 
live a thousand times better than the average farmer. 

These business arrangements are open to every Pat- 
ron in the United States. I can see no good reason 
why the Order could not have such a business system 
in every State in the Union. It would, no doubt, often 
occur that where a Patron could not get a particular 
implement in one State, he might in another, thus giv- 
ing our membership the benefit of a complete coopera- 
tive system extending over the entire Union. 

I am* glad to see many States adopting this system 
of trade, and I hope the day is not far distant when 
our National Grange will help to perfect and collate a 
complete National system of this kind. 
• It is at least satisfactory in our State, and were it 
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not for these trade adyantanges to the individaal mem- » 
bership, we would not to-day have a hundred Orangea 
in the State. 

It may be easy to be a Patron in a purely agricultural 
State^ but in a State like ours^ with its immense diver* 
sified resources and production of coal^ iron petroleum 
and natural gas, which have drifted under syndicates, 
controlled by corporate power, it is difficult for a new 
organization like ours to withstand the shock of the 
contest of these older and gigantic combinatiotis, which 
were first in the field of action and will naturally 
oppose every encroachment upon their entrenched 
'" position! secured by their combined cunning and ability. 

Under such an unequal contest progress must neces- 
sarily be slow and discouraging, but by rallying onr 
people again and again we are making steady headway 
in our great cause in ameliorating the condition of oar 
class. 

Our State and National lecturers rendered eminent 
service to our cause in the State by their earnest and 
systematic labors which has greatly strengthened the 
Order and brought prominently to public recognition 
the grievance of our class. I feel that the National 
Orange cannot do too much in this direction* 

It is with special pride that I refer to our Inter-State 
Exhibition and similar gatherings in the State. It is 
here where a distinct Grange enterprise has succeeded 
without being alloyed with something else. It was 
here that the manufacturers of a continent met the 
farmers on a perfect equality, bringing these two great 
industries into closer harmony. . Its growth and 
development is unprecedented, and managed without 
collection of admission fees at the gates. Thousands 
of Patrons living in tents, lectures being delivered daily 
by practical farmers and eminent statesmen, and at 



Tiignt recitations ana songs^ witn a continued round of 
pleasure on the Patron's tented field. 

We shall endeavor to continue loyal to our cause and 
<3ontribute our mite to the National Grange for the up- 
building of the Order, asking only to be recognized as 
one of the great Stgtes striving for the perpetuity of 
i;he Order.

And the farm- 
ers are awakening to the great and important work be- 
fore them, and I believe the day is not far distant when we 
will be able to report a strong and efficient organization 
of Patrons of Husbandry in Nebraska. Through 
treachery and mismanagement, Nebraska lost her State 
organization, and her six hundred and thirty-five 
Granges dwindled down to merely nothing and re- 
mained in that condition until the appearance of Bro. 
C. L. Whitney, Deputy Lecturer of the National 
Grange, who was sent to our State to help aid and 
assist in the work of gathering together such of the old 
Patrons as could be induced to take b.old of the great 
and glorious work of re-building -j^V/v Gct^*^?*^ ^^ ^^® 
great State of Nebraska.

Our present State 
Orange was organized March 23, 1887, with twenty- 
six Oranges in the State, with a membership of 525. 
W(B have added to the list three Oranges, making 
twenty-nine at the present time, and have increased 
the membership from 525 to 958, making an increase 
of 433 members in less than eight months, with good 
prospects of reorganizing several more subordinate 
granges before the meeting of our State Grange in 
December. 

A few of the Oranges in my State met but once a 
month during the summer season, but a majority of 
them have met twice a month, and some have met once 
a week. The Orange over which I have the honor 
to preside, has met once a week the most of the 
time since it was reorganized, March 17th, 1887, and 
has increased its membership from 17 to 43. The 
subordinate Oranges that show the best increase in 
numbers are the ones that have met often, 
and have had good literary programs for each 
meeting, and by so doing have kept up an inte- 
rest throughout the dull season, by furnishing food 
for thought among their members. Our State Orange 
is poor financially, but is on a soun^ financial basjs. 
Its finances are guarded and controlled by good, true 
men and Patrons. Yet, the Order in Nebraska is by no 
means what we would desire, but we are not discouraged; 
although we are laboring under great disadvantages 
by having our subordinate Oranges so widely separated. 
They are scattered all over the great State of Nebraska. 
Some of them are from 30 to 40 miles from a sister 
Grange. What we need in Nebraska is more laborers 
— ^the harvest is ready and waiting for them. I have 
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xeceived commnnications from nearly all of the subor- 
dinate Granges in my State urging me to apply to you, 
the Ifational Grange^ to send to Nebraska^ a lecturer to 
work among the people the coming winter. 

Some of our Granges have tried cooperation on a 
43mall scale and I am glad to report that wherever this 
has been tried it has met with success^ and has given 
good satisfaction. A large portion of Nebraska has 
suffered more from drouth the past season than for 
many years. Crops are short and this will cut off 
the money supply among the farmers, and this may 
prove detrimental to the Grange work in the State. 
The farmers are beginning to think and act for them- 
salves upon questions of vital importance to them- 
selves and country. And I think with a good organizer 
among the people for a short time this winter would 
result in much good to the Order in my State. We do 
not expect to see the rapid growth of '73 and '74 again 
in Nebraska. Neither do we desire it. But we do 
expect a steady and wholesome growth and one that 
will stand by the Grange permanently. We are weak 
in numbers, yet I have no fear in saying to our Brother 
and Sister Patrons throughout the world, that the 
Grange is in Nebraska and is there to stay. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

Worthy Master and Members of the National Orange, 

There has been but little change in the condition of 
tbe Grange in the State of Mississippi during jbhe last 
fc^welve months. While there has been very little activity 
in the work of the Order, yet there is no evidence that 
bbe members have lost confidence. The State Grange 
h&8 been unable to have the amount of lecture work 
performed necessary to keep up active interest. In 
Addition to this, several other agricultural organizations

which have attracted considerable attention and pre- 
vented much successful work being done for the Grange.

Your committee on Division of Labor have had under con- 
sideration several documents, some of which were very vol- 
uminous and contain a vsiriety of matter, and would ask to 
report as follows:

The various suggestions and thoughts intended as sugges- 
tions for the good, of the Order, that part that calls attention 
to the many newspapers that have published his weekly peri- 
odicals and leaflets, and those partis advocating of discipline, 
and opposing radical changes mf organic law be referred to 
committee on Qj^od of the Order.

Whereas, The present rates of postage on seeds, plants and 
bulbs has been increased from eight cents per pound to sixteen 
cents per pound ; and 

Whereas, By the present rate it only costs half as much to 
send a package of seeds or plants to Australia and other distant 
countries as it does to send the same package anywhere in our 
own country ; and 

Whereas, It thus being evident that this discrimination is 
to benefit the express companies, and manifestly against the 
interests of the farmer ; therefore 

Besolvedy That in the judgment of this meeting the Gran^, 
National, State and Subordinate should by petition to Congress, 
and by idl other lawful means, seek the reduction of the prech 
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ent rate, and the restoration of the original rate of eight cents 
per pound. 

The Worthy Secretary read the following, Which on 
motion was received and ordered printed in the proceed- 
ings: 

Salem, Oregon, Nov. 14, 1887, 

Hon. Put Darden, Master of National Orange : 

Deab Sir and Brother — Not being able to attend the coming 
session of the National Grange, I forward to you at Lansing such 
a report of the condition of the State Grants of Oregon as I am 
able to make at this time. At our last session of the State 
Orange, in May, the reports of the subordinate Granges showed 
some diminution in membership as compai;jBd with the mports 
of 1886. This was due to having dropped, generally, non-pay- 
ing members— the number of active Granges had not decreased 
duiing the year=— and none have become dormant since that 
time. 

Since our annual meeting in May, our Worthy Lecturer H. 
E. Hayes, under direction of the Executive committee of the 
State Grange, about the middle of September, visited eastern 
^egon with a view to reviving the Grange in that important 
section of the State. Since he has been on that mission I have 
heard from him occasionally and he is having very good suc- 
cess, and had organized five Granges up to the first of this 
month, and had not passed through one-tnird of the territory 
intended to be visited. I think that our next annual meeting 
will show an increase in the number of subordinate Granges 
and also an increase in membership. 

Our influence in matters.^f State legislation has constantly 
increased during the last six years. Through our influence we 
now have a law similar to the one proposed by the Reagan 
Bill. We also have a Railroad Commission doing pretty good 
work; their recommendations if obeyed by the R. R. (and I 
think they will be) will save two dollars per ton on the wheat 
shipped from eastern Oregon and Washington,' which will 
amount to not less than 350,000 tons annually. These laws 
were not only supported by the Grange, but the original bills 
were drawn by the Legislative committee of the Grange and 
presented to the Legislature by members who are Grangers. 

We are now preparing to secure just laws on taxation that 
will compel the verv rich tax dodgers to pay on their property 
as farmers pay, and we are also for a graded income tax. We 
are also satisfied that farmers will never be able to get their 
rights until they take them, and that they will never take 
them until farmers fill the public offices in such numbers as to 
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direct public policy and secure a public integrity that cannot 
be corrupted by money, corporate influence or i)olitical 
patronages 

Hoping you will have a pleasant and profitable session, I

Herbert Myrick, secretary of the 
United States Postal Improvement Association, have 
carefully considered the objects of this association, and 
in view of the fact that the Grange has already by res- 
olution placed itself on record as favoring a reduction 
of postage on seeds, plants, and bulbs, and the other

To the National Orange, Lansing, Mich. 

Dear Brothers and Sisters: The position you took at the 
last meeting of the National Grange in behalf of the Eiatch bill 
for the establishment of agricultural experiment stations in 
each State, backed up by the efficient work done under your 
direction and with your cooperation in your respective States, 
resulted in the successful enactment of that far-reaching and 
beneficent legislation. We now address you in reference to 
another matter, feeling confident that you will accord it the 
same support, and push it through to success with tiie same 
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consummate energy and ability which you displayed in the 
matter of the Hatch bill. 

This new undertaking has a fourfold object, and the imme- 
diate and detailed work of the campaign is being conducted hv 
tiie United States Postal Improvement Association, of which 
your honorable Lecturer is one of the first vice-presidents. We 
aim to secure : 

Firstf Reduced postage on seeds, plants, bulbs and cions ; 

Second, There-issue of fractional currency, for use in the 
mails ; 
iliird, Abolition of postal notes ; 

Fourth, Issue of money orders for $5 or less for a fee of three 
cents. 

From the record which the Grange has made in the past, it 
cannot fail to endorse these objects. No argument of ours is 
necessary in their behalf. The wisdom of these aims is self- 
evident. The benefit they will be to the whole public, and 
particularly to the farmers, requires no emphasis from me. 
The fact that the granting of these objects will involve no 
ai>preciable burden to tax-payers, and indeed, that such a course 
will so increase the postal business as to swell the net receipts 
of the postoffice department, removes the only possible objec- 
tion that any patriotic citizen could have to either of the objects 
outlined. It is to be hoped that the Grange will take hold of 
this important work with its usual discriminating intelligence 
and far-reaching power. Your aid will insure success. This 
association has not been organized to fail. So far as reduced 
postage is concerned, if your great brotherhood will take hold 
earnestly with us, and if we work together as we should, we 
cAight to enjoy the conveniences of a fractional currency before 
the next annual meeting of the.Natioaal Grange. Our cause is 
just. It is approved of and endorsed by the great agricultural 
interests of the country. It must and shall succeed. The 
Grange can greatly assist in its success, and this success will 
be no small assistance to the Grange.

Resolved, That hereafter in all such cases such State maj be 
represented by the Overseer as Alternate. Would, recommend 
that the committee on Constitution and By-Laws submit a 
draft for alteration of our Constitution so that in case the^ 
Master of a State Grange cannot attend the meeting of the

Whereas, The Grange ever acknowledges with regard and 
respect any and all people who organize themselves into socie- 
ties for protection against the monopolists and their aggressive 
.and often coercive measures, yet they review with alarm and 
regret such socialistic, agrarian societies which seem to have 
for their chief design the subversion of law and the obliteration 
of good society; therefore 

Besolved, That the National Grange here assembled in the 
-city of Lansing, do condemn and denounce all such lawless 
societies as being dangerous to constitutional liberty and to 
human civilization; 

Mesolved, That we, the National Grange, do hereby renew 
our vows, and pledge our devotion to our declaration of pur- 
poses, and on that basis invite all persons who labor and live 
by the farm, to unite with us in one grand National brother- 
Jiood.

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On motion the above resolution was adopted^ as th& 
sense of the Grange. 

Bro. J. M. Blanton, Ghfdrman^ read the report of the- 
Executive Committee as follows : 

Worthy Master and Members of National Orange : 

In accordance with a constitutional provision which 
requires the Executive Oominittee to make a detailed 
report of their acts, we beg leave to submit the foUow-^ 
ing: 

The books of the Secretary and Treasurer have been 
carefully examined and found correct. The reports of 
these officers having been submitted to you and properly 
referred, there is no necessity for further mention here. 
Nor is it necessary that the Executive Committee, in 
this report, enter into details to show the condition of 
the Order in the several States, which can be accurately^ 
determined only by a close and careful examination of 
the books of the Treasurer. The amount of dues paid 
into the treasury of the National Grange is the only 
sure criterion of the condition of the Order. 

LECTURE WORK. 

At the llUh session of the National Grange the sum, 
of $3,000 was appropriated for Lecture work, a system 
inaugurated, and the work commenced in several States, 
of which a brief statement was given in our last Annual 
Report. The work had not been sufficiently advanced 
at that time to enable the committee to give any defi- 
nite information of the amount of work done, or results 
of the same. At the last session of the National 
Grange, an additional appropriation of " $5,000, less 
the amount already appropriated but unexpended " was 
made, the same to be "under the control, and to be^ 
paid out on the orders of the Executive Committee." As- 
lecture work was then going on, it was difficult to ascer- 
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tain the exact amonnt of the previous appropriation 
which had been expended^ and the committee came to 
the conclusion that the National Grange by its action, 
intended to limit the available lecture fund from that 
date to 15,000. The work was placed " under the guid* 
ance of the National Lecturer and the Executive Oom- 
mittee,^' with power to appoint deputies, fix their sal- 
aries, and direct their work. 

The National Orange ordered that the National 
Lecturer ^^ prepare subjects for discussion and send 
them to the subordinate Granges,^' also that he "pre- 
pare each week at least one column of printed matter 
for the Grange and Agricultural papers/^ 

Accordingly the National Lecturer and the Executive 
Committee conferred together and made the following 
arrangement for the year: The States were divided 
into four Lecture Districts, and the lecture and organ- 
izing work of each District placed in charge of a Na- 
tional Deputy, as follows, viz. : J. N. Lipscomb, of 
South Carolina, was appointed to superintend the work 
in the States of Mississippi, Texas, Louisiana, Alabama, 
Georgia, Florida, North Carolina, South Carolina, and 
Arkansas; J. H. Brigham, of Ohio, Ohio, Indiana, 
Michigan, Illinois, Kentucky, Virginia, West, Virginia, 
Delaware, Missouri, and Tennessee ; • D. H. Thing, of 
Maine, Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
yania, and Maryland; J. J. Woodman, of Michigan, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Wiscon- 
sin, Colorado, Oi*egon, and California. 

It was ordered that the sum of $1,000 of the appro- 
priation of 1886, in addition to that previously appro- 
priated to. certain States, be used in J. N. Lipscomb's 
District; the sum of $500, in addition to the previous 
appropriation, to go to J. H. Brigham's District; the 
sum of $500 to D. H, Thing's District ; and the sum 
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of $500 and that previously appropriated to J. J. Wood- 
mau's District. 

The following proposition of the National Lecturer 
was approved and adopted: "That he would give lec- 
ture work in such States as might be designated by the 
Executive Committee, on the terms fixed by the 
National Grange ; and all funds received by him from 
other sources for lecture or organizing work~ to be 
credited to the lecture fund. That, if so directed, he 
would give fifty days during the year to lecture work, 
and fifty-two to editorial work, the remainder of his 
-time to be given to such States as might desire to em- 
ploy him. at their own expense.'^ 

The following order was subsequently made and a 
copy of the same sent to ^he National Lecturer : " That 
a contingent fund be placed iii the hands of the 
National Lecturer for the current expenses of his office, 
not exceeding in amount the estimated requirements 
for stationery, postage, printing and necessary travel- 
ing expenses in connection with editorial work, for 
one quarter in advance; and that the Lecturer be 
required to present itemized bills of all the expenses of 
his office at the end of each quarter, which should also 
include per diem for editorial work done during the 
quarter. 

The Secretary of the Executive Committee was au- 
thorized to issue requisitions for drafts upon the Treas- 
urer of the National Grange upon the orders of the 
National Lecturer (not exceeding $100 at any one 
time), as he might deem necessary for the above pur- 
poses: Also to draw requisitions for drafts for any bal- 
ance which might be due the Lecturer at the end of each 
quarter for such current expenses, and per diem in 
doing editorial work. 

The following was also promulgated by the commit- 
tee, and copies of the same sent to the National Lec-^ 
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turer, National Deputies and all persons engaged in 
and having national lecture work in charge : 

"That the National. Deputies appointed to superin- 
tend the lecture work in the districts assigned to them^ 
shall make, or cause to be made, itemized bills of all 
expenses in prosecuting the work chargeable to the 
National Grange, and for time employed at a rate not 
exceeding $3 per day. Such bills to be approved by 
the said Deputies, whether the work is done by them 
or their subordinates, and presented to the secrietary of 
this committee, who is authorized to issue requisitions 
for drafts upon the Treasurer of the National Grange 
for the payment of the same, provided that no errors 
appear in the bills." It was also ordered that all biBs 
for work and expenses presented to the National Lec- 
turer and the National Deputies, including the work 
and expenses of all subordinates eoiployed in lecture 
and organizing work, be paid put of the Lecture Fund. 

Brother Lipscomb was providentially prevented from 
commencing the work early in the season in his Dis- 
trict, on account of the sickness and death of his 
^ife; and later, when preparing foi an active cam- 
paign, he was unexpectedly called to fill an. important 
position in a Department of the Government at Wash- 
ington, which made it necessary for him to resign, and 
thus a vacancy was made which the committee found 
it impossible to fill. The Worthy Master very kindly 
consented to take charge of the work then going on, 
but it was the judgment of the committee that no new 
work be commenced until after this meeting of the 
National Grange. 

The following statement will show the amount paid 
to each Lecture District for lecture and organizing 
work, and their financial standing in relation to this 
lecture fund, under the foregoing arrangement: 
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J. N. LIPSCOMB'S DISTEICfT. 

In this District there was apportioned from the appropria- 
tion of 18S5, $1,200.00, of which $386.65 had been drawn pre- 
Tious to the last session, leaving a balance of 8813.35. Amount 
of new apportionment, $1,000.00; available fund December 19, 
1^86, $1,813,85, of which $513 has since been drawn and ex- 
X)ended, leaving a balance of $1,301.85. 

J. H. BBIGHAM'S DISTRICfT. 

Amount apportioned from the appropriation of 1885, $800, of 
which there nad been drawn previous to last session $74.70, 
leaving a balance of previous apportionment of $725.30; new 
apportionment, $500, making an available fund Dec. 19th, 1886, 
<u $1,225.30, of which there has since been drawn and expend- 
ed $607.89, leaving a balance of $617.71. 

J. J. WOODMAN'S DISTBIOT. 

Amount set to District from appropriation of 1885, $600, of 
which there had been drawn previous to last session, $502.53, 
leaving a balance, of $97.47. Amount set to district of new 
appropriation, $500, making an available fund Dec. 19th, 1886, 
Of $597.47, of which there has since been dravm and used 
$443.33, leaving a balance of $154,14. 

D. H. THINO'S DISTBICT. 

Amount apportioned to the District, $500. There has been 
paid for worK done*by D. H. Thing, $489.59; and for work of 
the National Lecturer, $134.78, making a total expended in the 
District chargeable to the District fund of $624.37, an over- 
draft of $124.37. 

In reference to this^ it is proper to say, that the State 
of B&ode Island was not iacladed in the formation of 
districts, as will be seen from what has been Bai<f in a 
previoas part of this report.

Just here it is necessary to say^ referring to our last 
annual report^ that of the appropriation of 1885 the 
sum. of $200 wBiS paid on the order of the State Grange 
of Alabama^ made payable to the Master of the State 
Orange, and the sum of $200 was paid on the order of 
tlie State Grange of Minnesota, payable to the treasurer 
of tlie State Grange, and the sum of $200 was paid on 
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the order of the State Orange of lowa^ payable to the 
Treasurer of the State Grange. 

From the States of Minnesota and Iowa the com- 
mittee have received itemized reports showing the ex- 
penditure of the same^ and the committee are of 
opinion that the expenditures have been very wisely 
and judiciously made — showing a balance in the 
treasury of Minnesota State Grange of $79.62, and in 
the treasury of Iowa State Grange a balance of $96.29. 

From the State of Alabama no reports have been, 
received. 

The sum total of the amount drawn by these States, 
to wity $600, has been charged to the district fund and 
included in the above. 

Whether the good resulting from this work has been 
commensurate with the means employed, the Commit- 
tee have no data upon which to form a correct judg- 
ment, and therefore cannot express an opinion. The* 
result cannot be known until that never-erring ther- 
mometer '^ State grange dues/^ shall furnish the infor- 
mation. The committee are, however, unanimous in 
the opinion that no further appropriation for lecture 
work should be made until the unexpended balance of 
the former appropriations has been used and the result 
of the work fully known. The committee are also of 
the opinion that. the issuing of Leaflets and promiscu- 
ous documents from the Secretary's office should be dis- 
continued, and that his editorial work be confined to 
the preparation of matter for the press, as provided by 
the last National Grange. 

BADGE PIK. 

The report of the special committee on badge pin 
was referred to the committee with full power to act 
Accordingly the pin was perfected, and a contract 
made with Simons Bro. & ho*, Philadelphia, for the 
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manaf acture of the same. A patent has been secured 
upon the pin running to the National Qrange, and the 
sole right to manufacture for the time being given to 
the above firm. 

GBAKaE LIBBABIEB. 

An arrangement was made with Porter & Ooates^ of 
Philadelphia^ to supply books for Grange and private 
libraries, and the list prepared by the committee has 
been published by them in a neat pamphlet of thirty 
pages^ containing size of books^ style of binding, and 
price. The firm have a well known reputation for fair 
dealings and the committee are confident that Patrons 
having transactions with them will have no cause for 
comjflaint. 

&||The following resolution was referred to the commit- 
tee by the last National Grange/without adoption by 
that body or instructions to this committee: 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee be and are hereby 
directed to make such inquiry as may be necessary, and report 
at the next annual meeting to the National Grange, some plan 
for the purchase of a lot in the city of Washington, and the erec- 
tion of a suitable building for our National organization, with . 
the price, specification and cost of building and the possible 
rental of the same, with such recommendation for raising the 
fund, as may seem best. 

The committee find that at the 17th session of the 
N^ational Grange, this subject was considered and an 
able committee appointed to prepare and report a plan 
for accomplishing the object set forth in the above 
resolution. The report of that committee will be found 
on pages 125 and 126 of the proceedings of that session. 
The plan recommended by the committee seemed to be 
well devised and feasible ; but responses did not come 
from the membership at large as anticipated. It is 
evident that the time had not then arrived, and per- 
laps has not yet, for the accomplishment of that 
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object, 80 important, and so much to be desired. The 
committee recommend that the subject be agitated by 
the Orange press, Orange lecturers, and in Grange dis- 
cussions, until members of the Order become thoroughly 
aroused to the importance of providing a permanent 
home and headquarters for our National Organization,, 
at the beautiful Capital of our country. 

IlSrVESTMBNTS. 

The interest on the investments of the National 
Orange has been promptly paid, and the sum of about 
twelve hundred dollars of investment paid into the 
treasury. The committee would respectfully recom- 
mend the re-investment of said amount as well as the 
investment of any surplus remaining in the treasu]^. 

DBIVEN-WBLLS. 

The injustice and oppression inflicted upon innocent 
purchasers and users of articles patented under the 
laws which at this time obtain, were never more sorely 
felt than in the case of the driven- well patent. 

Thousands of dollars in the shape of royalty have 
been forcibly collected from innocent purchasers and 
users of wells claimed to have been covered by that 
patent. So great was the injustice inflicted, and so 
grievous the burdens imposed upon members of our 
Order, as well as others, by the paid agents and attor- 
neys of this swindle, in the matter of collection of fees 
and royalty, that it became necessary for some State 
Oranges to take action and resist the extravagant 
claims of the Patentee. 

The members of the Executive Committee have re- 
ceived communications from Patrons, through their 
Pomona Oranges, asking their aid, but the National 
Orange, having taken no action in the matter, we could 
only extend our sympathy. 
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Whetker the recent decision pronouncing the Driven- 
Well Patent invalid mil have the effect of ^ finality we 
have no means of knowing^ and^ therefore^ recommend 
that the National Grange continue to press upon the 
attention of members of Congress the importance of a 
revision of the Patent Laws. 

This report cannot be concluded without giving 
some expression to the sad feelings which oppress our 
hearts, caused by the death of one so long a valued, 
faithful and efficient member of this Oommitteey our 
dearly beloved brother, D. Wyatt Aiken, of South Car- 
olina. He was an active, earnest worker in the Order, 
and a member of this Committee from the beginning, 
and faithfully he performed his duty to the time of his 
death.

SIXTH DAY. 



Tuesday, November 22, 1887. 

The Grange assembled at 9:30 o'clock A. M. and 
was opened in the Fourth Degree by the Worthy 
Master. 

The roll was called and a quorum found present, be- 
ing the officers and members in attendance on former 
days. 

The Journal of Monday was read by the Worthy Sec- 
retary and approved by the Grange. 

Bro. J. N. Lipscomb, S. C, asked for and obtained 
unanimous consent to move that the Hon. ]!^orman J. 
Coleman, Commissioner of Agriculture, be invited to 
address the Grange now. Carried. 

Bro. Colman said substantially as follows : 

I have come here by your invitation, to meet you as 
sisters and brothers. I have no policy to present to 
you, I am your servant. I recognize you as a represent- 
ative body of farmers, that permit me to say, without 
flattery, is the equal of any body I have ever met and 
compares favorably with Congress itself. It is for yon 
to* indicate what the farmers of this country desire. I 
have done what I could for you. One of my first acts 
in the interests of agriculture, was to make an effort 
to control if not crush out fraudulent dairy products^ 
millions of pounds of it were made and sold, it was 
shipped from our country in large quantities. Several 



otates had regulated its manufactare and sale^ but it 
i^as not enough^ and I first advocated national legisla- 
tion controlling this fraudulent product. I brought 
it before Congress, a bill was prepared, I favored a tax 
of eight cents. After a contest waged on the one side 
ivith all the power of legal talent and briefs yards long 
to prove its unconstitutionality, the bill passed 
both branches of Congress, and even then the pressure 
to defeat it was continued and the President was 
besieged and besought to veto the bill. But the Presi- 
dent true to the people, signed the bill and the work- 
ings of the bill have been good, and not one pound in 
twenty, perhaps not one pound in fifty is now sold. A 
strong effort is being made to have this bill repealed or 
crippled during the next session of Congress. At a 
-Cattlemen's Convention in Kansas City a few weeks 
ago it attempted to pass resolutions favoring this 
repeal. All the power of combined capital, of the 
Armours of Chicago and others, is being used to annul 
this law. 

Another matter in which I am interested, and in 
which you are interested, is the suppression of *pleuro- 
pneumonia, a disease that in other countries has caused 
a loss of 1500,000,000. By the power invested in the 
Agricultural Department by the Federal Government 
we have driven this disease from Chicago, and from sev- 
eral of our States. We have now, I believe, the disease 
under control, and that in a year a^^ * ^^^ ^® ^^^^ 
succeed in completely extirpating it ^^ ^^^ country. 
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keep it out. For my part Y ,^: v ^^^^"^^ ** 1 
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to start a new commission^ a complete new organization^ 
who will ask Congress for $3,000,000 to work with. It 
is the live stock combination of Ghicage that is work- 
ing for this and. who are dictating who shall be the com- 
mission to have this matter in charge. We need no 
new commission, no new men to look after this matter. 
It is these syndicates, these great cattle '' trusts/' the 
oleomargarine combination, that are combined to break 
down the work already done, and have control over the 
legislation for the suppression of them. I ask yoa to 
keep them from getting this new power. They already 
dictate and fix the price of every pound of beef on 
your western farms. We are their slaves, and sooner 
or later we must have legislation controlling this great 
aggregation of wealth and power to rob us. 

Another thing, I ^m interested in experiment sta- 
tions. In one of my earlier reports I advocated them. 
I called a convention of professors of agricultural col- 
leges, directors of stations and others to consider this 
subject, and they favored it. A bill was prepared and 
has passed Congress. If that bill is again in danger I 
wish you to stand by it. President Willits of your 
Michigan Agricultural College favors the matter, and 
also a special clause in the bill by which $15,000 was 
also to be given to the Agricultural Depaitment to 
establish a new division of experiment stations. This 
division to collect and date the reports of all the State 
stations, to edit and send out true matters of interest 
to all our farmers. I believe that the seeds now sent 
out by the Agricultural Department should be sent out 
to these State stations, tested, and those adapted to 
each State distributed to the farmers of that State. 

Another matter in which I have long hiH an interest 
and for 25 years have had an abiding faith in its final 
success is the sugar interest, specially that of its 
manufacture from sorghum. My interest in this 
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industry was, above all others, the impelling motive 
that induced me to accept my present position. When 
I entered this office, 2i years ago, the sngar question 
was under a cloud. Sugar had been made, but not in 
paying quantities. It had failed in Illinois, in Kansas, in 
Minnesota, and in Wisconsin. I determined as soon as 
I entered the department to do my best to solve this prob- 
lem of securing all the sugar there is contained in the 
cane, of which 40 per cent of it is going to waste, without 
«ven authority from Congress. I determined to try the 
beet sugar process in sorghum, and so I took the re- 
sponsibility of sending my chemist to Europe with in- 
structions to get full plans, designs, specifications of all 
i;he machinery, etc., used in its manufacture. He vis- 
ited the countries of Europe. While he was away I 
lieard that at Almeria, Spain, an effort was being made, 
and I wired him to go to Spain and investigate, and he 
reported success. He returned. I had tlie machinery 
made in Wilmington, Del., from these specifications, 
«nd from this machinery, the first ever in this country, 
has come the grand success at Fort Scott, ^Lansas, 
audit will save thousands of millions of dollars for our 
people that now go to foreign countries, — over 
$100,000,000 for raw sugars alone every year. 

I have been severely criticised that I was not friendly 
to sugar, and where I expected to receive the greatest 
honor I have been most blamed The first year it was 
all experiment. The whole matter was experiment. 
Our machinery had to be built. The season was against 
ns; every step was experiment. We found that part 
of the treatment used in treating the juice of the beet 
was not necessary in treating the juice of the sorghum; 
that some expensive fillers and other machinery used 
for the beet was not needed for the sorghum. We had 
to invent and manufacture others specially adapted. 
After experiment, step by step, we advanced until we 
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had yictory at last, and at a great meeting at Ft. Scotb 
the President of the Board of Trade referred to me in his 
address in the most complimentary manner^ and giving^ 
me full credit for my long years of faith and work, and 
at a banquet that night I was the honored guest. It is 
a great success, but we must move carefully; none but 
competent men should attempt it, else I fear mistakes 
that may hinder its progress will be made. One man^ 
Mr. Cunningham, of Texas, at my request, visited Ft. 
Scott and was so well satisfied that he will plant 1,000 
acres of sorghum in addition to his regular plant of the^ 
ribbon cane. 

At another point success has been attained. At Kio 
Grange, New Jersey, as high as 1,970 lbs. of good sugar 
have been secured from a single acre of cane. The^ 
seed will pay all the expense of cultivation. The crop 
is easily grown. I have just heard from our Experi- 
ment Station in Louisiana, and at the very first experi- 
ment with the new process 98 per cent of sugar was 
produced, while the highest per cent in the old way 
was 68 per cent ; so you see, it is just as important 
to the southern planter as to the northern farmer. I 
consider it of as much importance and of as great 
value as the invention of the cotton gin. 

Brother Coleman said that if the Department of 
Agriculture could be kept for Agriculture alone, he 
would favor the measure of having its head a mem- 
ber of the President's Cabinet, but with the Labor 
Bureau, the Bureau of Education, and several other 
Bureaus attached to it, I feel we will be better served 
and better satisfied under existing laws. I have en- 
joyed my visit with you, and I desire to help you all I 
can, to send you reports, documents to all your States. 

Bro. Frederick Eobie, Me., offered tlie following^ 
which was adopted: 
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Besolvedf That we most heartily thank our distinguished 
fellow citizen and Patron, the Hon. Norman J, Colman, for 
liis interesting, valuable, and instructive address. 

At 11 o'clock A. M. the Worthy Master exemplified 
the unwritten work of the first four Degrees of the 
Order, it being the special order for the hour. 

At 12:30 o'clock P. M., on motion of Bro. J. H. 
Brigham, 0., a recess was taken. 



2 o'clock P. M. 

Becess haying expired, the Grange re^assembled at 2 
o'clock P. M. in the Fourth Degree. 

On the call of States for the introduction of business 
for reference without debate, 

Bro. E. Ooles, N. J., read a resolution on the subject 
of arbitration Between the United States and Great 
Britain.

From the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee we find an unexpended balance of the appropri- 
ation for the extension of the Order to be odc thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-eight dollars.

Your committee on Agriculture, to whom was re- 
ferred the following resolutions, offered by Brother 
Ohartters, of Virginia, have duly considered the same 
and move their adoption.

Whereas, The American farmer has . patiently suffered 
impositions of the worst character and borne the burden of 
governmental and monopolistic taxation; and 

Whereas; Instead of growing better the work of both gov- 
ernment and monopolist seems to be directed to mcreasing 
rather than lessening the burdens that are put upon us; and 

Whereas, As long as we sit quietly without resisting or 
remonstrance it is unlikely that relief wUl come; therefore 
be it 

Resoltjed, That we, the National Grange of the Patrons of 
Husbandry, in the name of Agriculture, demand of Congress 
the adoption of the following measures: 

1st. The bill to give Agriculture a seat in the Presi- 
dent's Cabinet. 

2nd. That the usefulness of the Department of Agri- 
culture be increased by adequate appropriations to 
experiment so as to increase the diversity of products 
of the farm and to be enabled to stamp out contagious 
diseases among farm animals, and that nothing be 
done to impair the usefulness of the department. 

3d. That dealing in futures be prohibited by law. 
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4th. That as the constantly increasing surplus in 
the National Treasury not only contracts the currency 
and increases the value of money, hut decreases the 
value of land and labor and ia also calculated to engen- 
der corrupt legislation, it* should be used as rapidly as 
possible to restore the national debt at par and be so 
dispersed as to increase tha circulating medium and 
stimulate a healthy state of trade throughout the whole 
country. ' ^ 

5th. That taxation be equalized and that all existing 
laws which tend to favor any class to the detriment of 
the whole people, be repealed at once.

Tour committee, having considered the resolution 
regarding the expenditure of the funds of a subordinate 
Grange, would most respectfully report that as, under 
existing laws, a Subordinate Grange has the right to 
use its own funds in any way it m^y see fit, no action 
is necessary by this Grange.

Bro. A. Messer, chairman, read the general report of 
the committee on Transportation, which was approved 
by the Grange. 
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Worthy Master: 

Your oommittee on Transportation are well aware 
that the subject assigned them is one of vast import- 
ance to the prosperity and progress of the American 
people. During the past transportation of various 
kinds has been the leading factor in developing the re- 
sources of the Nation and the means of largely increas- 
ing the wealth of individuals and corporations. In a 
country so diversified as ours and with such great nat- 
ural advantages for water transportation by lakes and 
rivers, it would seem that there need be little danger 
of oppressing producers and shippers by excessive rates 
of freight, but the development of the county has been 
so rapid and the demand for transporting its enormous 
products so great, that the existing means of water 
transportation are utterly inadequate for the immense 
volume of business. Again, a large proportion of the 
products of the country are of such a nature that a 
rapid transit from the place of production to the 
markets is an absolate necessity. Hence it is that 
water transportation cannot be relied upon except for 
such kinds of products as are not in their nature per- 
ishable or will not cause shippers a loss by delay in 
reaching the markets. For these reasons and others 
which might be mentioned, railroads have become the 
principal carriers of merchandise of all kinds and the 
principal means of transportation in all parts of the 
country. 

We are of the opinion, however, that it would be for 
the best interests of the country, for the government, 
both State and National, to more fully develop the 
means of water transportation and open up to the peo- 
ple these natural highways of commerce, which might 
be made to subserve their interests infinitely more than 
at the present time. 

The great demand for railroad transportation has so 
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fitimnlated the bnilding of railroads that nearly every 
HectioQ of our vast domain is reached bj them. To 
baild ftnd equip these roade so as to afford adequate 
facilities for transportation has taken a vast aggregate 
of capital which has been massed in corporations which 
own and control the various lines of roads. Unfortu- 
nately for the people many of these oorporations, some 
of whioh have assumed collossal proportions, have been 
used not solely for the development of the resources of 
the country and for a reasonable dividend upon the 
capital invested, but they have been used as a means of 
extortion and oppression to the people who gave .them 
the right of existence, and who furnish the products for 
transportation, without which they could not for a 
moment exist. 

For many years the corporations claimed that neither 
a sovereign State nor yet the general government had 
a rit^ht to curb their rapacity, or to check in any way 
their inordinate greed for gain. But the farmers of 
the country, through the Grange organization, presented 
their united grievances to legislatures and proper tri- 
banals, and secured from them laws and decisions 
which acknowledged the principle and justice of their 
demands, and as a last resort they secured a decision 
from the Supreme Court of the United States which 
establishes for all time the principle that the "creature 
must be subject to the creator;" and later by a contin- 
ned and persistent demand to Congress, the larmers 
secured from that body the passp^ge of a law which was 
enacted for the purpose of cotrh„t\Dg many ol the ex- 
isting evils of the transport. -Qtv coiporatioua, and 
give producers a means of ^^^^ ;■ tcom ttie iniua^ic* 
of which they greatly HQffe ^^t«^ •t\ia8 tUe ^^^^^\ 
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This law being a compromise between two different 
measures looking to the same end^ was not in some 
respects what the most ardent friends of reform in this 
direction desired^ but its provisions seemed so wise and 
so ^ell adapted to thie existing cricumstances^ that the 
friends of both measures joined hands in V8 support. 
Fortunately for the country, the commissioners whose 
duty it is to interpret and apply the law, are men of 
high standing, of great legal attainments and judicial 
fairness, and that they are easily accessible to the peo- 
ple, is shown by the readiness with which they consented 
to listen to the complaint of the farmers of Vermont in 
the recent case which was brought before the com- 
mission at Butland by the .Vermont State Orange. In 
this connection we quote the following from the elab- 
orate decision of the commission in this case, which 
was giyen by the chairman. Judge Cooley says: 

" The act to regulate commerce expressly proyideB 
that no complaint shall at any time be dismissed because 
of the absence of direct damage to the complainant. 
Under this provision, when an alleged infraction of the 
law is of such a character as to constitute a public 
grievance of considerable general importance, is brought 
to the attention of the commission by a responsible 
party in a duly authenticated form, it may be the duty 
of the commission to enter upon its investigation, aiid> 
if the charge is substantiated, to apply proper relief. 
We are relieved from any necessity of determining what 
would be the proper course to pursue in such a case by 
the fact that the question of the violation of law is 
directly presented in the petition filed by the Vermont 
State Grange of the Patrons of Husbandry. We are 
not informed whether that body is incorporated, nor is 
it important. 

'^ It was conceded on the argument to be an association 
formed for proper purposes by respectable people of 
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the Sfcate, and presumably those persons are interested^ 
or are liable to be in the charges complained of. They 
find their grievances not in the low rates which the law^ 
does not undertake to restrict^ but in the high rates 
which, if not Justified by a proper showing, stand con- 
demned. And as these are likely to bear with pecu- 
liar weight upon those who follow the calling of hus- 
bandmen, it is very proper that they as an association^ 
if they believe the rates wrong and oppressive, should 
raise the question.'^ 

We rejoice greatly at this construction of the law by 
the commission, which virtually opens up the way for 
farmers through their Grange organizations or other- 
wise to present their complaints to the commission and 
secure relief from unjust discrimination or excessive 
rates of freight. It is a well known fact that in the 
case cited above, and in others which might be men- 
tioned, the farming interests have greatly suffered 
from unjust discriminations and exorbitant rates of 
freight, and by the dominant power of the railroads 
farmers have been virtually deprived of the natural 
advantages which belong to them by reason of their 
nearness to seaboard and other markets of the world. 

We recognize the fact that the Inter-State Commerce 
Law is to a certain extent an experiment, and that the 
railroad interests have used every means in their power 
to make it unpopalar, and in some cases actually 
oppressive to the people. Yet notwithstanding this we 
are confident of its complete success, and the National 
Grange, which represents the great body of the farmers 
of this country, are in hearty sympathy with the Com- 
mission, whS, by their liberal construction of the law 
and the righteous decisions whi«h they have rendered, 
have merited the unqualified approval and support of 
the Nation's producers. Unlike many laws upon our 
statute books this law was enacted to meet the varied 
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conditions and circumstances of the people^ and its 
scope is sufficiently broad to cope with existing railroad 
abuses in all sections of the country. 

In the case already noted^ the Vermont State Orange 
YS. the Central Vermont railroad and others^ United 
States Senator Geo. F. Edmunds^ in his argument for 
the Grange upon this point, said: ^' This act in its first 
and second sections seems to be couched in language 
that is very plain to the unsophisticated mind. It 
appears to be intended to regulate and control, accord- 
ing to good methods, and consistent with justice, the 
operations of interstate commerce by railways and 
water communications connected with them. So far 
as it was possible for Congress, within its constitutional 
power, to reach every agency engaged in these trans- 
actions, it was to be exerted. 

The object was beneficent, and the nature of the law 
was intended to reach, and so far as language can go^ I 
think does reach every operation of Inter-State com- 
merce that is carried on by no matter how many agents 
or connecting local lines, so that they are engaged in a 
continuous transmission of men or things by any 
^'arragement,^' as the law says, between them in rela- 
tion thereto. There can be no escape from the pro- 
visions of the law by any railroad in the United States, 
unless it is restricted by its charter and operations to 
purely local State business. Every road that provides 
facilities for the business of connecting roads, and en- 
gages in the taking of goods out of its own State on to 
a railroad in another State, by any sort of communi- 
cation or arrangement or combination, or understand- 
ing, by whatever contrivance or form it is reached^ 
comes within the scope of the operation of this law. 

When the States have undertaken to interfere with 
the rights and wrongs that have been committed all 
through the country, the supreme court, much against 
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its wishes and will, I believe^ was obliged to decide that 
it was within the purview of Congress alone. So that I 
insist the language of this act; shall be given the most 
liberal and ^benign construction, in order to work the 
^ood effects it was intended to accomplish. It is not to 
be construed like a criminal statute, but every interpre- 
tation and construction that can aid and reach the 
£reat object Congress had in view, should be given 
to it." 

And this is the scope of the Inter-State Commerce 
Act^ so benign in its influences and so far reaching in 
its results as to affect the material interests of nearly 
all the producers of the Nation. Your committee are 
well aware that the construction which the Commission- 
ers have in some instances placed upon section 4 of this 
act does not fully meet the views of the ardent friends 
of the law and they are of the opinion that, however 
wisely the power of the suspension of the long and short 
haul clause may be exercised, its natural tendency will 
be to defeat the purposes of the law. 

We have only to say that we trust that Congress in 
its wisdom will add such amendments only to the law 
AS will supply any defects which may exist in this direc- 
tion and also in the classification of freights, so as to 
prevent the roads by changes in their classifications to 
defeat or render inoperative any decisions of the Com 
mission. As the Inter-State Commerce Act applies 
only to Inter-State traffic we recommend that State 
•Granges use every lawful m^ans within their power to 
correct the local abuses which exist in many States and 
bring the people and the railroads more in harmony 
in the future' than in the past. 

We believe that a reasonable rate of transportation, 
both later-State and local, would not only add greatly 
to the material prosperity of farmers, but that its 
effect would be reciprocal, and the railroads would be 
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enabled thereby to largely increase the volnme of their 
traffic and the consequent earnings 'upon capital 
invested. 

In conclnsiony this body again affirms that it has no 
desire to antagonize in any way the railroad interests of 
the country. It only seeks justice which is the right of 
every citizen. Neither has the Grange any controversy 
with legitimate corporations of any kind so long aa 
they justly carry out the purposes for which they were 
created. It is only when they exceed the bounds of 
law and justice that the Grange asserts its rights and 
power to compel obedience to the same.

COMMITTEE ON AGRICULTURE. 



The Committee on Agriculture do not claim that they 
are able to present any new views, or to submit any 
recommendations but what have practically elicited the 
attention and consideration of this Order, through the 
many valuable and exhaustive papers which have already 
been read. We desire, however, to be true to the 
great interests of agriculture, which feeds and clothes 
every living being, gives life, motion and business to 
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the commercial world, in its importance overshadow- 
ing all other interests. We may, however, reiterate in 
oar own words the substance of what has been said. 

We are aware that the world moves and that progress 
will rale the destiny of the great future, although it is 
sometimes slow in bringing out great results. Agri- 
oulture, as has been many times said, is the prime 
source of the Nation's wealth and is the basis of the 
prosperity of all other indastrial pursuits. In a great 
measure it has had to fight its own battles for proper 
recognition and claim for public support. An intelli- 
gent agriculture in the history of the world has al- 
ways been considered as the chief promoter and the 
certain index of an advancing civilization, and there- 
fore is entitled to the foremost place for public and 
private effort and protection. It should be placed first 
on the calendar of business in our Legislative and Con- 
gressional assemblies The many important measures 
which affect its interests, as has been shown by the 
oxperiencos of the past several years, have only been 
43ecured by persistent and continued effort. 

Thus the National Orange has triumphed by its long 
petitions in aid of, and its well directed and repeated 
efforts for, the final passage of the oleomargarine law. 

The better recognition by Congress for the protection 
of the raw material raised by the American farmer 
against foreign imports of the same articles. 

A more just service of the United States patent laws 
has been secured. 

The passage of the enactment which gives to our 
Agricultural State College adequate means for the bet- 
ter development of experimental agriculture is one of 
our triumphs. We hailed with delight the final passage 
of the Inter-State Commerce bill but regret that in its 
application and construction it has but partially ful- 
filled the early intention and wishes of its supporters. 
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The Patrons throughout the country expect and 
demand that the law shall be changed so that there 
shall be no doubtful or adverse way of construction as^ 
will defeat the wishes of the people and the purposes 
of the law as set forth in its first section, which de- 
clared that all charges rendered or to be rendered on 
the transportation of passengers or property shall be 
just and reasonable. The Grange still insists and 
claims that the enactment which made the head of the 
Agricultural Department at Washington a member of 
the Cabinet of the President^ and which has failed te 
become a law by reason of some irregularities, should 
at once be perfected, and placed upon our national 
code. 

The National Grange favors the further reduction of 
the rate of postage on articles of the fourth class, which 
covers agricultural seeds and productions, and asks that 
there sbould be such changes or reductions as will give 
to the farmers of the country the same cheap service as 
i^ employed by Canada and other nations. 

There are direct and indirect methods to be used by 
the farmers of this nation for their own elevation and 
progress. 

The direct methods are the employment of skilful 
mechanical labor, aided by science, which has rendered 
the art of agriculture pleasant and profitable. 

Education, with good moral training, is the basis of 
success. The Grange favors popular education, and 
that system which gives to the boys and girls of the 
poorer families equal advantages with the richer with* 
out any hindrances but are common to all classes search-^ 
ing after knowledge. We are in favor of a suitable 
text-book of an agricultural character for our common 
schools, which will afford our scholars a practical 
knowledge of chemistry, manures, plant growth, analy- 
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bIs of soU and all those material subjects which form a 
part of our intelligent agriculture. 

We are in favor of a just and equitable distribution 
of a part of the largQ accumulatious in the United 
States Treasury in aid of our State Agricultural Col- 
leges and for the interests of common school education* 

We demand cheap postage and a better and more 
economic service of the telegraph and telephone, as far 
as it is in the power of the Legislature, for it has not 
escaped our notice that enormous fortunes in these sev- 
eral public interests have been taken from the pockets 
of the people. 

We demand that our National and State governments 
should be economical, and that the burdens of govern- 
ment should be equal and just to all our people, and 
that taxation of all kinds of value, and incomes should 
be rendered certain and conclusive, by the enactment 
and enforcement; of suitable laws, thus offering the 
greatest relief from the oppression which hangs over 
the agricultural interests of the nation. 

W^demand that the public lands should be held for 
the use of the people, and that the power of the gen- 
eral government, whenever and wherever it can in a 
just manner, shall recover for the people land which 
it gave away for corporation uses : 

We deplore the influences and sad effects of anarchy, 
agrarianism and communism, and we rejoice that our 
Executive and State depai'tments are determined to 
stamp it out, and in the interests of American institu- 
tions we would recommend a more careful and stringent 
national law regulating foreign immigration.

Bro. Wm. Sims^ Kan., read the following general 
report of the committee on Go5peration. 

Worthy Master ; 

It can hardly be expected at this period in the his- 
iory of our Order, that anything of special importance 
and new to the older members, can be said upon a 
-question so vital in our proposed work as that of 
cooperation. Your committee cannot, therefore, hope 
to do more than present the question in snch form 
as may possibly arrest the attention of the younger 
members, or those less familiar with the subject 

Our Order teaches, and history proves, that the edu- 
cational, religious, political, social and material stand- 
ing of a class or people will, as a rule, be determined 
by their ability to properly apply the true priijciples of 
•cooperation to the affairs of life. In the absence of 
Organization and cooperation, the people, those con- 
43tituting majorities, find it impossible to redress public 
wrongs or advance common interests. Without coopera- 
tive effort the cause of education must languish, Chris- 
tianity suffer neglect, the political rights of the people 
remain unprovided for, and all efforts to improve moral 
And social conditions prove abortive. 

As taught in the lessons of our Order, ^* successful 
results of general welfare caa be secured only by gen- 
•eral effort.^' To unity of action has been properly 
credited the extraordinary progress of the present age, 
And while the methods of cooperation recommended by 
the Grange do not differ materially from those em- 
ployed by other classes, they are admirably adapted to 
the requirements of those engaged in productive in- 
dustry, are applicable alike to public and private 
Affairs, and, when fully comprehended and properly 
applied, never fail to be productive of satisfactory re- 
isults, and may be properly called into requisition under 
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all tlie varied circumstances and conditions met with 
in moral pnrsnits. Tet the farmers of the country, 
who hav^e viewed with interest and to some extent 
alarm, the progress made by others through concert of 
action, have generally failed to recognize the import- 
ance of meeting together^ talking together^ and acting 
together for their matual protection and advancement, 
as occasion may require, until the products of the 
farm have come to be recognized by those who prey 
upon the accumulations of others, as the legitimate 
subject of commercial spoliation. 

Bat the advocates of Grange principles have arrested 
attention, indaced investigation, and are fast making 
clear to the more thoughtful of those in whose interest 
the Order was instituted, the tvils and embarrassments 
resulting from the isolated condition in which they live. 
Farmers generally concede the importance of change, 
and are earnest in their demand for relief from the 
environments which hold themselves and families in 
the background, and will act when convinced of the 
true purposes of our organization and its power for good 
when properly supported. 

This Order is but the concentration of individual 
forces, subject to discretion by proper authority, and 
its power for good will increase or diminish as farmers 
extend or withhold their encouragement and support. 
Numbers give strength and command respect, while 
unity of action, under proper direction, is the prime 
factor upon which we depend for success. 

Cooperation, as understood and practiced in the 
Orange, m^ets the requirements of the farmer and his 
family in an eminent degree. The mental, moral, 
social and material advantages derived from association, 
and secured by the united effort of all, is at once 
brought within the reach of the individual member. 
Each, under the Rochdale plaQ of business cooperation — 
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irhich has the endorsement of this body — receiyea 
benefits in proportion to his trade, while educational 
and social benefits are generally measured by the 
interest taken and time and attention given to the work 
of the Subordinate Grange. 

The history of business associations, organized under 
the auspices of the Grange, and conducted in the 
interest of the Order, •furnishes ample proof that no 
system has yet been devised which will meet the require- 
ments of Patrons under the changed conditions met 
with in the different sections of the country. 

The Rochdale plan has given satisfaction when the 
rules recommended by the National Grange have been 
strictly observed, but wlj^en changes have been made 
and improvements attempted, disaster has been the 
rule. While the agency system has furnished tempo- 
rary relief in some sections, general dissatisfaction and 
sometimes loss has been the rule. What is known as 
the "contract system," by which reduced or whole&ale 
rates are secured to individual Patrons, in consideration 
of trade, has the advantage of reasonable savings, 
with very little if any risk, and is therefore recom- 
mended to the thoughtful consideration of our member- 
ship. 

While your committee deem it important, we liaye 
been unable, in the limited time allowed, to collect and 
compile the statistical information necessary to inform 
this body as to the amount of business transacted and 
profits realized by our membership through and by rea- 
son of business arrangements provided, or associations 
organized, in the name or by authority of H;he Order, 
and therefore respectfully recommend the appointment 
of a committee of three, whose duty it shall be to 
investigate this subject and report to the next session 
of this Grange, to the end that we may be able to 
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approximate, at leasts the advantages being realized 
from the business arm of oar organization.

EEPORT OP COMMITTBB ON DORMAJN^T GBAKGBS. 

Worthy Master : 

Your comQiittee on Dormant Granges have had the 
subject under consideration and deem it one of the 
most important connected with our Order. At this late 
day it must be admitted that dormant Granges are 
brought about through no fault in our plan of organ- 
ization, or the principles upon which it is foanded. 
They have been well tried and proven ; and in thou • 
sands of neighborhoods active and prosperous Granges 
are conferring the benefits of our Order, mentally, 
socially and in a material way upon their membership. 
Other institutions and societies have their bright and 
their dark days, their dormant members in localities, 
while the " cause '' itself as a whole is moving on. 
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The great question then is, as far as possible, how can 
"we prevent dormant Granges ? How keep the greatest 
number of Granges prosperous ? The answer in a word 
is keep them busy. It is the unused brain that becomes 
dull, the idle muscle that loses its strength, the uncul- 
tiyated field that prodnces only thorns and briars. 
Action then means life and strength. Inaction means 
i^reakness, dormancy, death. ^ ^'Working together '' is 
one of our declared '^purposes.'* 

Let the work be well done, strictly in accordance with 
obligations, rules, and regidations. Let it have variety, 
^jet it be in the various lines of our Order, not upon non- 
essentialis. Keep up the interest of all the members by 
giving all something to do. Study the ways and means' 
adopted by sQCcessful Granges. Education is the key- 
note of success in the Grange as elsewhere. Without a 
thorough knowledge of our Order and its principles, it& 
aims and objects, members of a Grange can never have 
the power to put them into practice. Hundreds of 
Oranges have become dormant because the members 
first starved themselves to death. Let them study th& 
Order itself, its laws, its "purposes.'^ Get Grange 
papers into every family. To revive the dormant 
Granges of a State we must first reach the dormant* 
meidbers. If they have lost interest through lack of 
knowledge, or through the non-saccess of some business 
venture, we must reach them with the living voice. To 
this end each State should organize a lecture system, 
running down to lecturers of county or district 
Granges. When these members are once more inter- 
ested, they will work, and work means life and success* 
The active Granges of a county should interest them- 
selves in the awakening or revival of dormant Granges 
in their county. ^ A good plan is to have a committee of 
two or more from each live Grange, who in cooperation 
with the county deputy, should visit the neighborhoods 
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where dormant Granges exists arrange for meetings^ 
distribute Grange literature and by personal effort inter- 
est farmers in the work we are doing. We must not 
wait for some sudden outburst of revival; some excite- 
ment that comes on like a war^ and like it passes 
away. 

By the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat breads means 
that we must work for all we ^et in this world, and 
Grange success and the revival of dormant. Granges 
means the same thing. It is well planned, systematic 
hard work, real plodding work that is needed to revive, 
to build up and sustain our Order. 

Your committee, therefore, recommend that each State 
Grange carefully consider the matter of revival of dor- 
mant Granges and the extension of the Order, cooperate 
and assist in the work of the National Grange in this 
direction. Design and adopt plans for systematic and 
united work in all parts of the State. Let county dep- 
uties, in cooperation with proper committees, plan their 
work on this general system and work persistently^ 
earnestly, use the printed page and the spoken word to 
the extent of the means at hand, let every Patron and 
every officer work, work, work, and the measure of suc- 
cess will be in proportion to the work performed.

Your committee, to whom was assigned the pleasant 
duty of making an examination of the fruits, cereals, 
etc., on exhibition in the Senate Chamber during this 
session, respectfully submit that they have examined 
said exhibits and desire to say that they have found 
California represented in the exhibit by over two hun- 
dred different articles, embracing all the fruits known 
to tropical climes, together with cereals, vegetables, 
evaporated, canned, conserved and crystallized fruits, 
wines, etc., representing the varied and diversified pro- 
ducts of California. Accompanying this exhibit is one 
of Prof. Joseph Neuman, showing the different pro- 
cesses of progress in silk culture. There is also on exhi- 
bition by Bro. David Woodman, of Michigan, 51 
varieties of wheat, 40 varieties of oats, 9 of rye, 12 of 
barley, 30 of corn, 75 of grasses. 

There is also a very excellent exhibit of Michigan 
woods, deserving of favorable mention. There is alsa 
an exhibit of fruit, cereals, vegetables, grains, and 
grasses from the Michigan Agricultural College. 

Grains and cereals, with a handsome exhibit of 
Kief er pears, from New Jersey, the latter by the Wor- 
thy Pomona of the New Jersey State Grange.

GENERAL REPORT POR THE COMMITTEE ON EPUCATIOK, 

which was approved by the Grange: 

It is the glory of this free Republic that throughout 
the broad land over which its beneficent rule extends 
schools are planted with such adequacy of provisions as 
to offer their advantages to all, whether rich or poor, at 
least to the extent of training in the common branches 
*of learning that give fitness for ordinary business 
affairs. So much is the wise provision of a people that 
counts intelligence as an important qualification of 
citizenship. 

Yet the mere fact that schools for the early training 
of our youths are accessible to all is not enough to 
inspire confidence in their usefulness, for without wise 
direction their influence may not be for good, they may 
be even harmful. 

Schools are but agencies for the development of 
powers that may be applied to evil as readily as to good. 
Such is the perversity of human nature its bent may go 
as easily to malign influence as to the virtues that light 
the way of civilization. A parrot may be taught to 
speak and become odious because of shocking^impro- 



piietiee that have mere verhal forms and no poi 
sentiment except the reflection of a profane, Yalg 
debased tutor. Bat the child with more easy ace 
ment of speech develops early aentimentthat, asgi 
proceeds, becomes a part of fixed character, debai 
teachings have been evil, refined and ennoblt 
iiiBtrnction_haa come from sources abounding in vii 

Herein is the neceBsity for watchful card that 
less innocence be not contaminated by evil commu 
tioDS. We need take but this hasty glance a( 
primary schools to discern a danger of dire port 
vigilance be relaxed or if parents entrust to age 
not carefully scrutinized the monldiag of chai 
that may tend to weal or woe much in accordance 
early education. 

In the higher schools there is the same need of w 
Home supervision, for learning is by no means syi 
mous with virtue. 

In all this there is individual^esponaibility, n 
teachers alone, bnt of employers, parents and guar 
to whom are committed charges of infinite impor 
and for whom, if remiss in their duties, the d 
reckoning may bring appalling sights of sorrow. 

_Bnt onr organization does not assume to direc 
primary, nor yet the higher schools. It is enou 
point out baneful iofiuencea against which alert n 
fnlne^a muafc be continned from the homes that m 
graced or disgraced according as the twig is bent, 
tnons home infiaeoce must be the chief pgWatvceiti 
ing useful character, hence the require vv-aoti ^''^** 
parent and guardian accept the great > rxOt^*''^^' 
directing and moulding youth in the^-j,^** at??' 
to the schools only for that colorleea > 0^ rtC^"^

These are hot preliminary views 1 
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that, since the inception of our Order, has been its dom- 
inating spirit. We deal not so much with the plastic 
clay as with its forms, hardened by kneading and mould- 
ing and fire, characters formed and in a great decree 
fixed in obstinate rigidity, yet not wholly insensitive 
to influences that in their full effect soften harshness 
and relieve the angularities that error fixes in charac* 
ter not moulded in proper lines during the formative 
period. Whatever of streugth we have as an organiza- 
tion of men and women lies in the concentration of 
energies that may be directed to specific purposes, with 
such effect as to. insure their attainment.* How to 
effect this concentration, is the problem with which we 
have to deal. 

While our Order is not partisan, it must have con- 
cern in public affairs, for the interests of its members 
are often imperilled by legislation planned with refer- 
ence to objects that one or the other of the political 
parties seeks in uttor disregard of our rights. With 
them we invite no contest, against them we wage no 
battles, yet if our people would in all matters preserve 
their rights by the exercise of privileges that cannot be 
waived in the interest of party without some sacrifice 
of manhood, even the political parties would advance 
to higher planes. In the Grange we are neither Dem- 
ocrats nor Bepublicans, although we have absolute 
freedom to act with either. We seek neither to make 
nor unmake political parties, for we have a higher 
object in advancing the standard of useful citizenship. 
To effect this there can be no more potent agency than 
that education which gives every citizen broad under- 
standing of his rights, privileges, and duties as a com- 
ponent part of the Government itself. This is the 
education we would impart to every farmer were it 
within the range of our power. 

We would not stop with him^ for to his wife, their 
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sons and daughters, snch knowledge is equally import- 
ant. The highest mission of the Grange is to lift to 
the loftiest plane of usefulness all its members, not 
that they inay be distinguished oyer others in the same 
calling, but that the sum of blessings fol* all may be 
greater. la this work retarding influences are con- 
stantly encountered — among, them, that ini^nse politi- 
cal partisanship which obscures vision, perverts judg- 
ment, narrows thought and belittles weighty matters 
that stand. as personal duties, subordinating themio 
the behests of leaders whose power is in the fetich of a 
party name. Necessarily we have to deal with obsti- 
nate prejudices, which may be overcome, if at all, only 
through slow approaches, gained by weary effort a 
thousand times repeated. That we have gained some- 
thing is now apparent. That progress has been slow is 
not a matter of surprise. That there is encouragement 
to proceed we cannot doubt, for we see that the course 
of our Order in the past has been in the line of improve- 
ment, of education, that has vasAe its members more 
independent as citizens, their powers more readily 
applied and, with greater effect because of training — 
education by the Grange. 

We must go forward or retreat. We have declared 
our principles from every hill-top in the land and can 
not abandon them without disgrace. These principles 
all lead to one specific object — ^higher manhood and 
higher womanhood. All education that contributes to 
this end is most desirable. Such education is not a 
commodity to be bought and sold. It can not come ex- 
clusively from any single source. We must take it 
where it is found, and if its general source may be indi- 
cated in any form of speech, let us say it is in the best 
thought of the age, plain, practical thought that 
neither soars with the clouds nor grovels in earth, 
thought that runs within our reach leading by that 
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pleasing enticement that displays increased power as the 
reward of effort. Let lis weed out all jealousies that 
stand in oar way^ and the low selfishness that obstracta 
progress. This will be admirable preparation for gain 
in knowledge most useful in our affairs. 

The education we need cannot come from books^ nor 
can it come from any other source except through 
earnest seeking. It must be development of thought 
rather than cramming ^of facts. In its realization it 
will be broader thought — t)iought freed from the ham- 
pering clog of narrow partisan desire^ a free existence, 
soul and heart yearning for all the good that unselfish 
effort can reach. That is one object. For that we 
want our own education or training so increased, ampli- 
fied and extended that all powers of mind useful in 
their application may have fullest development and 
fullest effect in the destinies of a people whose inter- 
ests are ours, and to whose happiness we may contrib- 
ute by every effort to extend the welfare of mankind.

Bro. W. A. Armstrong read the following 

GEKEBAL REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OK 

THE ''HATCH BILL": 

The matters referred to this committee are, first, a 
resolution offered by Bro. Trusler asking that the work 
of agricultural experiment stations as provided for 
under what is called the "Hatch IhU" be so conducted 
that farmers^ sons shall receive the chief benefits; and 
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second^ a resolution by Hon, Edwin Willita, President 
of the Michigan Agricaltural College^ asking that the 
National Grange ^^nrge upon Congress the immediate 
passage of an appropriation" to carry into execution 
the provisions of the law. 

The law under consideration provides for establish- 
ing ^'agricultural experiment stations in connection 
with the colleges established in the several States under 
tlie provisions" of the land grant act of 1862, '^ and of 
the acts supplementary thereto/^ quoting from its title. 

Members of this body know well that many of the 
colleges that availed of the land grants made by the 
act of 1862 have failed utterly to meet its provisions^ 
that they realized large sums of money from the sale of 
lands given with the purpose of encouraging agricultural 
and mechanical education and made little attempt to 
meet obligations imposed by the laws. 

In plain terms, they were not true to the objects 
sought by a munificent gift^ intended to confer advan- 
tages upon students in agriculture and the mechanic 
arts, and are therefore not worthy of confidence as 
almoners of further bounties having similar purpose. 
TVe cannot ask that further appropriation be made to 
Buch colleges as have lost sight of purposes clearly set 
forth in the so-called land grant act of 1862 under 
which they were established. On the contrary, we are 
firm in the opinion that every breach of good faith in 
departing from the purposes of the act should be an 
effectual bar to further largesses. 

We approve most cordially of support by the gen- 
eral government for Agricultural experimentation^ but 
we cannot recommend any appropriation for such use, 
except under satisfactory guarantees that it will be 
expended specifically for the objects clearly defined in 
the second section of what is known as the Hatch law^ 
and under the general direction of the Commissioner 
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of Agricnltnre^ to whom proper acconnting should be 
made, and who should have power of withholding 
appropriations if not planned to be used in accordance 
with the provisions of the law. Still further we may 
say that in some States there are Agricultural experi- 
ment stations established and maintained by State 
appropriations^ mainly because the colleges organized 
under the law of 1862 have not been true to its pur- 
poses. 

In such cases we believe the best interests of the pub- 
lic will be served by directing appropriations under the 
Hatch law specifically to these stations with no reference 
whatever to the so-called agricultural colleges that have 
proved untrue to their trusts, providing at the same 
time that these stations shall receive direction from. 
the Commissioner of Agriculture at Washington^ so 
far as work done under appropriations by the general 
government may be concerned. 

To effect the purposes herein set forth we recommend 
that Congress be asked to modify the Hatch law in such 
manner as to make all appropriations subject in their 
expenditure to the approval and direction of the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture^ and that in States where 
independent agricultural experimental stations are 
established and maintained at the cost of such States 
the moneys appropriated for agricultural experimenta- 
tion go directly to such stations without the intervention 
of the State legislatures^ full accounting in all cases 
to be made to the Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington.

Committee. 
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Bro. J. D. Clardy moved to strike out that portion 
of the report recommending that the Commissioner of 
Agriculture have the power to withhold or control the 
fund. The motion to amend was lost. The report of 
the committee was then adopted. 

Bro. J. H. Brigham, of Ohio, moved that the Worthy 
Master be directed to appoint a delegate to attend the 
session of the Dominion Grange of Canada. 

The motion prevailed, and the Worthy Master 
appointed Bro. J. J. Woodman, of Michigan, as such 
delegate. 

The following is the report of the Worthy Lecturer, 
as reported back from the committee : 

LECTURER'S REPORT. 

Worthy Master y Sisters and Brothers: 

At the last session of the National Grange a plan was 
submitted looking to the advancement of our Order 
through the lecture service. This plan provided for a 
more extensive and general circulation of Grange truths 
and principles through ''the printed page *' and *' the 
spoken word.'* 

After a thorough discussion and some changes this 
plan of work was adopted and placed in charge of the 
Lecturer and the Executive Committee. 

The Lecturer was instructed to ''prepare each week 
at least one column of printed matter, giving the latest 
and best Grange work and progress in all parts of the 
country. These to be sent to Grange, Agricultural and 
other papers in such manner that they may be published 
simultaneously." 

"In addition to the National Lecturer, as far as pos- 
sible four Deputy National Lecturers were to be kept 
in the field, under the guidance of the National Lecturer 
and the Executive Committee, '* they to be kept "well 
supplied with printed documents and full information 
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down to date upon all subjects of importance to our 
Order and our agricultural interests.'^ These Lecturers 
were also to be " well provided with campaign litera- 
ture to be distributed before and after meetings — tracts 
or leaflets. For instance, the declaration of purposes 
of the Grange; how to organize a Grange; cost, etc.; 
what the Grange has done^ and what it is doing now, 
etc., etc." These Lecturers were to secure the names of 
leading and influential farmers in every neighborhood 
visited, to whom future leaflets and tracts were to be 
sent, and so follow up and hold on to the work in each 
locality when once begun. Special attention was to be 
given *'to those fields where work is most needed." 
The sum of $5,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, was appropriated for the practical carrying 
out of the details of the plan. 

Much of this work has been done. It was a new and 
almost an untried field. The report upon a portion of 
this work very properly comes from the Executive Com- 
mittee, and a part finds place in this. 

After the adjournment of the National Grange in 
Philadelphia, the Lecturer and the Executive Commit- 
tee met and agreed upon the general lines of work. 
The lecture field was divided into four districts of nine 
States each, and the Lecturer was given authority to 
proceed with the other details of the work. It is of 
this general work and of the *' Eastern Lecture Dis- 
trict,'^ composed of the States of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Oonnecticut^New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Maryland, that I will 
speak in this connection, as they came under my own 
special supervision.

Arrangements were made for the '^ weekly column 
or more'* of ** Grange Work and Progress."

copies were printed in '* slip" form and sent out to the 
Orange and agricultural papers of the country. Then> 
for eight weeks^ 200 copies were sent out. State Mas- 
ters furnished their lists of papers that were to receive 
the^e items until 500 copies per week were needed to 
supply the demand and were sent out regularly until 
August 5th^ after which^ and until the present time^ 
700 copies have been going out on their mission. A 
copy was also sent weekly to each member of the Execu- 
tive Committee and officer of the National Grange^ 
Master of a State Grange^ State Lecturer and Secre* 
tary, and, in several States^ to special workers and 
deputies. 

Under the general name of "Pacts for Farmers/ '^ 
ten different circulars were prepared and sent out dur» 
ing the year^ known as 

Facts for Farmers No. 1, What is the Grange ? 

" •* ** No. 2, Declaration of Purposes. 

** ** *' No. 8, How to Organize a Grange. 

*' ** ** No. 4, Farmers' Words About the Grange. 

* * " * * No. 5, Talk by Farmers About the Grange.

" " " No. 7, Thoughts for Thinkers, 

*' *' ** No. 8, Patrons and Patriots. 

" " * • No. 9, A Voice in the United States Senate..

Also of uniform size with the above two others known as : 

Suggestions for Lecture Work, 
Suggestions for Lecturers. 
Making twelve in all, or one issue per month. 

Another form of " printed page ** was the *' Leaflets/'' 
of which twenty-two numbers were prepared and sent 
out, their contents covering as many features of the 
Grange as possible and drawn from the words of lead- 
ing Patrons in nearly all the States. 

There seemed to be a want unfilled in the way of 
g^ood words pointing out the influence of woman in our 
Order and its work. An attempt was made to supply^ 
this call in six ** Tracts," each written by a worthy 
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sister in a different State, and some of them by special 
request. These ** Tracts *' were numbered and named 
as follows : 

No, 1. Woman's Relation to Society Through the Grange. 

No. 2. The Strong and Faithful Ties of Agriculture. 

No. 3. Does Woman Need the Grange ? 

No. 4. The Fortress of Our Agricultural Hopes. 

No. 5. The Grange and Peace. 

No. 6. Woman in the Grange. 

The *' printed page" also took form in four tracts 
under the general title of " Grange Work/' and relat- 
ing to the important subject of Forestry and prepared 
by Prof. B. E. Fernow, Chief of the Forestry Division 
of the Department of Agriculture. To these I will 
again refer further along. 

A special circular was prepared, known as ''Farmers 
and the Latest Communism/' also lecture report 
blanks^ price lists, and several circular letters. 
11 As soon as these various circulars, leaflets, tracts, 
etc., commenced to go out, applications came from sev- 
eral Masters of State Granges, also from deputies and 
individual Patrons, for them, to be used in their special 
work. I did not feel authorized to send them out 
through these channels free of cost, as to the Lectur- 
ers provided for in the plan adopted. So a reasonable 
price was fixed, and, while no effort was made to push 
their sale, when applications came in that direction, 
these price-lists were used with the answer. Several 
State Granges took hold of them in earnest, notabl; 
' Massachusetts, Connecticut, and Minnesota, and sub- 
• ordinate Granges and individual Patrons in various 
States used them in the same manner. I believe them 
to be our cheapest missionaries. 

I have been more than pleased to note the readiness 
with which all of our good Grange papers, Agricult- 
ural papers, and others not agricultural, besides many 
local papers have printed, and in some instances solic- 
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itedy the items contained in the weekly columns of 
'•Grange Work and Progress/' Literally by the hun- 
dred have these favorable journals aided us without 
expense^ in carrying the light into dark places. Of- 
many of the papers that have regtflarly received these 
Grange items I have not met with a copy. Besides 
State Masters, Deputies and other "workers" have had 
them inserted in local papers, of which I have no 
knowledge or record. But I have been favored with 
many of these that I know have so ably helped us in 
oar work. I have a file containing samples of over one 
hundred of these different papers with me, which may 
be interesting to some who are here present, and can at 
least verify some of the figures I have been making. 
In this file will be found the names of papers in 39 
States and Territories, also Washington, D. G., and 
Canada. I desire to present this list, for several 
reasons : Firsts that we may "give credit where credit 
i& due, and honor where honor is due.'* Second^ I think 
the time has come when we should recognize these pow- 
erful friends of ours, these allies of the press, who 
recognizing the good there is in our organization, are 
willing to aid us, and we doubt not, themselves as well. 
And, Third, by placing these on record, our members 
may know who are friends, and bestow their favors 
upon those who thus assist us, rather than upon those 
who do not seem to know of this great agricultural 
organization, that is probably doing more for farmers, 
and through them for the whole country, than all 
other influences combined. I feel that our recogni- 
tion and our thanks are due to those on this following 
list :

This cannot be called a full list. I am constantly 
learning of local papers and others^ that through the 
efforts of Patrons are printing our Grange items. I 
desir^ to specially mention the Rural New Yorker, of 
New York city^ the Farm and Home and the Kew Eng- 
land Homestead, of Springfield Mass. Not only have 
these able Agricultural journals printed our Grange 
articles, but the Rural New Yorker has furnished m& 
with 60,000 leaflets and cartoons free of all cost, while 
the Farm and Home and the New England Homestead 
have printed for us, also free, 20,000 leaflets, all full 
of Grange words and sentiment. 

No words of mine are needed to express the praise 
and credit that has been so often and so unanimously 
Toiced in the National Grange, and was never so justly^ 
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due as now, to our band of brave and able Orange 
papers. Without them the Grange would have failed 
years ago. They have contributed that knowledge of 
our Order and its work to our membership that has 
given them the power to act. They have never done 
better service than daring the past year. They reach 
Patrons. These other " favorable' ' papers have gon e and 
are going into the homes of hundreds of thousands of 
farmers ever y week that never have seen a Orange paper. 
I have been looking up some of the figures in connec- 
tion with these papers. I find by reference to a Grange 
paper directory that the combined circulation of the 
papers that I know have printed and are still printing 
our Grange items amounts to 1,263,000 copies wfiekly, 
or, a total of 65,676,000 copies for one year. If they have 
^ averaged only 4 items per week — and Ihave usually sent 
* out 18 to 20 per week, and many papers have published 
€iU every week — the total number of Grange items that 
have been thus freely scattered broadcast over the 
land, amounts to 262,704,000. Does any one doubt the 
"power of the press" in forming and controlling public 
opinion? Have we not a jast claim then that some of 
the Granore growth and progress of the present time, 
and the better feeling, and new members, and new 
Granges, and re-organiztions, have been brought Aout 
through the power of the press, and the sentiment 
it has fostered that our Order is a succe^, is going 
on, is gaining victories more and more^ and is to ie 
perpetual. 

What has it cost? Here are some of the figures :

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THE LECTURE WORK. 

Of the lecture work proper, by direction of the Ex- 
ccutire Committee I arranged with Bro. D. H. Thing, 
Worthy Lecturer of the Maine State Grange, to accept 
the position of Deputy Lecturer for the Eastern Lecture 
District before mentioned. By the kind and able 
cooperation of the Masters of the State Granges, his 
work was arranged, and he visited and lectured in the 
States of Vermont, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Maryland. 
That stronghold of our Order, Connecticut, feeling 
that she could now **go alone," waived her claim in 
favor of the other States in the district, and Massachu- 
setts' Patron« paid the entire cost of his work in their 
State. Early in the year Grange light commenced to 
dawn in the only State in the Union that had never yet 
claimed a Patron or a Grange — Rhode Island became 
an inviting field. After conference with Bro. James 
Draper, Worthy Master of the Massachusetts State 
Grange, plans were arranged to help the farmers of 
fihode Island help themselves, and a special Lecturer, 
Bro. Arthur A. Brigham of Massachusetts, was placed 
in this new field. The work prospered, Bro. J. H. Hale, 
Worthy Master of the Connecticut State Grange, lent 
his aid, and the result you all know. ^^ A consummation 
most devoutly to be wished ** has been brought about. 
Early in the year I prepared a blank upon which 
weekly reports of the details of the Lecturer's work 
could be made. I furnished a supply of these blanks 
to those in charge of all four of the lecture districts. 
From Bros. D. H, Thing and A, A. Brigham in, the 
Eastern District, I received these weekly reports 
promptly and regularly. They give the number of 
lectures delivered by each, estimated attendance at 
each meeting, expenses, "etc. I find by these reports 
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that Bro. D. H. Thing delivered 116 lectures and 
Bro. A. A. Brigham 57. The cost and other details 
I will not give here^ as they will probably appear 
in the general report of the Executive Gommittee 
upon this work, except that the Patrons in all the 
StatiBs named freely contributed of their means o 
assist in payment of the expenses of the Lecturers. 

Of my own work I will briefly say that I have, during 
the year, visited twenty-three States and delivered 
two hundred and twenty-nine lectures, of which one 
hundred and fifty-six were " ofl&cial," and seventy-three 
were unofficial. My own account stands as follows :

In this connection I wish to thank the Executive 
Gommittee, who have so freely and generously aided 
me in the duties of the year. While in some instances 
of emergencies I have, perhaps, placed a liberal con- 
struction upon the directions given, they have aided, 
not hindered, and by their words of encouragement and 
counsel cheered my labors and lightened the burden* 
To the Worthy Secretary of the National Grange is due 
a share of the credit for the weekly words of '' Progress " 
I have been enabled to send out. Promptly and regu- 
larly came from his office the items which told of each 
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new Grange formed^ and where its home might be. 
Almost without exception I have had frequent letters^ 
papers and items of news from the Worthy Masters of 
all our State Granges. Their aid has been intalaable^ 
and with the same fraternal assistance from State Secre- 
taries and Lecturers^ also from hundreds of individuajl 
Patrons, I have been enabled to keep the "printed page '* 
well filled with solid truths and convincing words that 
otherwise could not have gone out as ^^ winged messen- 
gers of brotherly love into thousands of neighborhoods 
where dwell the tillers of the soil^ with the hope that 
any who are truly interested in the noble calling of 
husbandry must become interested in the principles of 
our Order.*' 

THOUGHTS AND SUGGESTIOKS. 

Prom my close intercourse with so many members of 
our Order^ and having noted our work at so many 
points, I feel justified in offering a few thoughts and 
suggestions. 

The facts, the figures, the returns, the good words 
that have been spoken prove the necessity and the ad- 
vantages of the plan last year placed upon its trial. 
It is now no longer theory. I am more than ever con- 
fident of the good it can do, and with experiences of 
the past to guide, I firmly believe that this systematic 
combination of the printed page and the spoken word 
can be made a power for good in extending our Order. 
Therefore, as a "suggestion for the good of the Order," 
I recommend that the general features of the plan of 
the past year be continued. 

I suggest that the unassigned balance of last year's 
appropriation, with a sufficient additional sum to bring 
the balance up to $5,000 be placed at the disposal of 
those in charge of this lecture service. Continue and 
extend the circulation of circulars, leaflets, etc.

Perhaps plans can be arranged by which they can be 
sent to all officers of State Granges^ Deputies anct other 
'* workers," as was provided for by at least two success- 
ful Grange States. In every county of every State, if 
possible, find one '* favorable '* paper that will insert a 
few of our Grange items regularly. I know it is more 
the fault of Patrons in some localities than it is of the 
papers, that such references to our Order are not pub- 
lished. 

Let there be persistent effort made to extend the cir- 
culation of our Grange papers. No member of onr 
Order can fight its battles or receive its greatest bene- 
fits without the regular weekly visit of at least one 
Grange journal. The Patron owes this as a duty to 
himself, to his family and to our Order. 

The little trial lot of four papers known as ''Grange 
Work,^^ intended specially for lecturers of subordinate 
Granges, will, if continued, I think^ be of value, and 
will also form a connecting link between the National 
and subordinate Granges. Printed in large quantities, 
they can be had at small cost, and can be sent out by 
State Masters and Secretaries in their official work in 
the distribution of report blanks, etc. t have fre- 
quently heard the remark this past year, " Well, the 
National Grange is getting nearer to us;" " Is trying 
to help us," etc., etc. 

While speaking of these four *' Forestry " papers or 
'* Grange Work," I wish to give credit to our honored 
brother, who from the very beginning has been a firm be- 
liever in and worker in our Order, and who now so ably 
and acceptably presides over the affairs of our Agricult- 
ural Department at Washington. They are not idle words 
when Brother Golman tells us that he desires to hear 
from us, and to aid us. It was through his favor and 
that of his Chief of the Forestry Division, who, with 
many others in the Agricultural Department, are mem- 
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bers of Potomac Grange, No. 1, of Washington, D. 0.,. 
that the first samples of " Grange Work," have been, 
circulated. Let us stand by our good Brother, aid, and 
cheer him in his labors. Let us frown down all at- 
tempted ridicule and efforts to hinder or cripple our 
special Department. Let us cooperate with him in 
making it still better. The Grange has performed 
good work in that direction. Those of us who aro 
among the older members here, remember that it waa 
through the action of the National Grange that extra 
and special appropriations were made by Congress to 
carry on the sugar experiments, that only within a few 
weeks have resulted so successfully, and that bid fair 
in the near future to open up another paying branch 
of farming, besides saving to our people more than 
1100,000,000 that annually go from us to foreign coun- 
tries for raw sugar. 

Lately two reports have been sent out by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, that, if they could be read and 
studied by every farmer in our land would, in the final 
count, alone pay, and benefit our Agriculture, yes, our 
whole country, many times more than the entire cost 
of our Agricultural Department for the last ten years. 
I allude to the Beports on Forestry and on Cattle Dis- 
eases. I believe that if this National Grange would ask 
Congress for an extra edition of both these Eeports, 
that they might have more general circulation, that the 
request would be granted. Then I would have the 
Lecturer of each Subordinate Grange read a few pages, 
or a chapter, at a meeting, until all have learned the 
lessons well. 

On these "Grange Work," papers I have reminded the 
lecturers who receive them of the duties of their 
offices, viz. : " to see that all addresses, lectures and 
other information for the good of the Order, are 
promptly laid before the Grange, or distributed among 
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the members." Neglect of duty is one cause of unsuc- 
t3essful Oranges. As one means of improving our dis- 
cipline, without which we have no organizaMon^ I 
suggest that the following questk)ns be asked of the 
Master of each subordinate Grange at each regular 
' meetings under the head of new business: Firsts 
^'Worthy Lecturer, have you recived any official circu- 
lars, or papers, from the officers of the National or our 
State Grange since our last meeting? Second, Worthy 
Secretary, are the dues of this Grange to the State 
Grange paid in full ? " 

I do not think that radical changes should at this 
time be made in our organic law. We have an organ- 
ization that is now symetrical in all its parts, I believe 
as nearly perfect as all the more than twenty years of 
its experience have aided in making it perfect. Let us 
jperfect its discipline. In those States where the obli- 
gations, laws and rules of the Order are strictly lived 
up to, where Patrons are noted for Fidelity, and where 
real Deputies attend to their duties, where an inspec- 
tion service and other means of drill are in use and 
practice, there we find the Grange strongholds of 
to-day. Let us make the organization stronger by 
having it better organized^ and then use it. 

One of the real causes of the renewed interest in the 
Orange and the brighter days so many States have here 
^iven figures as well as words to prove, is that real 
practical work has been done. The organized farmers 
are doing something, are overcoming wrong, and other 
farmers see it and know it. The passage of the Inter- 
State Commerce law, the oleomargarine law, the 
Hatch experimental station law, the success of the 
sugar experiments, the defeat of the scheme for ^* free 
raw materials,'* while high tariffs on manufactured 
goods remained— all these are doing and will continue 
to do more to build up our Order and fill up our ranks, 
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a hundred times over^ than any radical changes we may 
make in our laws, that at the best must be but experi- 
ments for some time at least. 

If the Grange has been strengthened by its practical 
work of late in securing legislation in the interest of 
all farmers. Let us use it for more w trk of the same 
character. The oleomargarine law is threatened ; let 
us use the Grange to protect it. The inter-State com- 
merce law will be on the rack in Congress again this 
coming winter; let the Grange speak again. Tariff 
reform will be a leading question ; let us use our Order 
to demand equality from farmers^ and see to it that it n 
is not all reformed off of our "raw materials." Legis- 
lation is yet needed before we can realize the full fruits 
of the yictory gained in the passage of the Hatch 
Experimental Station bill; let the national organiza- 
tion of farmers npeak promptly and to the point. The 
farmers of this country arepaying four times as much 
postage on seeds, plants, bulbs and other fourth-class 
mail matter as the farmers of Canada for the same ser- 
vice. Less than two years ago the prompt action of 
our Ord«r headed off a bill introduced in the XJ. S. Sen- 
ate, and without doubt in the interest of the express 
companies, to double our present fourth-class rate. Let 
us in the interest of agriculture, and of all our people, 
ask a reduction on our present rate of at least one-half, 
and at the same time ask for a restoration of the frac- 
tional, or postal currency onoe so generally and con- 
Teniently in circulation. Let the National Grange . 
again, and in plainer words than ever before, press its 
demands for changes in the patent laws that will pro- 
tect farmers and others from such extortions as are 
being practiced under the present law, by the so-called 
owners of the Driven well patents. 

Other important questions are pressing to the front 
in our country: The immense and almost unrestricted

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foreign immigration question ; the rapid absorption of 
our lands by alien owners; the election of our U. 8. 
Senators by a direct vote of the people ; the silver our 
other financial questions; making the Commissioner of 
Agriculture a member of the President's Cabinet. On 
these and others of equal importance let the Grange 
speak and ad, and v© will, judging the future by the 
past> accomplish results for the good of our Order and 
country and mankind, thus letting our light so shine 
before men, that seeing our good works, they will unite 
with us, and we can grow stronger and better with each 
passing year. 

Another thought or two. We have heard of, and we 
know of, the several new organizations of farmers and 
the working classes that of late are claiming recognition 
and support. In my rounds of travel I have a number 
of times come across those wearing the badge of a 
Patron who advocated the union . of our organization 
with these new and untried claimants for public recog- 
nition and favor. There is a danger here. George 
Washington, in his farewell address, cautioned our peo- 
ple to beware of "entangling alliances.*' After all 
these long twenty-one years we have made our record; 
we have overcome prejudice; we have deserved and 
fairly won the respect our organization now has in all 
departments of life, and in all parts of the land. ' Let 
us carefully guard this reputation. Other organizations 
have their record yet to make. They have everything 
to gain by a union with us, we everything to lose if we 
are to become responsible for all their acts. Let us be 
friends with them, "removing from our hearts all jeal- 
ousies and bitterness of feeling.'' Give them our best 
wishes. Let us be good neighbors, but don't let us 
pull the fence down between us. I have held before, 
and I still hold, that no Grange has the right to com- 
promise or commit our organization by sending dele- 
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gates oyer its official seal to any State gathering or con- 
Tention without first obtaining the sanction of its State 
Grange. And that Patrons of a State have no right to 
go as Patrons and accredited delegates to any National 
convention or congress without the sanction of the 
National Grange or its executive officers. I recommend 
that, "for the good of the Order/' a ruk, or ruling be 
established .at this session, covering this point, that it 
may go out to Patrons who, in their zeal, might 
endanger much of our fair name and fame. 

One more "suggestion.'' In my travels in our great 
national " field," within the pagt year, I have noticed, 
and other Patrons must have noted it also — that the 
spirit of partisan strife, confined to no one party, is 
once again bringing to the front the evil sentiments of 
sectionalism, and all the signs give token that in the 
next twelve months, being the year of the presidential 
election, this sentiment will still be used and cultivated 
to serve the base uses of party. I feel that Patrons 
have a dtity here, and let us do it, • We have heard 
it in this session, and it has been applauded until these 
walls rang with its echoes ; and some of us have heard 
it sipplauded unanimously at every session of the Na- 
tional Grange, from Charleston, South Carolina, to 
Lansing. And I have heard it from more than ten 
thousand Patron lips, in the north and in the south, 
and I believe every voice told the true feelings of the 
heart — that our grand organization has done more than 
all other influences combined to wipe out and forever 
sectional strife. At this session no name has been 
mentioned with more reverence than that of Bro. D. 
Wyatt Aiken. He is dead, but let him, being dead, 
fitill speak to us in our Order, **We know no South, no 
North, no East, no West, but one undivided country, as 
was the heritage of our forefathers. And of the swords 
of brother and brother, be ours the mission of turning 
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them into plow and pruning hook, and be onrs the bur- 
den and pleasurable duty to make the four points of 
the compass vie each with the other in the beauty and 
wealth of the soil, and meet in one common measure 
of fraternal thought !'* 

Our Declaration of Purposes says : ^*We shall earn- 
estly endeavor to suppress personal, local, sectional and 
national prejudices/' f'We cherish the belief that sec- 
tionalism is, and of right should be, dead and buried 
with the past ; our work is for the present and for the 
future." Let Patrons everywhere, then, during the 
coming year, work again "for the good of our Order, 
our country and mankind'^ in this direction. Let us 
frown down every spoken or printed word that for 
party purposes may be used to revive the spirit of sec- 
tionalism. Let us do it fearlessly, bravely, even if it 
should hurt the feelings of some in our party for the 
time. If this spirit of sectionalism continues to be 
cultivated and fostered, as it has been within a few 
months by some interested parties, from generation to 
generation it will be handed down with all its balef al 
influences and results^ and we will present to the world, 
only in far greater magnitude, the ridiculous spectacle 
of our friends from the "Emerald Isle,'' who still fight 
the battle of the Boyng when its anniversary comes 
around each 12th day of July, even though the real 
battle was fought hundreds of years ago. 

Other thoughts and suggestions crowd upon me, but 
I will close. Let us resolve that with a firmer Faith 
than ever before, with a Hope made bright by all the 
sunshine that has come to our Order during the past 
year, ** with malice towards none and charity towards 
all," standing firmly on the rock Fidelity, we will look 
forward and go forward this coming year. Let us in 
every way, word and work, give evidence of the purity 
of our motives and the justice of our cause, going on 
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and on as the days go by, fighting the ever present bat- 
tles of right over wrong. '^ Then will we become truly 
eminent Patrons of Husbandry, honoring and being 
I honored, blessing: and being blessed, favored of God 
r and our brethren, approved of our own consciences, 
I and the judgment of the wise and the good who know

Spoke in behalf of himself and Sister Luce as fol- 
lows: 

We formed- the acquaintance of her whose death we 
mourn and whose memory we commemorate at the 
annual session of the National Orange held in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., three years ago. In seven years' associa- 
tion with this b >dy it has never been our fortune to 
form acquaintance with any more rapidly or pleasantly 
than with Sister Lipscomb. She was living in the hope- 
ful and happy years of early womanhood. No member 
of that body held a fairer promise of long years of life 
and happiness than did Sister Lipscomb. Our sister 
was endowed with a broad and comprehensive mind, and

to this was supplemented the benefits of a liberal edu- 
cation. To these high qualifications was added those 
womanly graces that adorn the purest, noblest and beat 
of her sex. Charity for all was her leading character- 
istic; a charity as broad as humanity — ^gave fervor to 
her prayers and strength to all her efforts for the race. 
But sister Lipscomb is dead and those of us who Still 
live and were happy in knowing something of her excel- 
lent qualities of head and heart mourn her loss. 

It is meet that when such an one is called to go 
whence no traveller ever returns, that we pause to 
recount her virtues that we may be stimulated to emu- 
late her example. 

Worthy Master, I move the. adoption of the resolu- 
tion.

Resolved, That while our hearts are laden with sorrow, we 
look up to the Good Father " who doeth all things well*' for 
the bright example of an honest man, a peerless patriot, and 
a pure Christian, given, doubtless, to us for usefulness in the 
Order, and for our personal example in fighting the battle of 
life; 

Resolved, That a memorial page be set apart in these pro- 
ceedings to the memory of Brother Aiken; 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded, 
with an expression of our deepest sympathy, to the bereaved 
widow, and members of his family. 

And supported their adoption in the following words: 

Worthy Master : 

In presenting these resolutions I desire to say a few 
words in reference to my dearly beloved Brother Aiken. 
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It is not my purpose to pass a f alsome eulogy upon 
him^ for he needs none. 

In what I shall say I desire to address myself to the 
resolutions, for they are but an epitome of the char- 
acter of our deceased brother. I was associated with 
him for many years as a co- worker in this grand organ- 
ization, and, therefore, I knew him well. 

He was an honest man — honest in all the phases of 
life, honest in his domestic relations, honest in his pub- 
lic work and character, honest in his friendships, hon- 
est in his convictions, honest in his purposes, and hon- 
est in the means he adopted to accomplish his purposes. 
It has been said that ''an honest man is the noblest 
work of God,^^ and in the case of our deceased brother 
it is surely true. 

He was a fearless patriot. He loved his country, his 
whole country. He loved his section and his State. In 
the heat of battle he was as fearless and brave as a 
lion. In times of peace he was as tender and gentle as 
a woman. He was a fearless patriot in his public life. 
For twelve years he was a member of the Congress of 
the United States, and bravely and earnestly did he 
labor to secure^such legislation as would be to the ad- 
vantage of his people and the whole country. No 
breath of suspicion ever marred his character, no whis- 
per of the lack of fealty to the best interests of his 
constituents was ever uttered in regard to him, no 
doubt of the integrity of his purposes or his patriotism 
was ever intimated. 

His patriotism was of that brpad and comprehensive 
type which embraced the whole country ; hence, it was 
natural that so soon as the principles and purposes of 
the Order of Patrons of Husbandry were brought to 
his attention, he immediately, with all of his honesty 
and fearlessness, entered upon the work of organization 
of the farmers. Here he found a field in entire har- 
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mony with his character — a field which suited his en- 
larged patriotism — for. Worthy Master, you know that 
our principles and our purposes as an organization are 
so broad and so comprehensive that they embrace the 
interepts of all, for " we labor not for the good of our- 
selves alone, but for the good of our country and of 
mankind." 

As a fearless patriot, he was ready at all times, in all 
places, under all circumstances, and surrounded by all 
conditions, to assert them, fearlessly to defend them, 
when assailed, and labor for their accomplishment. 
He loved the Order, and the Patrons of Husbandry 
loved him. Year after year, in our annual meet- 
ings, we were accustomed to meet him and listen to 
his words of wisdom. But we shall meet him 
no more on earth. He is gone! The manly form we 
shall see no more, for it rests quietly and peacefully in 
the tomb. The stentorian voice, which was wont to 
resound in pur ears, will be heard no more, for it is 
hushed in the silence of the grave. The eloquent 
tongue, pleading for the good of the Order, will no 
more thrill our hearts or quicken our pulses, for mute 
and still it lies in the dust. 

He was a Christian man, and it is as a Christian that 
his character stands out most beautifully, prominently 
and characteristically. His piety was earnest, sincere, 
unobtrusive. He was an earnest worker in the church 
of his faith, in his own Presbytery, in the Synod, and 
the General Assembly. He could say, **I know in 
whom I have believed," and, hence, with unwavering 
faith and well founded hope he looked forward to a 
glorious immortality beyond the grave. . We can say, 
then, in regard to Brother Aiken, "That man was per- 
feet and upright, and one that feared Gk)d, and 
eschewed evil.'* 

Bro^ Frederick Bobie, Me., said : I second the motion 
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that the resolutions which have been read be adopted 
by this organization and be entered upon its records. 

An occasion like the present is duplex in its charac- 
ter; it is sad^ and^ in a limited sense, joyous. We are 
saddened by the thought that our esteemed brother is 
forever gone from our earthly vision, 'and we can no 
longer.enjoy his companionship and judicious advice, 
that his strong arm and stronger brain are silent 
in death, and we can no longer command in an emer- 
gency those elements of his character which rendered 
him capable of being a great leader. 

The words which he uttered at the first Grange meet- 
ing which he ever attended at Washington, still echo 
through the land. He then said, ^' I desire to be con- 
nected with an organization of farmers who not only 
know their rights, but dare assert and will defend 
them.'' 

He was an important integral part of the active spirit 
of his own declaration, for he always practiced what he 
uttered. He was a man of rare intelligence, and fully 
comprehended the rights of the farmer. He was brave 
and determined, and never faltered in battling for 
what he considered the right. His voice has ever been 
raised in defence of the agriculturists of this great land, 
with commendable results. We honor, respect and love 
his memory; and to-day, a long distance from the sunny 
home which he so much loved, beneath the skies and 
m sight of the surroundings of a Northern winter, stand- 
ing shoulder to shoulder, let us appreciate the warm grip 
and recognition of a Patron, and with open hand cast 
upon his new made grave a garland of fragrant memories 
^and loving remembrance in lasting recognition of his 
eminent services, for his God, his country, and the 
interests of the Grange. 

He had a clear eye to see things as they exist, and a 
generous heart to enjoy them ; a strong brain and com-

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potent arm to smite down monopolies and folly in the 
land. He possessed independence, keen perception^ and 
honest endeavor^ which sometimes placed him ontslde 
of party management. Such a man was D. Wyatt 
Aiken. 

Brother Aiken is gone, and there is no recall from 
the grave, for in the beautiful words of another, " The 
door of the tomb opens not inwards. ^^ Let our sad- 
ness rest here. As we cast our eyes onward and up- 
ward on this Christian Sabbath day, this occasion be- 
comes one of comfort, because we know that he is en- 
joying the fruition of the religion of the Grange, faith 
in God and a well-spent life. 

" In GkKl's gold afternoon, peace ye shall have ; 
Man ifi in loss except he live aright, 
And help his fellow to be firm and brave, 
Faithful and patient ; then the restful night I " 

He was a firm believer in the Christian faith. It is 
truly said of Christianity " that it is a full river of life, 
filling the soul and heart of man and the social state of 
nations, with its impulses and. ideas. We should lose 
mjach in losing the positive knowledge of its history, 
but if all the books were gone the tablets of the human 
heart would remain and on them would be written the 
everlasting gospel of Jesus, in living letters, which no 
years could efface, and no change conceal." 

There are golden lessons to us all, in this dispensa- 
tion of Providence. Let us all follow his example of 

** Honest aim and true endeavor. 

Earnest work with patient might. 
Hoping, trusting, singing ever, 

BatUing bravely for the right. 
LiOying God, all men forgiving. 

Helping weaker feet to stand , 
This will make a life worth living. 

Make it noble, make it grand. 

Let us then renew our Grange obligations and make 
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use of present opportunities and meet present respon- 
sibilities, 

" For the truer life draws nigher 

Every year. 
And its morning star climbs higher

And the dawn immortal brighter, 

Every year.'* 

Sister E. S. McDowell, N. Y., said : 
Worthy Master^ Brothers and Sisters : 

We have indeed met with a great affliction. A true 
friend, a conscientious, upright man, a loyal brother has 
gone from us and we shall see his face no more on earth 
forever. 

Brother Aiken kept untarnished a good name, and 
leaves it to his children with the added lustre of a life 
well spent. 

Who can tell how far the influence of such a life will 
reach? If it be true, and I steadfastly believe it, that 
a good word or deed never dies but is passed on from 
one to another through countless ages, then are we 
blessed indeed to have had*Brother Aiken's presence 
among us. 

That presence we have lost, but we have not lost him. 
His wise words of counsel, the results of his strict 
adherence to the path of duty, however thorny, and the 
memory of his brotherly love and charity will remain 
with us forever. 

" The seasons come and the seasons go, 
And the sun shines more than the storm can frown, 

The white- winged ships flit to and fro. 
But all the while our hearts beat low. 

For the one good ship^s gone down/^ 

Bro. J. J. Woodman, Mich., member of the Executive 
Committee, said: 
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It was my good fortune to meet and make t\ie 
acquaintance of Brother Aiken at the Eighth Annual 
Session of the National Orange at Charleston^ South 
Carolina, in January, 1875. That acquaintance was 
renewed at subsequent sessions and ripened into inti- 
mate social and official relations which continued unin- 
terruptedly until the eighteenth session, which he was 
prohibited from attending by sickness. Disease had 
laid its heavy hand upon him and made him a great 
sufferer until relieved by death. During these years all 
of our social and official relations were always character- 
ized by that good understanding and fraternal spirit 
which should ever exist between Patrons ; and I learned 
to admire him as a man and love him as a brother. He 
was a strong man I Strong in his convictions of right, 
prompt and earnest in the discharge of every duty, and 
firm in his faith in our Order. 

His loss has created a vacancy in our ranks which 
cannot be filled. It would be a pleasant service to 
quote from his eloquent utterances and the language 
of his brilliant pen and rehearse his noble acts^ if they 
were needed, as proof of his greatness and goodness as 
a man, and his devotion to the principles and purposes 
of our Order, but they are not. No words of mine can 
add to the good name and fair fame of Bro. Aiken. 
By his death our great brotherhood has lost one of its 
ablest advocates and defenders. His work is finished, 
and we are left with the sad reflection that for this life 
our relations are severed forever; and 

*' Around us each dlBsevered chain 
In sparkling ruin lies. 
And earthly hands can ne^er again. 
Unite the broken ties/* 

Bro. J. H. Brigham, Ohio, said : 
Worthy Master: 
I indorse every word which has been uttered in com- 
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mendation of the life and character of our deceased 
brother, D. Wyatt Aiken, and will not attempt to repeat 
what has been so well said. I desire, however, to call 
attention to the fact that, although suffering the most 
excrutiating pain, his thoughts still went out to the Order 
he loved so well, and more than one co-worker received 
from him words of counsel and cheer which were 
penned whilst his physical organization was suffering 
as few of us can understand. At the last session of 
this body a resolution of sympathy was adopted and 
forwarded to Bro. Aiken, which brightened for the time 
his life. All that family and friends could do to soothe 
his Agony was done, but the time soon came wh«n human 
help was impossible. I am sure that whatever doubts 
may arise in regard to religious theories and belief, all 
are glad that when the brink of the dark river was 
reached and no loving friend could go farther or tell 
how deep and cold were the waters our brother must 
pass through, that in that supreme moment he could 
lean upon the strong arm of one whom he had learned 
to love and trust, and of whom he was a faithful fol- 
lower. I close with the hope that all of us may some 
day meet our brother in that home where no sickness> 
sorrow, pain or death ^'can ever come.^* 

Brother W. E. Williams, N. C, said : 

' Worthy Master: 

A great man has said ^'There is a time for all things. ^^ 
This occasion is one of sorrow. It is not so much that 
we sorrow for those who are gone, for this is a world 
of sorrow and uncertainties, and we can but think and 
believe that they have gained by their departure. But 
we sorrow most to think that we shall have their associa- 
tion, their kindness and fraternal friendship no more. 
We sometimes think it hardly tenable that we should 
sorrow when the old master calls to take one of his 
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children away across the dark river to the land where 
/ the weary are at rest.' 
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** For death is the crown of life ; 
Were death denied, to live would not be life. 
Were death denied even fools 
Would wish to die." 

The same conditions which create life cause us to 
He, all regulated and directed by the same wise hatid. 
It is said that some one dies every minute. From the 
prince in his parlor to the beggar in his hovel ; from 
the infant of an hour to the centenarian, all are doomed 
to his icy touch. 

** We know when moons shall wane, 

When summer birds from far shall cross the sea, 
When autumn^s hues shall tinge the golden grain. 
But who shall teach us when to look for thee." 

The two vacant chairs whom we now bless with our 
grief and drape with our sorrows, were from the good 
old Palmetto State. They sleep in that far away south 
land, in the bosom of the soil they loved so well, there 
to rest where the soft south wind stealing. through the 
pines sweetly sings their requiem until ^^day shall break 
over the night of the grave. ^^ 

He enters the home of loveliness, and, with his icy 
fingers, Death touches the rose onjthe cheek of beauty, ^ 
and the mildew darkens the lips our love has pressed. 

He touches the chord in harmony of song, and the 
Yoice of the minstrel is hushed forever, and his harp 
hangs upon the willows. 

He shatters the arm of the warrior, and his shivered 
lance falls from his nerveless arm. 

He enters the senate and the sanctuary, and the voice 
of the orator is silent, and altar and forum are draped 
in mourning. 

In every age, in every clime, the earth is strewn with 
its victims and monumental with its trophies. 
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Brethren and sisters, is it not meet that we should 
seriously ask ourselves, who next? The command, '^be 
ye ready *' is meant for us all. 

Bro. Mortimer Whitehead said: 

Worthy Master: 

I do not rise to attempt to add a single word to the 
beautiful tributes already made to the memory of our 
Brother Aiken, but to make a suggestion. We are 
taught in our Ritual that while we live we should erect 
our own monument. Bro. Aiken did erect an endur- 
ing monument and its epitaph is engraven in our 
hearts. We knew Bro. Aiken in New Jersey, he helped 
as in our earlier Grange organizations. And when. 
Worthy Master^ by your direction that beautiful testi- 
monial of his worth was sent out officially announcing 
his death, it was read in connection with memorisd 
services in the Grange halls of our State, and I note 
that at the late meeting of the California State Grange, 
near the shores of the Pacific, that there also Patrons 
held a service in his memory, and so has it been all 
over our laud where members of our Order dwell. The 
suggestion I am about to make is, I believe, made 
for the first time in the history of the world] 
It is to erect a monument to a farmer 1 Let 
the Patrons of all our States, of our whole land that 
he loved so well, each contribute a solid block 
of stone-7-emblem of the rock " Fidelity " upon which 
he ever stood — to build the base of this monument. 
On it, let us erect in enduring bronze the figure of our 
brother. Let as place it on the grounds of our Depart- 
ment in Washington, — the Department of Agriculture. 
Let it face the halls of Congress where for years he bat- 
tled ever for our Order and the rights of the farmer^ 
and having entered the fight, never looked backward. 
Let us inscribe on this monument the words of the lead- 
ing paper of his State, that, after enumerating his many 
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grand qnalities and his success as a soldier^ as a citizen 
and as a statesman^ said that he was best known as 
''An advanced farmer/' In the capital city of our 
country have been erected imposing monuments to 
soldiers, to statesmen and to philanthropists. Let our 
Order erect a fitting monument to the ''Advanced 
Farmer," and may it ever be to us and those who come 
after us an incentive to emulate his virtues and to follow 
his lead. Worthy Master, I therefore suggest that at 
some time during this session of the National Grange a 
suitable committee be appointed to consider this mat- 
ter and to provide ways and means for effecting the 
work. 

Besolutions were then unanimously adopted by a ris- 
ing vote.

Bro. W. A. Armstrong, N. Y., submitted the follow- 
ing: 

George Dexter Hinckley, first Master of the New 
York State Grange, and during the period of his active 
service a most worthy and useful member of this body, 
went to his final rest soon after our annual session in 
1886, and without doubt many members here assembled 
to pay the last tribute of respect to the memory of a 
departed brother had the first intimation of his demise 
in the feeling words of the Worthy Master, who 
sketched briefly the mortuary roll of the year in his 
opening address. Upon us devolves the sad duty of 
portraying more definitely the virtues that made the 
life of Brother Hinckley a joy and delight to his fellows. 
It is ten years since our most worthy brother left his 
seat in this body with a record upon which honor was 
emblazoned as the satisfactory reward of distinguished 
service. In this twenty-first annual session of the 
National Grange there are but few members who were 
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contemperaneons in seryice with our good Brother 
Hinckley, but in that small number there are none 
who did not regard him with affection because 
of his great worth, his modest deportment, his 
unyielding integrity and the inestimable service 
he gave in the formation period of our Order, 
when his safe counsel led to peace and the happy influ- 
ences that attend harmonious effort directed to the 
welfare of society. Bro. Hinckley was a co-laborer with 
the early workers in our Order. Some of the most 
pleasing and instructive lessons in our ritualistic ber- 
vice are the product of his chaste thought. He was a 
conspicuous illustration of the proverb ^' An honest 
man is the noblest work of God." In all his relations 
he was pure, his life governed by conscience and phi- 
lanthropic regard for his fellow men, to whom he was 
ever ready to minister in any way by which pleasure, 
happiness, and comfort could be promoted. In view 
of the virtues that in him had realization, it is meet 
that we record some tribute of our regard. Therefore, 
be it 

Itesolved, That to our brother, George Dexter Hinckley, gone 
from our ranks forever, a memorial page be given lathe 
Journal of Proceedings, and that upon it be recorded suitable 
expressions regarding the character that gave him inestimable 
worth.

M. Whitehead said: 

I had the pliBasure of association with Bro. Hinckley 
in the National Grange for a number of years. We 
were specially drawn together for two reasons : First, 
when, m New Jersey, our first Grange was organized, of 
which my wife and myself were charter members, we

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found that the nearest Orange to us was Eredonia 
<Jrange No. 1, of Chautauqua county, N. Y. They were 
our nearest neighbors, they close to the lakes, we near 
the ocean. The first official letter erer written from 
our Grange — Pioneer, No. 1, of New Jersey — was to 
Fredonia, No. 1, of New York. We asked advice and 
direction from our neighbors, and Bro. Hinckley gladly 
^nd willingly answered our calls. The second reason 
why I felt near to Bro. Hinckley was that his branch of 
rural life was the same as mine. He was a horticnlt- 
urist. His business was among fruits, flowers and 
vines, and that he loved them is proven by many of his 
beautiful thoughts, preserved in our Ritual. Through 
nature he " looked up to nature*s God,*' and h8 is gone, 
gone where the flowers never fade and the roses ever 
bloom. 

Bro. R M. McDowell, N. Y., Worthy Treasurer, 
^aid: 

Worthy Master ^ Brothers and Sisters : 

I met Brother Hinckley for the flrst time at the pro- 
visional organization of the New York State Grange at 
Syracuse in November, 1873, on which occasion I had 
the honor of presiding. He came there as Master of 
Fredonia Grange No. 1, that being the first Grange ever 
organized. 

Such was the confidence of the brothers present in 
his sterling worth, integrity and business ability that he 
was elected as Master, and was afterwards reelected 
twice. 

I subsequently visited him at his home in Fredonia, 
and I found there that he was held in the highest esteem 
by his neighbors and business associates. He had a 
kindly, genial nature, and made a favorable impression 
upon all those with whom he came in contact.
